When I have finished 
this article, 1 shall insert a letter which 
I aiUlressed to the “ C'obbettitcs ” some 
time after the battle of N.ivahino, from 
which the reader will see, that the 
present events are only mere fulfilment 
of what I then saw and predicted. That 
letter should be read with care from 
the beginning to tlie end ; because the 
uliimate consequences are there very 
clearly pointed out and sufiiqienlly 
dwelt upon.

ing down from their shoulders; and away 
would go tilt: mowers, w.ith, a good

purchased; that we had not paid the 
purchase money; that other nations 
would take them back, otte Ijy one, and 
leave us still to pay the debt which we 
bad contracted for the purposeof getting 
the victories, 

To this state we are come, and only 
[ just come to it: we sha^ll go on from 
-bad to worse, unless we resolve at 
once to get fid of the cause ; that is to 
say, the Debt, which was contracted 
for the purpose of preventing those 
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changes at home, which changes will be 
effected by the debt itself, bat in a 
manner much worse for those who 
urged on the nation into the war.

Sir, —Somebody was kind etioiign to 
send me the Newcastle Press of the 
14. inst., containing a letter from you 
to me, which sets out and commients 
upon one from Mr. Pease, member for 
South Durham, to Surgeon Kitburn. 
Your comments are very just and ap¬ 
posite, that is, taking for granted the 
statement made by Mr. Pease to be 
true, but they touch us not, because, 
since the world began, there never Were 
so many falsehoods stuffed into so few 
lines as are contained in his letter. In¬ 
deed, be who could deliberately fratnc 


such falsehoods, necessarily must be 
the most degraded of liars that the 
world ever produced. % , 

Before I reply to your, letter, let me 
tell you some facts of whidti you must 
he ignorant, relative to this curibun 
epistle of friend Pease. Imiist. JioW- 
cver, begin a little higher. 

When Pease claimed his seat wiLh- 
out being called upon to take the oath, 
he was naturally anxious to conciliate aS 
rnan^ menibers of the committee, to 
whom Ids case was referred, as possible. 

I ivas a member of that committee ; and 
the liberal and almost fudical Mr. Pease 
was introduced to me by Sir. Rippou. I 
told him at once that I had considered 
the case, and it gave me ple^dswe to add 
that niy ojiinibn was d^-^^'t^sdly in his 
favour.

The fourth fact Ish—that I told Pease 
I would brin^ the nrntter before the 
public, and have his atrocious charges 
contradicted. ' I accordingly brought 
the letter td the House the next day, or 
a few days after, but as I was waiting 
ih the Vote Office on some business, 1 
was accosted by Mr. Hutt,the colleagoe 
of Mr. Hill, the Member for Hull, who 
asked me to shov him “ the letter/’ as 
I recollect Mr. Rippon w.as in his com¬ 
pany ; I immediately gave Mr. Hutt 
the letter to read. When he had read it,

I am also thtw enabled to atate that 
the copy of the letter which you have 
published is substantially correct, be¬ 
cause it is in substance the same with 
the letter whose contents Mr. Pease 
avowed to me to be substantially accu¬ 
rate ; we have, therefore, before the 
public, the genuine contents of a letier 
written by Pease : so'fnr, at least, the 
case is made out against liim. 

Now, sir, for the matleuof your let¬ 
ter and of that of Pease. I for the present 
take no notice of your observations 
on the atrocious calumny jjromulgatedl 
against the Irish anti-d'es))otism mem¬ 
bers, by commissioner Hill, of Hull. 
Ail those who cohM be aliuded to by 
him, with the exception of four,-have 
already denied the charge. The four 
remaining .are, Fitzstephen Ffrencli, 
member forlloscommon county ; James 
Grattan, member for Wicklow county ; 
J. M. Galwtjy, member for Waterford 
county ; and ,T. N. Vigors,member for 
Carlow town. Xliese gentlemen*cer¬ 
tainly can, and 1 hope will, publicly 
contradict Mr. Hill, and then we shall 
have him exposed to all the obloquy 
he so richly merits. There want but 
four contradictions more. 

IVe now come to Pease’s letter. As it 
has been given to the public, it becomes 
my duty to inipetich him before his con¬ 
stituents of the grossest fabrications 
and falsehoods that ever yet di.s 2 ;raced 
a public man. It may be said, that this 
language is Xoo harsli to be used before 
the public. The foslidious critics who 
may say so, ought to look to their friend 
Pease’s letter, and see whether it does 
not contain terms wliich iiifimtely ex¬ 
ceed mine in virulence and strength of 
expression.

Now writing 
from recollection, 1 offer Mr. Pease his 
choice of any two of the following gen¬ 
tlemen : Mr. Plume, Mr. Warbiulon, 
Mr. Wilks, Mr. Buokhighain, Mr. Lyt- 
ton liulwer, Mr.^Parrott, member for 
Totness, Mr. Rippon, Mr. Hutt, either 
of those highly independent men, Mr. 
KemmisTyntis, Major Fancourt, Major 
Beaucierc, Air. Gillon ; or, in short, any 
twoijonest members of the House, ex¬ 
cluding, of course, regular Whigs and 
rcguiar Tories, in neither of whom 
have I any confidence. 

Let Air. Pease choose his own tribu¬ 
nal out of such men as 1 have thus al¬ 
luded to. Let ns get them to sit in the 
first week of the ensuing session. Air.

cause flourished, if that cause succeeded, 

the /fum’aji power Woiild be brought 
into the Mediterranean ; and that, there- 
fore» it Was thfe duty Of the English Go¬ 
vernment to ui>hblii the hnbrdkeit ^wer 
of the Turks. And tvfilnf "did the Go¬ 
vernment do ? p^et^i^^ tlie reverse of 
thra. The fobla aiil kPiiVes stfppUed 
the J^reCks ‘hioWe^;'Which they and 

tiiMr cou^ and the Govem- 

tHbU^h^AactiCe a While, soon 
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began to take a part most 'mischievous 
to England. This very Duke of Wel¬ 
lington was (by the silly Canning) sent 
to Russia to have a talk about Grbfxg, 
Next, this same Canning made a treaty. 
with Russia and France in July, 1826^ 
which they call the Treaty of London ; 
and by which treaty the three powers 
entered into that compact, which led to 
the battle of Navarino. 

By this battle vve assisted Russia and 
France to cri/jple the Turkish power. 
This was, as will presently apj)ear, di¬ 
rectly contrary to our interest but we 
did it because vve could not go to wai'. 
Russia and France were resolved (for 
the reasons to be stated by-and-by) to 
sever Greece from the rest of Turkey; 
and we consented to aid them in this, 
in the hope that they would STOP 
THERE, and not proceed to make 
general war upon Turkey. We knew 
their wishes-, we knew that they had a 
design to break up the Turkish power; 
in order to open a way to India, but 
more especially in order to bring the 
naval power of Russia into the Mediter¬ 
ranean, as a check to that of England. 
Oup Government knew all this very 
well : they hated the Greek cause," 
cursed the Greek cause, anti- wishetl the 
Turks to crush it completely j but, not 
able to go they disseniblcd, and 

consented (by very neiirly /orce) to assist 
iiussia and France in crippling our old 
friend, and ally, the Turk j thinking, 
thiSA, for iomeyears, at least, this would 
pacifyi ;the Biuseians ai^d the French 3 
and that, by the end of those years, we 
should be able to go to war and defend 
the Turk. . ^ 

Russia and France knew our situa¬ 
tion they bad not been looking at our 
paperrmoney, poor-rates, distresses, and 
panic* for Jibing.:Besides, my friends, 
the stalesmert of'f Jiose a)untries had read 
all that you had read i mid they had 
not, like our pretty fellows, read it for 
the purpose of lintling aut;fc>me shuffle 
whweby to make the.wotrltl believe it tn 
be false and foolish..

had convinced that this country 
coiiid ne\&r j^o to war again ns lung as 
the debt exis^ 3 that is to say, until a 
species of revolution should take place f 
and this they well knew that the Govern¬ 
ment would not run the risk of, be the 
disgrace or the national loss what it 
might. 

These two powers knew all well; and, 
therefore, they did NOT STOP with 
the" Battle of Navarino : they did not 
stop with the liberation of the Greeks : 
the “ Greek cause," was now clearly a 
ryere pretence vvith them; for the battle 
was hartlly over, the shoutings in Lon¬ 
don for the " glorious achievofnent" were 
fuardly succeeded by silence, when Rus¬ 
sia, who J»ad already prepared her armies 
for the purpose, declared war against 
Turkey, not on account of the “ Greek 
cause .not asa joint affair with England 
and France; but on her own account; 
on her own private account j and on 
pretences so false, so manifestly ground¬ 
less,, that those of the wolf, in the fable, 
in his war against the lamb, were no 
longer fabulous. , 

T’iiC part which our Government now 
acted was quite worthy of the rest of its 
conduct for years past. Its advocates of 
the press pretended that this war was a 
matter with which ice had nothing to 
do ; that Russia had a right to go to 
war, if she pleased; that we were not 
bound by any treaty to defend Turkey 
from invasion or even from conquest. 
These papers, however, let out the se¬ 
cret wishes of our poor puny Govern¬ 
ment J they rejoiced always when the

really, not so very harfi^and that, at 
any rate, the insult will n&l be injarious 
to England ! Thia.ilast is the main 
thing’, and it shall now be my bosinegs 
to show you, in as plain a manner as I 
can, that tlrjre never was an event in the 
world, since this country has been call¬ 
ed England, so injurious and so dis- 
gracpjui to her; an event that so clearly 
marked her want of power; an event 
that so unequivocally proclaimed to the 
w'orld her fallen a*nd degraded ^tatc. * 
There are certain facts vvhicli you all 
know, iiiitTicly, that Turkey contains 
about twenty-live millions of inhabi¬ 
tants; that its dominions are partly in 
Europa and partly in Asia, witii asriudl 
addition in Africa; that these dominions 
lie for tlie far greater part at the eastern 
end of the Metliterrancan sea ; tliat llie 
capital of this,empire is Constantinople ; 
that Euro))e is here divided from Asia 
by a very NARROW CHANNEL, 
called the charmel of Cunstarilimple ; 
thgt there is, about a hundred miles to 
the west of that, another narrow prw;s, 
called the Dardanelles; i\m\ that both 
of these (lioundcd by Turkish land on 
each side) have, fur \nany centuries, 
been ktqrt, as it were, locked by tlie 
Turks, against all ships except such as 
they chose to suffer to pass along them ; 
these passes being completely guarded 
by forts, batteries, castles, and other 
means of destruction to those who might 
attempt to pass without leave.- 

Beyond Constantinople, but nearly 
close to it comes in a SEA, called tlje 
BLACK SEA, which, in extewt of sur¬ 
face,* is much about equal tet that tf the 
islands of Great Briiaia;i and Ireland, 
both put together but, intb jthis sea^ 
from the Mediterranean, there is no'pas- 
finge except that of the narrow dltnamh 
of Gonstaniinople, and that bf the Dar^ 
danelles. Now, marie. The fer/itlories 
found the Black iSta have, ia gi^at 
part, long been under “the power of 
Russia. They are fdritte in all fhe

south of France ; and. they abound in 
the growth of all the materials for build¬ 
ing and fitting* out ships. - There are the 
timber, the hemp, the iron, the pitch, 
and, indeed, every thing iusuper-abun¬ 
dance. 

'I’he Russian power has long been 
increasing o« ike land. She h.is, too, 
long had a great fleet of men-of-war, 
which she has always shown a strong 
desire to emi>loy for the purpose of 
checking tlie power of England. But, 
shut up ill the Bnltie so tivuiy months in 
the year by the ice ; not daring to come 
out, and stay out for any length of time, 
we have always been able to hiugh at 
the envy and malice, visilile in the seve¬ 
ral conventions and confederacies and 
united ncutralilivs, which she has, at 
various times, set on loot against ns, and 
of which slie has. always been the ani- 
maiir:g soul. We always .knew her

With regartl to the second proposi¬ 
tion, namely, that at^ any rate the 
Treaty, if acted upon, can produce no 
harm to England, I have observed at 
the beginning of this letter, that this 
Treaty brings Russia into the Mediter^ 
ranean from the lilaek Sen. This is 
the greatest change that has taken place!

It oreates a new great 
naval power, and opens all the sens to 
that power* We had R monopoly of the 
trade of Turkey. We are to have that 
no longer. France had no maritinie 
ally in Europe : now she will have one 
great and powerful, and of endless re¬ 
sources. Russia will he the great naval 
power at one end of the Mediterranean, 
where the Greeks will he a colony of 
Russia instead of a colony of Turkey. 
It is nut folly, but downriglit base liy- 
pocrisy to affect to believe that we shall 
he able to keep the Seyen Islands and 
Malta, or either of them, for atiy length 
of time; arid where is the man stupid 
enough to believe that we shall be able 
to keep Gibraltar for ten years ? “ J’en 

years I” exclaims the Scotch /c'eZoso- 
fer, “ why, itin years is a ieelel eter¬ 
nity, man !” Very true, for our policy 
for many years past, has been a sort of 
weekly or monthly policy. 

The French and Russians have had 
a common interest in tliis war against 
Turkey.

A 
squadron of only tliree ships would have 
desolated the xvhole of the coast of the 
Black Sea. A Russian ship would not 
have been afloat upon the ocean ; the 
Russian ports in the Baltic would have 
deen demolished. And, why not do this ? 
AVhy not put a stop to the growth of 
this giant? Because we have not yet 
paid for the “ victories" which we pur¬ 
chased so dearly some years ago, and 
about which we matle such a boasting 
and bragging, 

Of all the mean things that have dis¬ 
graced the nations of this world, the 
meanest was our attempt to yet the 
Freueh on our side, in; an endeavour to 
persuade ihe Russians to stop: butmean 
as it was, it was more foolish than it xvas 
mean.

In bringing to your notice the parti¬ 
cular state of our foreign affaira, it af¬ 
fords me high gratification to infpptn 
yon that they are in a condition vphich 
promises the continuance .pf friendship 
with all nations. 

With Great Brita^ the interesting 
question of our porifiTeastern hoandary 
remains still undecitled;. , A negotiation, 
however, upon that subject; lias been 
renewed since the close of the, last 0on- , 
gress, and a propositiop has been sub¬ 
mitted to the British i^overnment with 
the view of establiishing, in conformity 
with the resolution of the Senate, the 
line designated by the treaty of 1783, 
ThougH no definitive answer has been 
received, it may be daily looked for, and 
I entertain a hope that the overture may 
ultimately;lead to a satisfactory adjust** 
meht of this important matter. 

I have the satisfaction to inform you 
that a negotiation which, by desire of 
the House of Representatives, was 
opened some years ago with the British 
Government for the erection of light¬ 
houses on the Bahamas, has been suc¬ 
cessful, Thesoworks,when completed, 
together, with, sonie which the United 
States have constructed on the western 
side of the Gulf of;Flarula, will contrir 
bute essentially to the safety of the na- 
vigatipn in tl»at sea. This joiiut |)arti- 
cipation,in establishments interesting to 
humanity, and beneficial to commerce, 
is worthy of two enliglitened nations, 
and indicates feelings which cannot,fail 
to have a, happy influence upon tfieir 
political relations. It is gratifying to 
the friends of bq^ to perceii'e that, the

NotwithStaudiitg that 1 continue to 
receie* the.-.npo^t.,amicable assurances 
from the Government of France, and 
that ,m atf,uthar respects the most 
frlendiy relations exist between the 
United States aad tfiart Government, it 
is to:be T^retted: that the stipulations 
of the convention concluded on 4. July,, 
1831, .remain in sonie iniportaut parts 
unfulfilied. > 

By the second article of that conven¬ 
tion, it was stijjulated that the sum pay¬ 
able to tfie United States should be paid 
at Paris, in six annual instalments, into 
the hands of such person or persons as 
sfiould be authorised by the Govern¬ 
ment! of the United States to receive it j 
and by the same article the first instal¬ 
ment was, payable on the 2. day of 
February, 1838,. By the act of Congress 
of the 13. of July, 1833, it was made 
the duty of the Secretary of the Trea¬ 
sury, to cause the several instalments, 
with tfie interest thereon, to be received 
from the Fronch Government, and 
transferred to the United States, in such 
manner as he may deem best > and by 
the same, act .of Congress, the, stipula¬ 
tions on the part of the United States in 
the conveintion were in all respects ful¬ 
filled. Not doubting that a treaty thua 
made and ratified by the two Govern¬ 
ments, and faithfully executed by the 
United States, would be promptly com¬ 
plied with by the other party, and desir¬ 
ing to avoid the risk and expense of in¬ 
termediate agencies, the Secretary of the 
Treasury deemed it advisable to receive 
qpd transfer the first in.stalment by 
ipefuia of a draft upon the French 
Miniigter of Finance. A draft for this 
purpose..yyaq accordingly drawn in fa- 
qff^tlm eashier of the Bank of the

was not paid, and for the reason assigned 
by the French Minister of Finance— 
that no appropriation had beetii nitide by 
the French Chambers. It is hot khowU 
to me that, up to that period, any ap¬ 
propriation had been required of the 
Chambers j and although a communica¬ 
tion was subsequently made to the 
Chambers, by direction of the King, re¬ 
commending that the necessary provi¬ 
sion should be made for carrying the 
convention into effect, it was at ah ad¬ 
vanced period of the session, and the 
subject was finally postponed until the 
next meeting of the Cbathbers. 

Notwithstanding it has^ been supposed 
by the French Ministry that the linaiicial 
stipulations of the treaty cannot be car¬ 
ried into effect without an aj)pro]iriation 
by the Chambers, it appears to me to be 
not only consistent with the charter of 
France, but due to the character of both 
Governments, as well as to the rights of 
our cititcns, to treat the convention 
made and ratified in proper form, as 
pledging the good fiiitii of the French 
Government for its exeCnf ion. and as im¬ 
posing upon eachdepartmeht an obliga¬ 
tion to fulfil it; and I have received as¬ 
surances through our Charge u\-\ffaires 
at Paris, and the French Minister Pleni¬ 
potentiary at Wasliington, and more re¬ 
cently througli tlie Minister of theUnited 1 
States at Paris, that the delay has not 
proceeded from any indisposition on the 
part of the King and his Mmistbrs tp 
fulfil the treaty, and that measures' vifltl 
be presented at the next meeting of the > 
Chambers, and with a reasonable hope 
of success, to obtain the hccessary ap¬ 
propriation. 

It is necessary to state, however, that 
the documents, except certain lists of 
vessels captured, condemned, oi* burnt 
at sea, proper to facilitate the exatttirta* 
tiori and liquidation of the reelXmatiohs 
comprised in the stipulations of the con¬ 
vention, and which, by tile 6th article, 
France engaged to commiihlcate to the 
United Slates by the intefiuediary Of 
fee Legation, though repeatedly ap-

plied ’for by the "American Charge 
il'AffUTfes, under iUStrtitHTons from this 
Government, have not yet been commu¬ 
nicated; and this delay, it’is apprehend¬ 
ed, will necessarily prevent the comple¬ 
tion of the duties assigned to the Cotn- 
'inissioners within the time at present 
prescribed by law. 

The reasons for* delaying to commu¬ 
nicate these documeUts have not been 
explicitly stated, and this is the more 
to be regretted, as it is not understood 
ithat the iuterpOsitSon of the Ciiambers 
is in any'mahner required for the deli¬ 
very of those names. 

tjnder these circumstances, in a case 
•SO important to the interest of our citi¬ 
zens and to the character of our coun¬ 
try, and under disappointments so un¬ 
expected, I deemed it my duty, how'ever 
I might, respeict the general as.surances 
to which I have adverted, no longer to 
delay the appointment of a Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Paris, but to dispatch 
jiira in season to eornmuniicate the re¬ 
sult of bis ap^ilication to the French. 
Government at an early period of your 
session. 1 accordingly appointed a 
dislinguisiied citizen for this purpose, 
vvho proceeded on his mission in August 
last, and was presented to the King 
early in the month of October. He is 
particularly instructed as to all matters 
connected with the present po.sturc of 
I affiiirsj and I indulge the hope that, 
with the representation^ he is instructed 
to make, and frorn the dispositiohs ma¬ 
nifested by the King and his Ministers 
in their recent assurance to our Minister 
at Paris, the subject will be early consi¬ 
dered and satisfactorily disposed of at 
lh6 meeting of the Chambers. 

As this subject involves ’important 
interests, and has attracted a consider¬ 
able share of the public attention, I iiave 
deemfed it pnmer to make this explicit 
statement of its actual condition; and; 
shuul'd I be disiippointed in the hope 
how eutertainedj the subject’ tylU be 
again brought to thehoticC of’Gtmgress 
fn such mahiier as the bechsidh may

This day's supply, which embraced R con¬ 
siderable number of highly fed Beasts,'was, 
of each kind of fat stock, rather limited^but 
of fair average quality, and, apparently, fully 
equal to the demand. . With each kind of 
prime meat trade was, however, somewhat 
brisk ; say with prime Beef, Mutton, and,; 
Pork, at an advance of 2d, prime Veal at an 
advance of 4d. per istone, with the middling 
and inferior kinds of Beef, Muttop, Veal, ami 
Pork, trade was dull at Friday’s quotations.

oxen, from. Kent, Sussex, and Surrey| and 
most of tlie Towu’s-end Cows, from the; cow- 
keepers, stall-feeders, &c., in the neighbour¬ 
hood of London. 

About thrce-fifihscf the Slieep appeared to 
be new Leicestefs, of the South-down and 
white-faced crosses, in the proportion of 
about three of 'the former to five of the lat¬ 
ter; about a fiftli South-downs; and the 
Tcmainiiig fifth about equal numbers of old 
Leicesters, Kenis, and Kentish half-breds.

aside and called a humbug;, while the 
members who so called it, alWordially 
agreed in endeavourii^ (vai^ endea> 
vouring) to keep down the man who 
had just given it the name of ** hum- 
bug." 

The American mode of paying off 
was teal. They bought or -paid for a 
certain portion of the thing cdled stock, 
or evidence of debt; an^ then they took 
that portion and burned it, as a man 
would burn a mortg^e de^ when he 
had paid off a mortgage. Ours was a 
borrowing with one b^d aud a paying 
with the other; it was t^llpg money 
out of the waistcoat pocket, and puUinp; 
it into the breeches pocket; and, it is 
curious enough, that Cord Guenvillb, 
at the end of about fifty years, made this 
discpvery, an<l communicated his dis¬ 
covery to the world in a pamphlet, with 
his noble name at the head of it. This 
man's history is the history of the fall 
of England, and of the cause of the 
revolution that is now going on. He 
Was a relation of Pitt ; tt dull and 
haughty wmn,; l>ut silent, generfdly 
resen ed, and possessing the other of 
those qualities which give a man the 
mastership over men of ten thousand 
times his sense, who have not the same 
reserve, and the same impiiung haughti¬ 
ness- It was said qf him that he would 
not suffer a tailor to touch his person 
ill measuring hiiq, hat made hiip pro¬ 
ceed upon principlea of pers{)ective aud 
geometry; a great exaggeration, no 
uotdit; but a true caricature. He waa 
ebCCessively Member of ^l^rliament,

Tax-eater. We are wandering, and 
you are getting angry. We were talk¬ 
ing, or rather, you were endeavouring 
to show that this exclusion of placemen 
from the House of the Congress, was a 
good thing for the Americans. 

Cobbett. I was not endeavouring to 
show any thing about the matter : 1 
mentioned the thing to you as a self- 
evident good, which the Americans en¬ 
joy from their constitution. Our House 
of Commons has pensioners, placemen, 
dead-weight people, commissioners, 
some hundreds 3 and it has been said in 
the public prints (for I have not actu¬ 
ally examined the return) who are in the 
receipt of the public money : the Ame¬ 
ricans had a debt at the peace, and We 
also had a debt at the peace : the Ame- | 
ricans have paid their debt off, and we 
have not paid off a shilling of our debt. 
The Americans, if need be, are ready to 
go to war with hard money in. their 
treasure; we, though insulted^ tHieat- 
ened, and In imminent danger by the 
loss of our power by sea, dare not talk 
of war 3 because we cannot go to war 
without assignats and convulsive revo¬ 
lution. These are the facts 3 there is 


the experience of eighteen years o£ 
peace; the conclusion is easily to be 
drawn by any one whose brains u'e not 
rendered muddy by the fumes of the 
taxes. 

Tax-eatkr {gigking). Well, Mr. 
Cobbett, but you will allow that we 
/mve been eaced frem revolufion,, the 
ruin of our ancient institutions, and 
from all the horrors endured by the 
French. 

Cobbett. I will allow'’ no such 
tiling 3 and I beg you nut to put allow¬ 
ances of any sort into my mouth. 

Tax-eater. But, you cannot deRy 
that we have escaped revolution by war, 
costly as it was 3 and that the cost was, 
as that dear good old man, Georqb 
Ross, used to say in his pamphlets, to 
be looked upon as salvaoe paid by the 
people for the security of the cargo; 
in which cargo he reckoned as a main 
item, “ the blessed comforts of our holy 
“ religion, and as inculcated by the 
“ clergy of our invaluable and venerable 
“ church.” 

Cobbett. I do *' deny" it, though, I 
say, in the first place, that the salvage of 
George Rose was a most abominable 
piece of cheatery 3 I say that neither the 
property nor the religion of Bngland 
stood in need of the war ; I say that the 
war, and the peace produced by the war 
of which I have just been speaking, have 
not saved EngLind from revolution; 
that we have not escaped from revolu¬

The Doctor would fain have us be¬ 
lieve that tile objection to the rendering 
of tithes in England is, “ that they are 
deemed an oi)sfacle to improvkment.” 
What does the Doctor mean by “ im¬ 
provement**} Does he mean better cul¬ 
tivation ? does he mean additional ma¬ 
nuring of the land ? If he do, he does 
not know, perhap.s, that there are no 
lands in the city of London and other 
great cities. Besides, as tO latuls, no 
notion ever was more erroneous. 1 
will not call it/aZse, because the Doe-- 
tor kno ws no more of the matter • than 
the man in the mdun* HOWever, ishb- 
complete Unswet' to every pretetjded ob*‘ 
jection of th®*- sort, is this j that vvhat- 
ever is taken ofiT lrorti the out-igiyings of 
a farm in tithe, will and must, be #dded 
in rent ; and that, it tithes be la 'bar to 
improveirtent, rent to the siimd ambiint, 
or greater aiiioiant, must be'■equally 
such bar. But; bow comes tills ^<)bjec- 
tion to have bei^ raised al #Ae end of a 
tkmtaAd -yeari ? I will ^engage tbttt 
there were hot ten men to be ibcfUdin 


all England, Quakers excqiied, who 
would not have deemed' it a sMt of in¬ 
sanity to complaiu of tithes, only 
fifty years ago; while it as noto¬ 
rious to every man who knows any 
thing about the itmttcr, that: it is far 
better for the farmer to have to deal 
with a parson than With a layman, re¬ 
specting his tithes. Nor is there any 
objection to the church on the’ score of 
its rcligign, merely. We are in a state 
in which all is disturbwi by the pres¬ 
sure Of the debt and the monstrous es¬ 
tablishments ; every one, except he live 
upon the tm^s or'the titlves, sighs for 
some great ehauge v every one sees that 
some great branch of expense must 
give way; and, casting their eyes 
around them, the tiilies and the glebes 
present themselves as the Jirst victims. 
What is to follow next, no man can 
tell; but, every man in his senses must 
see that that DEBT; that monster of 
all monsters, which Was'created for the 
purpose of carrying on the twenty-two 
years of war, is now going to produce, 
in full tale and full measure, the very 
events which the war was intended to 
prevent: and, whenever these events 
come, whatever may be (heir charac»* 
ter, whatever the sufferings that they 
may occasion, I diust tlnat my eountry- 
men will bear in tnind, and ttmt a part 
of them, at ■ieasly will have the justice 
to acknowledge, that that suffering 
would have been prevented, if the Go¬ 
vernment and Parliautent had fistened

From this you will infer that I have 
a feeling against your project. I feel 
desirous, however, that you should 
know that I am as anxious as even you 
can be, to see some such arrangement 
as that contemplated by you carried into 
effect} but so strong, so decided is my 
opinion, of its utter inipracticabiliiy in 
the present, or {Jerhaps in any other 
condition of society, that 1 must can- 
clidly,j but with tlie highest possible 
degree of respect, confesSS to you that I 
would rather not have seen your name 
connected with it. 

.,ln my mind the project is founded 
altogether on an erroneous idea of the 
great principles of iuiman action. As 
far as my hunibie powera :Qf observation 
have ever enabled me to form a judg- 
mcait, the.great meitements to exeftiun 
have been}'fMtiihOfily, the fear of watit, 
and secondasdy, the hope of reward. 
These two motisves, X teike it, operating 
on every iudivklual to a less or greater 
extent, produce that active spirit of 
eonipetUion so universally ; diffused 
through society. This is nothing bbt 
what you of course know quite ns well 
as I, and perbhps , you pjay : tell me 
that the evils ofdhia universal spirit of 
nompetition being, SO: clear, it is yoiur. 
object, by means of this new arrange¬ 
ment, to check it. Your design in so 
doing would be laudable, 1 hat I readily 
grant, bu:t J am also as fully satisfled of 
the entire ntadeq^taoy of ybur* means to 
your proposed end. In order .|o effect 
that object, itnivonld beneoessary to get 
xid of individual selfishness, or to con¬ 


vince every individual that no advantage 
was to be obtained by it. One requires 
a much higher elevation of moral senti¬ 
ment, and the other a much greater 
degreeof uqderstandii^, than either no w 
does, ever did, or, as jf think, ever will, 
exist in the world. I am the more 
warranted in this opinion because your 
present project, although new in name 
and form, is not so in principle. It has 
been attempted, on a pretty large scale, 
in ancient times, and in other countries, 
and partially, in more modern times, 
even in our own country. The agra¬ 
rian law of the Romans, the laws of 
Lycurgus, and some others, might be 
mentioned as instances of the former. 
The Utopia of Sir Thomas More, the 
Oceana of Harrington, and the attempt¬ 
ed Millennium in the time of the Com¬ 
monwealth, by at that time a powerful 
party in the state, may be cited as so 
many instances of the latter. All these 
furnish so many proofs of the positive 
inellicacy of any effort to subdue the 
spirit of individual selfishness, by ar¬ 
bitrary regulations, however plausibly 
<!cvised, or by whatever authority sup¬ 
ported. As to the idea of mankind 
becoming wiser, and consequently more 
liberal and tlispitere-sted, however agree¬ 
able it may be to tlie wild vagaries of 
the well-meaning, benevolent, but, as I 
think, mistaken Robert Owen, it is in 
my humble Judgment one of those opi¬ 
nions which daily and hourly experience 
contratlicts.

that history fireseitts no pafatl^^o alike 
increase of production, i^r to o'Uke 
crease in the taking aw|iy!frona, the pro¬ 
ducers, fur the use of those who do not 
produce. Industry is deprived of its 
just reward, and in tlte ;!nid«t of unex¬ 
ampled plenty, those who labour and 
toH, and that more effectually than any 
other people, are not: alio wed to have 
what is necessary to supply their wants. 
The fear of want increases, the hope of 
reward is blighted, and laudable in- 
dividual selilsKhess' is disappointed, 
amongst those who toil in more than 
the ratioof increase of production ; in 
fact, the harder they labour, the more 
they produce, the less they have. 

Whether we lOok to the products of 
manual labour, as instanced in the case 
of the hatHbloom weaver, or of manual 
labour aided by tlie most improved ma¬ 
chinery employed in the cotton trade, 
we find that, for a nearly three-fold 
quantity produced in IBS'S, the manu¬ 
facturers and their work-people had a 
much less command over the first ne¬ 
cessary of life, than they had in l815, 
for little more than one-third of the 
quantity. Truly, it may be said, 'we 
labour for that which is not bread, and 
spend our strength for nought; while 
those who tax us, and those who live 
on fixed-money incomes, get an addi¬ 
tional increase of ihe fruits of odf labour, 
more than correspondent with the in¬ 
crease of our production, and for which 
wd receive no equivalent whatever. And 
can tbis course of proceeding eotiUnue'I 
No, it cannot. j|!be manufa«^rera 
not _go on In this-Course frittCh further,-

tending against nature. Providence 
iiesigned'that the gifts she has bestowed 
on man, for increasing his supply of the 
necessaries and comforts of life (by the 
inydhtlon apd aid of machinery, ofi^her- 
wUe), shquld not.l>e abused; hnifl so 
fSurely as we take tsaproperlp from .those 
who labour, and give it to those who 
do not labour, so surely will a day of 
I retribution and vengektipe overtake the 
I oppressors. 

r The evils Of our manufacturiiig sys- 
I tem have long been complaiiied of, phd 
I remedies proposed. w:hich have,however, 
been disregarded by the manufaOturers. 
Since I commenced writing this letter, 

1 have received one from a respectable 
gentleman iq, MapcheSiteri Mr. David 
Holt, who has been engaged in the 
trade upwards of forty years. His ac¬ 
count of the misery and dissatisfactipn 
existing in the minds bf.the workrpeople, 
effects of the unkind and intpropw con¬ 
duct of many of-the masters, is not, I 
believe, at all overcharged. I annex 
you a copy of his letter,* and I sincerely 
wish with him that tlm manufacturers 
would change tiieir course, and observe 
the golden rule of doing unto others as 
they would like to be done unto ; and, 
instead of making further reductions in 
wages, as I hear some have already 
done, and others intend doing, that they 
would shorten .tlie ifiqi^ pf bibbur, ,]j^3en 
their production, which would. give 
better prices and better ^ofits, and 
enable them to Continue, at least, the 
present wages, and to restore satisfac¬ 
tion and contentment to their work¬ 
people. 

If any arguments were wanting to 
show the necessity for, and the advan¬ 
tages to be derived from, the adoption 
of the regulation of “ eight hours’ work 
for the present full day's wages,” the 
tables 1 have given indisputably furnish 
them./

Look here, sir, what manifest injustice 
the manufacturers inflict upon them¬ 
selves and their work-people, by deterio¬ 
rating the value of their labour, tlirough 
over-production, which has sunk its re¬ 
lative value nearly two-tliirds in eighteen 
years, as compared with the first neces¬ 
sary of life, and in the purchase of which 
pretty nearly three-fourths of the work¬ 
ing people’s wages must be expended. 
And wliat folly it is to make our manu¬ 
factures so cheap, that those who make 
them cannot live by their labour, but 
have, in thousands of instances, to sub¬ 
mit to the degradation of seeking relief 
from the parish, and that, loo, when 
they are in full employment. 

I shall he told, sir, that this reasoning 
makes out a strong case for tlie reped 
of the Corn Bill. I admit it; but such 
repeal ought to be preceded by a large j 
reduction of taxes; and, if the lauded| 
interest will not cause such reduction qf] 
taxes to be made, they must;havq the ! 
Corn Bill wrested from them, and take; 
the consequences. The taxes press so 
severely on those engaged in agriculture, 
that notwithstanding they get the little; 
clothing they can purchase so mucii. 
chcli^r, all the evidence taken on the 
subject tends to show that they are in a 
condition which it is frightful to con¬ 
template. They give at least three 
quarters of wheat for the same amount 
of taxes, that could be paid with two 
quarters during the war; and this, with 


corn at the present price, I do not be¬ 
lieve they can do much longer. 

But how do the taxes affect the ma- 
nufaetuFer, with his increase of produc¬ 
tion? This is shown in table No. 1, 
column, 12, in which you will see, that. 
all living upon fixed-money ineomes^ 
have experienced,a progressive increase 
in the command agiyen sum of money 
has afforded tliem oyer manufactured 
articles since 1815 ; that 3^., ut that pe¬ 
riod, would only buy 3^ pieces, .whereas, 
in 1832, the same sum would purchase 
1,0| pieces, an increswe.of 220 per cent, 
drained out of the labour of the manu¬ 
facturer. For though the cotton, to 
make these pieces of, was lower in 
money price in 1832 timri;in 1815, yet 
it did not cost the manufacturer less in 
reality ; for, in 1S15, he got 300 lbs. of 
cotton, exclusive of duty, for 24 pieces 
of calico, and that was just the average 
number of pieces paid for 300 lbs. of 
cotton, during the whole eighteen years, 
table No. 1 embraces, as shown in 
column No. 11; for the cotton, exclu¬ 
sive of duty, that would make 70 pieces 
of these calicoes, the mamifaciurer has, 
(luring the whole time, given an average 
of 24 pieces. 

Now, sir, wlvat has the owner of 
vested intere.sts, as, they are, called, done 
to merit this increase of ffdm .3^, pieces 
to lOf- pieces, for an annuity- 
pounds; while there are hundreds of 
thousands of weaver? in the kingdom, 
toiling and swealing all the day long, 
whose command over wheat and oats 
in return for their labour, has been re¬ 
duced in the proportion of nearly 10 to 
3 ? This is an important question, and 
one deserving of the attention of all 
who are interested in the security of 
property, and the safety and well-being 
of society. The owners of^xeef-money 
incomes, however, could have no right 
to complain of the manufactures, if they 
reduced their manufactures two-thirds, 
instead of one-third, as is ptoppsed by 
the, B^enerating Society, nnd thus 
make their labour of the relative value 
it bore to money in,,1815,,, the close of 
the wari ancl since which time no loans 
have been contracted by ^Government.

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The wars of which the southern part 
of this continent was so long the 
theatre, and which were carried on, 
either by the mother country against 
the states which had formerly been her 
colonies, or by the states against each 
other, having terminated, and their 
civil dissensions having so far subsided 
as, with few exceptions, no longer to 
disturb the public tranquiUity, it is 
earnestly hoped those states will be able 
to employ themselves without inter¬ 
ruption in perfecting their institutions, 
cultivating the arts of peace, and pro¬ 
moting, by wise counsels and able 
exertions, the public and private pros¬ 
perity which their patriotic struggles so 
well entitle them to enjoy. 

With those states our relations have 
undergone but little change during the 
present year. No reunion having yet 
taken place between the states which 
composed the Republic of Colombia, 
our Charg6 d'Aifaires at Bogota has been 
accredited to the Government of New 
Granada, and we have therefore no 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela and 
the Equator, except as they may be 
included in those heretofore formed with 
the Colombian Republic It is under¬ 
stood that representatives from the tliree 
states were about to assemble at Bogota 
to confer on the subject of their mutual 
interests, particularly that of their union; 
and if the result should render it ne¬ 
cessary, measures will be taken on our 
part to preserve with each that friendship 
and those liberal commercial connexions 
which it has been the constant desire of 
the United States to cultivate with their 
sister republics of this hemisphere. | 
Until the important question of reunipn 
shall be settled, however, the different 
, matters which have been under discussion 
between the United States and the Re¬ 
public of Colombia, or either ot the 
states which composed it, are not likely 
to be brought to a satisfactory issue. . 

In consequence of the illness of the 
Chsirgfi d’Affaifes appointed to Central 
America at the last sessiptt of Congress, 
he was prevented from proceeding on 
his iniffision until the month of October. 
Itis hoped, however, that he is by this 
time at his post, and that the official 


intercourse, unfortunately so long in¬ 
terrupted, has been thus renewed on the 
part of the two nations, so amicably 
and advantageously connected by en¬ 
gagements founded on the most enlarged 
principles of commercial reciprocity. 

It is gratifying to state that since my 
last annual Message some of the most 
important claims of our fellow-citizens 
upon the Government of Brazil have 
been satisfactorily adjusted, and a re¬ 
liance is placed on the friendly disposi¬ 
tions manifested by it that justice will , 
also be done in others. No new causes 
of complaint have arisen, and the trade 
between the two countries flourishes 
under the encouragement secured to it 
by the liberal provisions of the treaty. 

It is cause of regret, that, owing pro¬ 
bably to the civil dissensions which have 
occupied the attention of the Mexican 
Government, the time fixed by the trea¬ 
ty of limits-with the United States for 
the meeting of the commissioners to 
define the boundaries between the two 
nations, has been suffered to expire 
without the appointment of any com¬ 
missioners on the part of that Govern¬ 
ment. While the true boundary re¬ 
mains in doubt by either party, it is diffi¬ 
cult to give effect to those measures 
which are necessary to the protection 
and quiet of our numerous citizens re¬ 
siding near that frontier. The subject 
is one of great solicitude to the United 
States, and will not fail to receive my 
earnest attention. 

The treaty concluded with Ghili, and 
approved by the Senate at its last ses¬ 
sion, was also ratified by the Chilian 
Government, but with certain addi¬ 
tional and explanatory articles, of a na¬ 
ture to have required it to be again sub¬ 
mitted to the Senate. The time limited 
for the exchange of the ratifications, 
however, having since expired, the ac¬ 
tion of both Governments on the treaty i 
i will become necessary. ^ 

• The negotiations commenced with 
the Argentine Republic, relative to the 
outrages committed on our vessels en¬ 
gaged in the fisheries at the Falkland 
Islands, by persons acting under the - 
colour of its authority, as well as the 
other matters in controversy between 
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the two Governments, have been sua? 
]>enile<i by the departure of the Charge 
d'Affaires of the United States from 
Buenos Ayres. It is understood, how¬ 
ever, that a minister was subsequently 
appointed by that Goveran^ieBit to renew, 
the negotiation in the United ;^tate! j 
but, though daily expected, he has not 
yet arrived in this country.. 

With Peru no treaty has yet been 
formed, and with Bolivia no diplomatic 
intercourse has yet been established. It 
will be my endeavour to encourage 
those sentiments of amity and liberalj 
commerce, which belong to the rela-! 
tions in which all the independent states j 
of this continent stand towards each j 
other. 

1 <ieem it proper to recommend to 
your notice the revision of our consular 
system. This has become an important 
brunch of the public service, inasinucii 
as it is intimately connected with the 
jireservation of our national character 
abroad, with the interest of our citizens 
in*foreign countries, with the regulation 
and care of our commerce, and with the 
protection of our seamen. At the close 
of the last session of Congress 1 com- 
nmuicated a rejtort from the Secretary 
of State upon the subject to which 
I now refer, as containing information 
which may be useful in any inquiries 
that Congress may sec fit to institute 
with a view to a salutary reform of the 
system. 

It gives me great ])leasure to congra¬ 
tulate you upon tlie prosperous con¬ 
dition of the finances of the country, as 
will appear from the report which the 
Secretary of the Trea.sury will in due 
time lay before you. The receipts into 
the treasury during this year will amount 
to more than 000,000 dollars^ the 
revenue derived from the customs will, 
it is believed, be more than 25,000,000, 
and the public lands will yield about 
S,000,000. The expenditure within the 
year, for all objects, including2,572,240 
dollars 99 cents on account of the pub¬ 
lic debt, will not amount to 25,000,000, 
and a large balance will remain in the 
treasury alter satisfying all the appro¬ 
priations chargeable on the revenue for 
the present year. j 


The measures taken b}' dje Secretary 
of the Treasury, will, probably, enable 
him to pay off, in the course of the pre¬ 
sent year, the residue of the exchanged 
four and a half per cent stock, redeem¬ 
able on the 1, of January next. It has, 
therefore, been included in the esti¬ 
mated expenditure qf this year, and 
forms part of the sum above stated, to 
have been paid on account of the public 
debt. The payment of this stock will 
reduce the , whole debt of the United 
States, fufu^d and unfunded, to the .sum 
of 4,760,053 dollars 8 cents V and as 
provision has already been made for the 
four and a half per cents, above-men¬ 
tioned^ and charged in the expenses of 
the jiresent year, the sum last stated is 
all that .now remains of the national 
debt; and the revenue of the coming 
year, together with the balance now in 
the Treasury, will be sufficient to discharge 
it, after meeting the current expenses of the 
Government. Under the fmwer given to the 
Commissioners of the Siuking Fund, it will, I 
have no doubt, be purchased ou favourable 
terms withiu the year. 

From this view of the state of the finances, 
and the public engagements yet to he fulfilled, 
you will perceive that, if Providence permits 
me to meet yon in another fiessiou, 1 shall have 
the high gratification of aunouuciug to you 
that the national debt is extinguished. I can¬ 
not refrain from expressing the pleasure I feel 
at the near approach of that desirable event. 
The short pefiod of time within which the 
public debt will have been discharged, is strong 
evidence of the abundant resources of the 
country, and of the prudence and economy 
with which the Governinent has heretofore 
been administered. We have waged two wars 
since we have Irccomc a nation, witli one of 
the most powerful kingdoms in the world; 
both of them undertaken in defence of our 
dearest rights—both successfully prosecuted 
and iionourahly terminaled; and many of 
those who partook in the first struggle, as well 
as the secimd, will have lived to see the last 
item of the debt iacurred in these necessary 
butexpensive conflicts, faithfully and honestly 
discharged; and we shall iiave the proud satis¬ 
faction of bequeathing to the public servants 
who follow us in the administration of the Go- 
vernifieiit, the rare blessing of a revenue suffi¬ 
ciently abundant, raised without injustice or 
oppression to our citizens, and unaucumberad 
with any burdens but what they themselves 
shall think proper to impose tipou it, 

The liourishiug state of the finances ought 
not, however; to encourage us to Indulge in a 
lavish expenditure of the public treasure. The 
receipts ef the present year do not furnish the 
test by which we are to estimate the income of 
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the next The cliAnjres made in our revenue 
•y«tem by the acU of CoofreM of 1832 and 
1833, and more especially by the former, ha ve 
swelled the receipts of the present year far 
beyond the amount to be expected in future 
years upon the reduced tsriS* of duties. The 
shortened credits on revenue bonds, and the 
cash duties on woollens, which were intro¬ 
duced by the act of 1832, and took effect on 
the 4. of last March, have brought large 
sums into the Treasury iu 18.33, which, ac¬ 
cording to the credits formerly jgiven, would 
not have l>eeii payable until I 83 I, and would 
have formed a part of the income of that year. 
These causes would, of iheinselyes produce a 
great diminution of the receipts in the year 
1834,85 compared with th^ present one; and 
they will be still more diminislied by the re¬ 
duced rates of duties, which take place on the 
1. of January next, on some of the most im¬ 
portant and productive articles. Upon the 
best estimates that can be made., the receipts 
of the next year, with th^ ftid of the Unap¬ 
propriated amount now in the Treasury, will 
not be much mure than sufticient to meet the 
expenses of the year, and pay the small rein- 
uaut of the national debt which yet remains 
nusatisfied. I cannot, therefore, recommend 
to you any alteration in the present tariff of 
duties. The rate as now fixed by law on the 
various aiticles, was adopted at the last session 
of Congress, as a inatter of compromise with 
unusual uiiauimity, and unless it is found to 
produce more itbaii the necessities of the Go¬ 
vernment cull for, there would seem to be no 
reason at this time tp justify a change. 

But while I forbear to recommend any fur¬ 
ther reduction of the duties beyond that al¬ 
ready provided for by the existing laws, I 
must earnestly and respectfully press upon the 
Congress the importance of abstaining from 
all appropriations which are not absolutely re¬ 
quired for the public interests, and autlmrised 
by the powers already delegated to the United 
States. We are hegiuning a new era in our 
Quverument. The national debt, whicii has 
been $0 lung a burden to the Treasury, wilt 
be floalty discharged in the course of the en¬ 
suing year. No mure money will afierwards 
be'iieedtd than what may be necessary to ipeet 
the ordinary ex]>ei)ses of the Government, 
Now, then, is the proper moment to flii bur 
system of expenditure on firm and durahfe 
principles; and 1 cannot too strongly urge the 
necessity of a rigid economy, and au inflexible 
deterniiijatiou not to enlarge the income be.^ 
yoiid the real necessities of the Governmient, 
ahd not to increase the wants of the Govern¬ 
ment by unue'tessary and proYose expenditore, 
If a contrary ciiurse should be pursued, it may 
bapnen thattbe revenue of 1J)34 will fall short 
Of the demands iipoii 1t; End, after reducing 
the tariff in order to li^iten the burdens of 
the people, and providiltg for a still fartfaer 
reduction to lake effect hereafter, it Would be 
niMcfa to hi ileulored, if, at the tfnd of auutber 
year, we tbuuul find oiiraclves obliged to re¬ 


trace our steps, and impose additional taxes 
to meet unnecessary expenditure. 

It is my duty on this occasion to call your 
attention to the destruction of the public 
building occupied by the Treasury depart¬ 
ment, which happened since the last adjourn¬ 
ment of Congress. A thorough inquiry into 
the causes of this loss was directed and made 
at the lime, the result of which will be duly 
communicated to you. I take pleasure, how¬ 
ever, ill stating here, that by the laueable ex¬ 
ertions of the officers of the department, and 
many of the citizens of the district, but few 
pa|H:rs were lust, and none that will materially 
aftVet the public interest. 

The public convenience requires that ano¬ 
ther building should be erected as soon as 
practicable ; and in providing for it it will be 
advisable to enlarge in some manner the ac- 
commodatiuns for the public officers of the se¬ 
veral departments, and to authorise the erec¬ 
tion of suitable depositories for the safe keep¬ 
ing of the public documents and records. 

Since the last adjournment uf Congress, the 
Secretary of the 'J'reasiiry has directed ibe 
money of the United States to be deposited in 
certain state banks desigtiated by him, and he 
will immediately lay before you his reasons 
f.>r this direction. I concur with him entirely 
in the view he has taken of the subject, and 
some months before the removal I urged upon 
the department the propriety of taking that 
.step. The near aftproach of the day on which 
the charter viill expire, as well as the conduct 
of the Bank, appeared to me to call for this 
oicasure, upon' tlie high considerations of 
public interest and public duty. The extent 
uf its misconduct, however, aitbuligh known 
to be great, was not at that time mlly deve¬ 
loped by proof. It was not until late in the 
month of August that 1 received from the Go¬ 
vernment directors an official report, esta¬ 
blishing beyoiid question that this great aiul 
powerful institution had been actively engaged 
in attempting to influence the elections of the 
public officers by means of its money; arid 
that, in violation of the express provisions of 
its charter, it bad, by a formal resolution, 
placed its fiiads at the disposition of Its presi¬ 
dent, to lie embloyed in sustaining the politi¬ 
cal poWerpf tire Bank.

usual results. I recommend to your consi¬ 
deration the various subjects suggested in the 
report of the Secretary at War. Their adop¬ 
tion would promote the public service and 
meliorate the condition of the army. 

Our relations with the various Indian tribes 
have been undisturbed since the termination 
of the difficulties growing out of the hostile 
aggressions of the Sacs and Fox Indians. Se¬ 
veral treaties have been formed for the relin¬ 
quishment of territory to the United States, 
and fur tlic migration of the occupants to the 
regions assigned fur their residence, west of 
the Mississippi. Should these treaties be rati¬ 
fied by the senate, provision will have been 
made for the removal of almost all the tribes 
now remaining cast of that river, and fur the 
termination of many dffliculties and embar¬ 
rassing ((uestions arising out of their ano¬ 
malous political condition. It is to be hoped 
that those portious of two of the southern 
tribes, which in that event will present the 
only remaining difficulties, will realize the 
necessity of emigration, and will speedily re¬ 
sort. to it. My original convictions upon this 
subject have been confirmed by the course of 
events for several years, and experience is 
every day adding to their strength. That 
those tribes cannot exist surrounded by our 
sattlemcnts, and in continual contact with our 
citizens, is certain. They have neither the 
intelligence, the industry, the moral habits, 
uor the desire of impruvciiieiit which are es¬ 
sential to any favourable change in their con¬ 
dition. Kstablisbed in the midst of another 
and superior race, and without appreciating 
the causes of their inferiority, or seeking to 
control them, they must necessarily yield to 
the force of circumstances, and ere long disap¬ 
pear. Such has been their fate heretofore; 
and if it is to be averted, and it is, it can only 
be done by a general removal beyond our 
boundary, and by the re-organization of their 
political system upon principles adapted to 
the new relations in which they will be placed. 
The experiment which has been recently 
made, has so far proved successful. The emi¬ 
grants generally are represented to be pros¬ 
perous and contented, the country suitable to 
their wants and habits, and the essential ar- j 
tides of subsistence easily procured. | 

When the re|H)rt of the commissioners now I 
engaged in investigating the conditions and 
prospects of those Ludiaus, and in devising a 
plan for their intercourse and govenunent, is 
received, 1 trust ample means of information 
will be in possession of the Government for 
adjusting all the unsettled questions connected 
with this interesting subject. 

The operations of the navy during the year, 
andi 8 present condition, are fully exhibited 
in jtlic annual report from the navy depart¬ 
ment. 

^•JBffCstions are made by (he secretary' of 
various improvemcats, which deserve careful 


consideration, and most of which, if adopted, 
bid fair to promote the efficacy of this impor- 
tant branch of the public service. Among 
these, are the new organization of the Navy 
Board, the revision of the pay to officers, and 
a change in the period of time, or in the man¬ 
ner of making the annual appropriations, to 
which 1 beg leave to call your particular at¬ 
tention. 

The views which are presented on almost 
every portion of our naval concerns, and espe¬ 
cially on the amount of force and the 
number of ulficers, and the general course of 
policy appropriate in the present state of our 
country for securing the great and useful pur¬ 
poses of naval prOtectiou in peace, and due 
preparation for the contingencies of war, meet 
with my entire approbation. 

It will be perceived, from the report referred 
to, that the fiscal concerns of the establish¬ 
ment are in an excellent condition ; and it it is 
hoped that Congress may feel disposed to 
make promptly every suitable jirovision desired 
either for preserving or iinproviug the system. 

The General Fost-office departuieut has 
continued upon the strength of its own re- 
I sources to facilitate the means of eummuuica- 
tioii between the various {lortion^ of the Union 
witli increased activity. The method, how¬ 
ever, in wiiich the accounts of the transporta¬ 
tion of the mail has always been kept appears 
lo have presented an imperfect view of its ex¬ 
penses. Jt has recently been discovered that 
from fhc earliest records of the dep.-irtment 
the annual statements have been calculated 
to exhibit an amount coiisulerahly short of the 
actual expense incurred for that service. 
These illusory statements, together with the 
ex|ieusc of carrying into effect the law of the 
last session of Congress, establishing new mail 
mutes, and a dispusitiou ou the part of the 
head of the department to gratify the wishes of 
the public in the extension of the mail facilities, 
have induct'd them to incur responsibilities 
for their ill!proveuii'ut beyond what Ibe cur¬ 
rent resources of the department would sus¬ 
tain. As soon as he had discovered the im¬ 
perfection of the method, he caused an inves¬ 
tigation lo be made of iis results, and applied 
the proper remedy to correct tbe evil, it be¬ 
came necessary for him to withdraw some of 
the improvements which he had made to bring 
the expenses of the department within its owu 
resources. These expenses were incurred for 
the public good, and the public have enjoyed 
their benefit. They are now but partially sus¬ 
pended, and that where tliey may be discon¬ 
tinued with the least incouvenieiice to the 
country. 

The progressive increase in the income from 
postages has equalled the highest expecta¬ 
tions, and it affords demonstrative evidence of 
tbe growing importance and great utility of 
this department. Tbe details are exhibited 
in the accomjianying report from the Post¬ 
master-General. 

Tbe many distressing accidents which have 
of late occurred iuthat portion lif our naviga- 
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tion carried on by the use of steam power, de¬ 
serve the immediate and unremitting atten¬ 
tion of the constituted autfaoritiea^f the coun¬ 
try. The fact that the number of those fatal 
disasters is constantly increasing, notwith¬ 
standing the great improvements which are 
everywhere made in the machinery employed, 
and in the rapid advances which have been 
made in that branch of science, shows very 
clearly that they are in a great degree the re¬ 
sult of criminal negligence on the part of those 
by whom the vessels are navigated, and to 
whose care and attention the lives and pro¬ 
perty of our citizens are so extensively in¬ 
trusted. 

That these evils may be greatly lessened, if 
not substantially removed, by means of pre¬ 
cautionary and penal legislation, seems to be 
highly probable : so far therefore as the sub¬ 
ject can be regarded as within the constitu¬ 
tional purview of Congress, 1 earnestly re¬ 
commend it to your prompt and serious consi¬ 
deration. 

I would also call }’our attention to the views 
I have heretofore expressed of the propriety 
of amending the constitution in relation to the 
mode of electing the President and the Vice- 
President of the United States. Regarding it 
as all-important to the future quiet and har¬ 
mony of the people that every intermediate 
agency in the election of these officers should 
be removed, and that their eligibility should 
be limited to one term of either four or six 
years, 1 cannot too earnestly invite your consi¬ 
deration of the subject. 

Trusting that your deliberations on all the 
topics of general interest to which 1 have ad¬ 
verted, and such others as your more exten¬ 
sive knowledge of the wants of our beloved 
country may suggest, may be crowned with 
success, 1 tender you, iu conclusion, the co¬ 
operation which it may be in my power to 
afford them.

society; but we address ourselves to 
“ the instructed and principled Re- 
“ formers, who are the numerous and 
honest friends of order, and of the 
progressive improvement of our wo- 
tional institutions. We are not now 
“ going to discuss the question of the 
“ occasional expediency of producing 
" great changes in the eoiulition of 
“ society by political revolutions. When 
Governments, instituted for the benefit 
“ of the people, utlerlg fail to answer 
“ their end, a nation, possessed of the 
“ power, always did and always will 
“ overturn tyranny and tyrants—on the 
“ indisputable principle that all rights 
“ 7 nuij be maintained by force when 
other means fail ; and it would be 
“ well for tire Tory Press to ponrler on 
“ this position, and to contemplate the 
“ jiresent heaving political state of the 
“ Continental Governments of Europe. 
“ But the uiijraralleled moral revolution 
“ lately effected in tiiis great country 
“ has facilitated changes by which old 
“ and iinjterfcct institutions must be 
“ progressively and peaceably accom- 
“ modated to present wants j and in no 
“ country is a violent political concus- 
“ sion of society so unnecessary, and in 
“ no nation would it be more destruc- 
“ tive or socially fatal to the present 
generation of the people. Gur deli- 
vcruiice is in our own liands.”’ 

Now then, here are two charges 
against me by this ministerial back ; 
the first is, “ that I wish to destroy the 
frame-work of the constitution ’’ ; the 
second is, “ that I coldly contemplate 
“ and advise the destriiciion of public 
“ credit in this country.” 

Now, not “ first of the first,” as a 
stupid special-pleading well-stuffed par¬ 
son would say, with the name of logic 
upon his tongue, and with a complete 
absence of it from his brains : not first of 
the first, but firstof the last, namely, this 
famous “ public cr^it j” and let me be¬ 
gin by asking this mare’s-tail political 
logician, what " pobuc credit” is? 
This is the great fault of scrawlers of this 
description ; they never define the thing 
that they are disputing about. A crew 
of them, wrangling with one another, 
resemble a company in a smoking room 


at a public-house, bawling and thump' 
ing the table for a whole evening about 
some subject of c»)ntest, and going reel¬ 
ing iiome at miiinight without knowing 
the meaning of tlie thing that they have 
been brawling about. 

“ Public credit," if there be any mean¬ 
ing in those words, which should attach 
us to the thing, means a great and all- 
pervading confidence between men ia 
general, amongst those persons in 
general who compose the public: it 
means that there is a general confidence 
atnongst men, and that, according to 
the old saying, a man's w-ord is his 
bond. I have heard, for instance, that 
Mr. PouLETT Thomson’s father could 
send out a score of ships to Russia upon 
his bare word witli regard to the terms. 
When confidence like this is prevalent in 
a nation it is wmrth a great deal: it is 
money in its most valuable shape : it is 
real riches : makes a ship move without 
a charter-party, and without all those 
delays which a want of confidence is 
sure to occasion. I remember an old 
man in Hampshire, that we used to call 
“ the Shepherd,” who used to go to the 
great fairs in the west, and, without any 
writings from first to last, used to bring 
home a score of sheep for one, two 
score for another, three score for ano¬ 
ther, and so on, tell the owner tlie price 
of them when he brouglil them home, 
pay him or receive from him the ba¬ 
lance, and not a letter scrawled upon 
paper j no questions asked as to whom 
the sheep were bought of, or any thing 
at all about the. matter. “ Here’s forty 
pounds, shepherd; bringIne a score 
“ of ewes.” If the forty pounds were 
too little, the shepherd had the balance 
to receive; if it was too much, he had 
to pay the balance back, after deducting 
so much a head ^for his labour. Now, 
where the people of a country are ia 
the habit of confiding in each other in 
this manner; where a country is full 
of old Mr. Tiiomsonb and of shepherd 
Holmeses, then it may be truly said 
I tliat that country possesses public credit ; 
and we all know bttt too well what is 
become of this^^jpubfic credit in this 
country: we kif^ that, in exact pro¬ 
portion that the infooibus paper money 
. 
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has increase*!, tins really valuable public 
credit has diniinisiied ; and that now no 
man trusts another, unless he has iiiin 
bound upon a piece of paper with a 
stamp upon it. 

By “ public credit,” this iiiarc’s-tail 
crew mean the capacity which tlie Go- 
-verniuent has of borrowing money and 
contracting debts, to be paid by tlie 
people of the present and of future ge¬ 
nerations. 'J'hese reptiles call the debt 
the “ public debt ”} tlie army tliey call 
“ the King’s” ; the navy is “ royal 
the Ministers are “ liis Majesty’s” ; the 
tax-officers, and even tlie expeuders of 
the money, are engaged in “ his Ma¬ 
jesty’s service ” : it is the “ royal trea¬ 
sury,” and the “King’s exchequer”; and 
both tlie nlloniey and solicitor general 
are “ his Majesty’s legal advisers ” ; but 
it is the “ putdic dabt" ; that is to say, 
the people's *lebt; and this is what was 
observed by Paine long enough ago. 
This crafty application of words was 
pointed out by liiiii as one of tlie means 
made use of to delude and defraud the 
people. Wliy not call it the “ royal 
debt”} Why not call it “ liis !\Iajesty’s 
elebt. ” ; and why not call “ public cre¬ 
dit” the “ royal credit'' or “ his Ma¬ 
jesty’s credit ’’ ? since these reptiles 
clearly mean by public credit the power 
of the King’s Ministers to continue to 
borrow money and to make (he people 
pay the interest of it. This is what they 
call the credit of (lie country ; this has 
been the destruction of the real credit 
of the country ; and 1 do most anxiou.sly 
xvish to see this curse itself utterly rooted 
out and annihilated. 

Amongst the effects of (his public cre- 
tlit are the burdens vvhicli (be peofile 
have to bear, ami of w'hich they sojusdy 
complain. I will,, in a future Re¬ 
gister, insert an e.\tracl from tlie twelfth 
or last-published number of my History 
of George tlie Fourthj which will pretty 
■well clear up tbeTJaeauing and temlency 
of the thing callefl “ public credit.” j 
jBut has not the accursed thing hanged ' 
a debt of eight hundred millions about 
our necks ; docs it not cause an army 
of a hundred thousand men to be kept up 
in these islands at the end of eighteen 
years of profound peace; has it not 


caused revolution upon revolution in (he 
property of tlie country ever since the 
vear 17!)/ ? If the accursed ihiog liad 
never existed should we liave seen the 
bill of ISli), tlie other hill of the 
panic of IS'^2 , the next stupid bill of 
18-2f>, and Uic still more sliqiid bill of 
1833, wliicli is to make Bank of Ihig- 
land notes as good as ever French a.ssi^_ 
nats were, in the month of August next j 
should we now see all the industrious 
|)art of tlie people of Scotland chained 
by droves to the cliariot-wlieels of the 
paper-money makers of that country; 
and should vve no'v li',.' .standing like 
UocADii. before Dowmi loiiT, trembling 
at tlie holding up of the hands of Kns- 
si 1 and America ? Here, in tliis one fact, 
is aeompleteilefinition and explanatioodf 
I lie words “ public credit.” ’l ivery man 
in England a id Scotland and Irelami, 
who is iiof a .Tew, or who has not .sold 
his soul to the devil for llie sake of mo¬ 
ney ; every such man sayo, “ Wc ouglit 
to go to war with Kussia ” : the answer 
is, “ It you go to war yon deslroy public 
credit.” Tliat is enougii; there is the. 
definition ; puldic cretlit means, a tiling 
which renders it impossible for a naiion 
to go to war, be the provocation what it 
may; because, if it defend its honour, 
defend its rights, provide Cor its safety 
and independence, it does h.arm to jnib- 
lie. credit i dweiu'ic, public, cretlil is a 
lliiucf iiieoiidsfeut with lhe. honour, gre.at~ 
ne.ss, and suf 'etij »f a nation. 

And, this is the thing, for my coldly 
contemplating and advising the destruc¬ 
tion of which, this volunteer mare’.s-tai[ 
monster has the au'lacity to call me a. 
designing man ! The old Lord Cuatiiam 
was also, then, “adesigning man,” and 
a “ destructive for, in every man’s 
recollection is his nieiiiorahle saying : 
that, “in proportion as the nation sank, 
[“the ihing called public credit rose; 
t “ and in proportion as the spirit of the 
“ naiion rose, the thing called public 
“credit sank.” The observation of 
this great man had led him to this con¬ 
clusion in his time: what would he 
have said, if he had lived unto our day, 
when, if an Act of Parliament were 
passed, providing that no war were to 
take place, though the French were to 
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talse possession of the Isle of Wight, 
the hellish funils would rise ten per 
cent. ! 

Amongst other of the evils of this 
accursed tiling called “ public credit,” 
is one which we have now before our 
eyes. Russia wants money wherewith 
to conquer Turkey, and to shut us out 
of the Levant; to injure, to degrade, 
to pull down England. And, where 
docs she get the money 1 Borrows it 
in England ; and there is her price of 
stocks in the li.st, put up at the more 
than diabolical Exchange. Tliirty mil¬ 
lions a year are torn from the people Xo 
give to fundholders, tax-eaters, and 
usurers of various descriptions : these 
usurers lend some of tlie money to 
Russia ; and thus, with taxes raised in 
England, Russia lits out fleets, where¬ 
with to take away the power of Eng¬ 
land; aye, and wliile there were peo[)lc 
here setting uji an outcry against the 
crncUies inllicted liy the people of Eng¬ 
land against the PoU’.n. England was 
thus sending her taxes to the Russians, 
to enable them to inliict those cruelties; 
and here are these monsters of usurers 
now, at this very moment, lending 
money to Miguel and to Pedro, at the 
.same time, hting pretty confident that 
one or the other will be able to [lay 
them, and they not caring which. 

lJ.surers ; that is to say, men created 
solely by what is called “ public credit,” 
knovv notliiog of country ; their King 
aod their God, loo, are gold ; and, there¬ 
fore, it i.s that we liave seen them 
employ their money to send powder and 
ball to tlie enemy in lime of actual 
war; but, mneb more frequently, to 
send the enemy money. Luring the 
war with France, there was an act 
passed at the beginning of that war, 
making it high treason to lend or give 
money directly or indirectly in any 
manner whatsoever, to any person or 
persons in France, or on behalf of any 
such persons. Lord John Eldon know'S 
how difficult he found it to draw 
up a bill to prevent the damnable 
usurers of England from sending money 
to France to carry on the war against 
England herself. The very necessity 
of such an act proves to what an extent

Englishmen must have been unnatff- 
ralized, or, as the French call it, dena-' 
turd. John did his best; whoever reads, 
the act, will say that Draco could not- 
have done belter: it seemed to provider 
agJiinst every possible device of cunning 
and of fraud, and there was, at Ibc 
conclusion of every one of the numerous 
sections, the words, “ shall suffer dealFf 
accordingly” ; that is to say, according 
to the law of high tren.son at that timej 
and that is to say, cutting off the head, 
while the body was not yet dead, rip¬ 
ping out the guts, cutting the body into 
lour (juartei.s, and placing them at the: 
dispo-sal of his Majesty. 

Clever, however, as John was (and" 
one would have thought that a man 
^mnst have spent half his life in drawing 
up such a hill), Mariwon over-reached 
him before the war was over. The 
bill made it ,lealh to send a bushel of 
potatoes to France; but, mark how,^ 
Mammon over-reached John ! The 
French marched into Spain, or threat¬ 
ened to do it : they made. Spain give them, 
lip Lnuisiana, as an nfferiny of peaces 
TIIK AmBKICA.V.S bought LomSUNA OF 
TUB Fhench ; and, they BORROW’"- 
El) i'HE MONEY IN ENGLAND, 
WTIiaiEVVlTH TO PAY TiiE 
FRENCH ! The millions were sent 
from England to America, which wasr 
at peace with England, ami did not 
come within John’s bill; the Ameri¬ 
cans sent the money to France, for her 
to carry on the war against England^ 
with ; ami, if the American accounts be 
true, that Lord John is an American, 
stockholder. John rs at this very mo¬ 
ment receiving interest for part of the 
money so given to France ! 

Now, do I accuse my Lord Ei.don of 
any evil intention in all this ? Not at 
all: he himself does not know any 
thing at all about the matter. If the 
statement were true, though I do nol 
say that it was, though it appeared In 
all the American newspapers, that he. 
was a great holder of American stock.,, 
he was certainly receiving interest on, this 
account, because the Louisiana loan 
made part of the amount of the Ame¬ 
rican debt. But, if it be not doubted? 
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that he was thus' acting without design 
and without linowledge j without sus¬ 
pecting that he was doing any thing of 
the sort, liow are we to suppose that 
the common grubbing Jew and loan- 
monger and money-monger can ever 
be restrained by any considerations of 
country ? 

Besides reading in the official reports 
of the American Congress, that English 
noblemen and gentlenien are great 
stockholders there, we read, that many 
of them hold shares in a grand canal 
which is making in Pennsylvania. So 
that, English taxes and English rents 
and English profits from the labour of 
the people are tlius sent away out of 
England, to improve other countries, 
and make them richer and stronger than 
they are ; and this could not he done, 
were it not for the damnable thing 
called “ public credit’’; at the bare sound 
of which words, nevertheless, we are 
bidden to cheer and -to pull ofl’our hats, 
or, if we dare keep silence, to have the 
teeth chattering in our heads. 

It is (his accursed “ public credit” which 
has drawn the wealth of the country 
into great masses ; which has destroyed 
the little gentlemen all over the king¬ 
dom ; which has swelled up a compa¬ 
ratively few manufacturers and traders 
to a monstrous size, crushed all the 
smaller ones, and of millions of happy 
W'orking people made millions of 
slaves; it is this accursed thing, that 
has turned ten farms intj one, made the 
agricultural millions into two classes, of 
few masters and all the rest slaves ; it 
is this accursed thing that has destroy¬ 
ed all harmony in rural life, driven the 
people'outoflhe churches that were filled 
with their forefathers, made every man 
who has nothing, hate every one who 
has something, and that has finally led 
to a state of things, the sight of which 
makes every man of sense exclaim, 
“ There must be an end to this !” 

And, yet, this mares’-tail vagabond 
called me “ a designing man ” and 
“ a destructive,” upon the ground of 
my “ coldly contemplating the destruc¬ 
tion ” of a monster like this ! Tlie 
mare’s-tail tells a lie. I do not coldly 
" contemplate it; let me not be accused 


of that, at any rate : the contemplation 
of it warms my mind : I hope for many 
things, but, of all the things in this 
world, the destruction of this monster 
is what I hope for nio,st ardently. To 
this monster, we owe the MONOPO¬ 
LIES, which are equal in amount of 
evil, even to the fifty millions of taxes. 
VVe have seen a wretch with a pen be¬ 
hind his car, born to sweep a shop, and 
to pull off his hat to the purchaser of a 
pennyworth of tape : we have seen rep¬ 
tiles like this swell up, in a few years, 
to estate and power beyond that of 
Jews; having establishments more 
numerous than t'nose of a sovereign 
prince; turning a mere shop into a 
place like a barrack, with clerks regu¬ 
larly drilled, and mustered daily at roll- 
call. We have seen, and do daily see, 
one single sleek broad-brimmed uiibap- 
tized and bullonless blackguard, with 
as much wheat and flour at his sole com¬ 
mand and disposal, as is grown in half a 
county; another with brim equally 
broad, we see seizing upon the cheese 
of half a county; another upon the 
butter of half Ireland, and another upon 
the bacon ; and, if the oxen and sheep 
h.nve as yet escaped their monopolizing 
claws, it is only because of the physical 
impossibility of kee|»ing them, killing 
them, and preserving their flesh in 
masses. As to malt and hops, who is 
there that can drink one drop of beer, 
not pa) ing more to the monojxdist than 
he pays to the Government itself? 

These things were not so, until the 
younger Pitt adopted as a measure to 
be adhered to, that very thing which 
his father had taught him to slmn and 
to abhor. Thus, for the present (for it 
is impossible to exhaust the subject in 
so small a compass) I have a definition 
and an explanation of the meaning of 
the words “ public debt,” which means, 
in one short sentence, a thing fully in¬ 
consistent with the preservation of the 
pow'er, with the safety, with the honour, 
and with the happiness of a nation; 
and, if there were any thing yet want¬ 
ing to my justification in wishing for 
the destruction of this accursed thing, 
have W'enot got it in the insti-uctive les¬ 
son now afforded^us by the United States 
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of America ? Very curious, indeed, it i?, 
that there are two words, or party sig¬ 
nals, now ringing throughout that ex¬ 
tensive country, inhabited by more than 
twenty millions of people, and consist¬ 
ing of more than twenty distinct states. 
The signal of one party is “ PUBLIC 
CREDIT”: the signal of the other 
party is “PUBLIC LIBERTY*’! 
There : that is enough : there is a de¬ 
finition at once, both [tositiveand nega¬ 
tive ; there is a delinition of what it is 
not, and by implication, of wftat it is. At 
the commencement of the American 
first war, “ loyalty” was the signal on 
one side “ no Stamp Act,” wa.9 the 
signal on the other side. This latter 
signal said that the Stan)p Act and loy¬ 
alty must go together and the signal of 
“ public liberty” now made use of 
means, that what is called “ public 
credit” is inconsistent with it; and the 
news from America tells us, that the 
House of Rc]n'cscutatives, consisting of 
two luindretl and twenty-nine members, 
have now decided in favour of public 
liberty and against public credit; against 
that infernal monster which has been 
taking the farms from the farmer, the 
shops and the ships from the traders, 
and making hundreds and thousands 
of paupers in a country that never heard 
the sound of the word pauper before. 
Am I, then, to be abused by this mare’s- 
tail vagabond this lurking commis¬ 
sioner m/uftirw ; this reptile .with brief- 
bag, I will be bound for him, as empty 
as his skull, or stuffed with that dirty 
shirt which is unwashed because he 
cannot spare it to the w^asherwoman; 
am 1, to use the words of Suimci, to 
he railed at by this dead dog, and not 
endeavour to get at him through the 
shield of the ten bull-hides of Doctor 
Black ! Well, but, so much for “ pub¬ 
lic credit”) ami now let me come to the 
second ground of accusation against me. 

As connected with this subject of 
“ public credit,” I beg leave to refer to 
the twelfth number of the history of 
Geobqk tbk fourth, just published. 
It is not sufficient that we dwell upon 
passing events and transactions ; tiiose 
that have already past are of equal and 
of sometimes more importance, la the 


number of which I have spoken, will be 
seen a very strong instance of the mon¬ 
strous effects of this damnable thing 
called “ PUBLIC CREDIT.” 

This second ground of accusation is, 
that 1 am endeavouring to inflict de¬ 
struction on the whole “ frame-work of 
the Government.” Here again we are 
in want of a dejinition. What is the 
“ frame-work of the Government ” ? 
Will the mare’s-tail condescend to tell 
us what the frame-work of the Go¬ 
vernment” is ? Because until we know 
what it is, none of my readers can tell 
whether I wish to “ pull it down'’ or 
not 3 and it is of the intention to pull it 
down, that I am accused. 

I have not room here, nor have I 
time, to go into this subject, in the 
manner tliat I ought to do, if I meddle 
with it at all; but, I may just ask Dr. 
Black, whether the Established ChurcU 
do not form a part of the frame-work 
of the Government j and whether he 
himself be not stripped in shirt, and 
pelting away with his hat off, and 
smelling a mile off, and hammering 
with his blunt and battered grub-axe, 
at the very foundation of that piece of 
frame-work, that main pillar, without 
which, let me tell him, that the re.st of 
the frame-work can no more stand 
than he could stand if his legs were 
chopped off. Pretty nonsense, indeed, 
to accuse me of an intention to pull 
down the frame-work of the Govern¬ 
ment, when the Ministers themselves 
are actually at work to knock down 
this pillar; and, in fact, when real 
revolution,produced by “ public credit,” 
and by an atilherence to Peel’s Bill, is 
“ the order of the day,” 

Though I have not time to go fully 
into this subject, I cannot refrain from 
ranking aquuttttion from a book recently 
published by James B. Bernard, Esq. 
(Fellow of King’s College, Cambridge), 
from the shop of Ridgway, in Picca¬ 
dilly 3 which contains observations, the 
truth of which must be felt by every 
man of sense. He is speaking of the 
disorders introduced into society by 
the r..ew-fangled doctrine which puts 
children above parents, and which de¬ 
stroys, in fact, that principle of obe-^ 
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*li«ioe wliich is absolutely necessary to 
the preservation of liie real freedom of 
»people, as well as to their domestic 
liappincsS, and tiie greatness of their 
country. 

“ Vouths are dajly becoming more 
and more independent, and indifferent 
(o the rtunonstrances of their parents, 
“ ns in America, where few fathers de- 
rive any comfort from their children 
"after tlieir arriving at the age of 
" manheod ; such now expect to be in• 
" doiged in all their w'ants at their 
** father's expense, and to live a life of 
*“ ease, indolence, and pleasure, a bur- 
" den upon him, without troubling 
" themselves as to whence the money 
‘'comes. 

• “ The whole of this is the fruit of 
“ civilliberty (fahsety so called), which 
“ has been gradually unloosening every 
“ bond which was intended to keep so- 
** ciety together, and undermining its 
foundation-s, till scarc-ely any bond or 
foundation remains. 

“ The march of intellect (according 
"to the phrase invented l)v the self- 
" laudatory and arrogant spirit of this 
" self-governed and most conctitCd 
" oatiun) is nothing but the march of 
•“ youth against age, of inexperience 
" against experience, of children against 
" parents, and servants against mas- 
■“ tei’s; of cunningagain-stsimplicity and 
honesty, of folly against wisdom, of 
" the idle against the industrious, of 
'‘^consumers agahist producers, and 
" of money against land : it is the ad- 
vaaceinent of -ull the vices that have 
“ ever characterized human nature, u«u 
« the relrogradution of Ihi virtues ; in 
“ short. It is the march of moral and 
“ political ignorance, cant, and super- 
“ otition, opposed to every thing that 
has hitherto been deemed valuable by 
“ mam Never was the English nation 
“ half 80 ignorant of all really useful 
“ knowledge as it is at the present 
■"moment} never was it so completely 
the dupe of every political, moral, or 
" religious impostor,' who starts m> to 
" betray it, as no\y.” ‘ 

Notlung ever was more true than 
this. Children now-a-days, look Upun 
■jjlihat they have a to evfery thing 


that their fathers can earn } and that he 
is kept alive for the sole purpose of ad¬ 
ministering to their wants and their 
pleasures. How often have I in¬ 
veighed against this ; and how often 
luive I ascribed it to the’fashionable idle¬ 
ness of the age; and how often have I 
ascribed that fashionable idleness to tiiat 
system of paper money, or “ public 
credit,'’ or swindling, or call it wliat 
you will, which put it into the minds of 
all the young people that they ought to 
have a living w'itliout work and with¬ 
out patient industry ! 'i'his has been my 
accusation against tliis abominable sys¬ 
tem of public credit for thirty-three 
long years, and, 1 might say, for forty. 
The apprenticeships are for three years, 
very frequently, instead of seven. 'I’hat 
invaluable rivalship amongst workmen ; 
that desire to excel, in their'several pro¬ 
fessions of hunclicrafr, is gone. It is 
just the same in agriculture: a shifty 
race, having no ambition, no desire to 
be thought the best ploughmen, the best 
mowers, the best Imrdlc-makers, the 
best tliatchers; adroit at nothing but 
in verifying the old ji>ke of tlieir fore¬ 
fathers, making loiier-pins to wind 
down the sun with. This pithy re* 
proacii has now become the rule of ac¬ 
tion. But, it is not the fault of the 
working people ; nor is it their fault 
tliat the children are disobedient to their 
parents. The cottagers and the labourers 
have been stripped by this infernal 
system of taxing and funding; their 
clucks and brass kettles and silver 
buckles and Sunday coats, have ull 
been taken away : they have notlung 
left to make the children view them 
with respect: like wild animals, they 
have nothing to call their own, and no 
place to be called their place of abiding ; i 
therefore, like the young ones of wild 
animals, they treat the old ones with 
disregard. “Bull down the frame¬ 
work of the Government, indeed!”, , 
It wants no pulling down : all the pins 
and screws and braces and plates and 
lentils are renderetl null: there wants 
but a single knock with the head of the 
axe, and down comes the whole thing; 
and, it is in lAis ttaie of the affairs, that 
the mare’s- tail vagabond who ought 
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to know that I have been at work 
above tliiriy years, in order to pre¬ 
vent this final knock down, calls 
me a “ designini^ man,” aiming at 
a pulling down of llie frame-work 
of the Government. Even in 18‘2‘2 
or 1823, wlien the Norfolk peli 
tion was presented, the revolution 
might have been |»rcvente(i ; now, I do 
not say that it can ; and, 1 am by no 
means jirepared to make even the most 
trifling effort (o prevent that which I 
Lave for tliirty long years been abused 
and persecuted 'for having most sin¬ 
cerely endeavoured to prevent.

MEAT MARKET. 

It is said llwit not less than a thou- 
.sand sheep have been sent up to the 
fund-ltolders in this one week by the 
steam-t essels, from the ports of Scot¬ 
land and from Hull. So that these 
devils arc iiided and assisted by every 
invention that can emanate from the 
luiman mind.

turned loose amongst a race of Hitler 
animals: they form i>ne prodigioa$> 
devilish being, and they devour all that 
they come at. Whereabouts they wiM 
begin, upon the church I do not know y 
bu-t, wln> ever has seen a cow set on- 
upon a great scranibling Siberian mfr- 
{fuf/e, w'ith a stalk as big as your arm,, 
and u head spreading as wide as a thble^ 
may have some idea of the meal tvhat. 
they are going to make of tlie church. 
She begins at the tips of the leaves* 
and on she goes, pulling. and jerking- 
and sending it down her throat, ati 
nmhd the tips, then down the stalksy 
at last she comes to the stump, and wherr 
she has got that down to within an inch 
or two of the ground, she finishes, and 
lies down herself. She never stops ta 
grind, as she goes on ; but sends it alf 
down, wholesale, into her mawj and 
then she begins to bring it up againr, 
bit by bit, in performance of what the 
learned call ruminalitig, and whut th<? 
country people call chewing her cud ^ 
and, thus, finishing as she goes she 
sends it back again to consolidate ic 
into her carcass. Thbs is precisely the 
way that the debt devil will work with 
the projierty of the church: to beginr 
on the out-sides, and get it down inter 
its rnaw, bit by bit; and having got it 
there, it will then sell it out again, and 
by some means or another, turn it into 
money; and the poor parsons will be 
just like a b^ood of caterpillars, which 
the cow, when she seized hold of the' 
plant, shook to the ground. How long: 
it will be before this nionster will corne^ 
and, in the language of Ricardo, propose 
to sell gentlemen’s estates out-and-out, 
and to take the money, I cannot pre¬ 
cisely say; nor docs it much signify; 
(for when I look at their game laws, 
their new tresjtass-laws, their enclosure»- 
of the comtnon.s, their having givers 
themselves a prior claim to every chair 
and table anti blanket aud sheet amt 
bed of the ruined tenant; when I recol¬ 
lect Sturoes BouaNK’s bills, whichi 
made a complete revolution as to thtr 
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laws and rights relating to the poor; 
when I think of transportation for 
poaching, and of hanging for resisting 
poachers j and when I think of a 
Bourbon police to take care of what are 
called gentlemen's houses; why, really, 
when I think of all this, and of those 
who raise the day’s living upon potatoes 
and salt, when 1 think of these things, 
it is impossible for me not to hesitate 
before 1 express lamentation at the ap- 
proachingadvance of the fund-holders. 


AGRICULTURAL AFFAIRS. 

At the end of this article will be 
found an article on the qualities and 
cultivationofmangel wurzelj but, having 
made an alteration as to my mode of 
selling the tield seeds, I must notice 
that alteration here, in order that cus¬ 
tomers may be prepared for it. The 
Swedish turnip seed and the mangel 
wurzel seed, both of which 1 know to 
be as good and as true as ever were 
raised in the world, 1 have hitherto sold 
at different prices, varying with the 
quantity purchased by a single person. 
For instance, a person purclmsing ten 
pounds of seed, had to pay a higher 
price than a person purchasing a hun¬ 
dred pounds of seed. I have found 
great inconvenience in this. I have 
done the same with regard to the Italian 
clover seed, and have found the same 
inconvenience there also. The same as 
to hags of garden seeils. If a jicrson 
jturchased one bag, he paid more for it 
than if he purchased ten or twenty j that 
is to say, more for that one bag in pro¬ 
portion than for a parcel of the ten or 
twelve bags. Besides this .having the 
appearance of wishing to take more 
from the person of small means than 
from the person of large ones, in pro¬ 
portion to all he purchased, it having 
the appearance of hardness, and of a 
favouring of the rich, though it was 
intended solely to meet the greater 
trouble and expense of iloing up many 
small parcels, and of attending to many 
small purchases, instead of having to 
attend to only one large purchase: be¬ 
sides this, Other inconveniences have at¬ 
tended tins diversity of prices; and. 


therefore, I shall, after this time, make 
but one price, whether it be for a single 
bag or a single pound of seed, or for 
many of either. I have now some very 
fine locust-seed. Those that have read 
my book, called “ The Woodlands,” 
know how to raise ten thousand plants 
out of one pound of seed. Those that 
have not read the book, will very likely 
not get ten plants out of the pound 
of seed, though the seed were exactly 
the same. 

For the reasons above-stated, I shall 
sell my seeds in future* at the following 
|jrices, without any charge, for hags, 
be the quantity great or be it small.

MANGEL WURZEL. 

This plant, amongst those who cul¬ 
tivated which, in England, I was one of 
the very first, after its introduction by 
Dr, Litsom ; this plant is now become 
of great importance in agriculture. 
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though the common farmers know, as 
yet, but little of it; and, I hear, that 
it is supplanting grain {barley and big) 
in the making of spirits: pity, that 
that which is so fit to make pork, 
butter, and cheese, should be applied to 
the making of poison! This plant 
wants stacking, and covering from the 
frost; and, in this respect only is it not 
superior to even the Swedish turnip. 
On land of the same quality, it will 
bear a greater crop j it is, pound for 
pound, more efficacious in the feeding 
of cattle, in the producing of fat and of 
milk, and in the feeding and rearing of 
pigs and keeping of hogs. It is as good 
for butter and cheese as grass is ; 
turnips are not. It will keep good and 
sound and fresh to a later time in the 
spring than the Swedes will so keep. It 
is more easily and surely obtained than 
the Swedes, not being subject to de¬ 
struction from the fy. It will trans¬ 
plant as W'cll as the Swedes, and no¬ 
thing can transplant belter. My son 
lias, at his farm (for he has the manage¬ 
ment of it) this year, more than a hun¬ 
dred tons, ahoutone half sowed and the 
other transplanted. The advantages 
of transplanting are very great; the 
work may be done any where between 
20 , .Tune and 10. July. So that the 
crops may follow tares (called vetches 
in some parts), early peas, and even 
clover cut for hay. If sowed, it must 
occupy the ground from the 1. May, or 
thereabouts ; and tliere is not so much 
time to prepare the ground. 

However, we must have this year’s 
farming at Normandy, before the pub¬ 
lic can have a diary of all the proceed¬ 
ings, and can he told exactly how 
people ought to proceed to get this 
crop as well as others. 1 took the fiirm, 
160 acres, at ll. per acre, in order, 1st 
to have a home for the rest of my life, 
away from smoke and noise and non-_ 
sense ; and, next, to show to the whole 
nation how much human sustenance 
could be made to come out of such a 
piece of land. Men differ in their 
tastes : this is ray taste. 

If, indeed, these pursuits and this 
place of residence were incompatible 
with those of the pen and with the 


graver matters of the law,” there 
would be some pretence for disputing 
(he point w'ith me. But, so far is this 
from being the fact, that it is the con- 
trary of the fact. I never wrote so 
much as in farm-houses, and mostly 
amidst my own farming. The ENowsa: 
Grammar was written amidst my farm¬ 
ing in Long Island, and so was the 
Ybah’s Kesiorncb, which was, indeed, 
in great part, an account of that very 
farming. Cottage Economy was 
written in a farm-house in Sussex, and 
under the instructions of the farmer’s 
wife. Frencw Grammar was half 
written at a farm-house in Hampshire, 
and tlie other half, at a window looking 
out into garden and meadows of an inn 
[at Bagshot. The Gaboening Book 
must have come out of tlie garden. The 
WooDi.ANDs, the Corn Book, the Emi¬ 
grant’s Guide, the Aovick to Young 
Men, were all written in, and sent to 
the press from, the farm-house at Barn- 
Elm farm, in Surrey. 

To be sure, I oive this account to rio- 
bofly ; but I think it riglit to give it, in 
order to refute the notion, that, because 
1 am a farmer, I must mean to “ give 
up politics,” as it is called. “ Give up* 
indeed ! lYhy I Jiave never followed 
them as a trade. I ii-ive meddled rvith 
them because it was my liking to do it, 
and because I was able to do it witlx 
clfeotj and my farming has certainly 
been one great cause of that ability. 
Apropos of farming producing books : 
my great work of all, the History of 
THE IblbTESTANT REFORMATION } that 

which did more in producing Cathodic 
Emancif.ation than all the other causes 
put together; that which first ta\ight 
the people of Englaml the origin of 
tithes and their lawful object; taught 
them how this present sort of parsons 
came to be in England; taught them 
liow there came to be lay tithes ; 
how there came to be poor-rates and 
church-rates; that work, which first 
proved io the people, that tithes were 
public property that work, which ab¬ 
solutely created, as to these important 
matters, a new mind in the mass of the 
people of England; that work, trans¬ 
lated into all modem languages, printed 
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in the Vatican at Rome, and at the 
Royal Press in Spain, while immense 
editions have been made in republican 
America ; that work, which is now, at 
last, pullinff down the unjmt though 
jniyhtg power of the church of England ; 
that work, though written fpr ,the 
^e.ss in England, and chiefly hi Ren- 
jungton, was, in fhet, invented and 
made amidst my farming in Long 
Inland. For, there it was that I read, 
for it, made all my researcher, laid my 
plan, and noted down the main argu- 
fuents.

And this, it is said, in effect is neces¬ 
sary, otherwise we shall lose our foreign 
trade. Better would it be to lose our 
foreign trade, and even to forf)id the 
exercise of any mechanic art whatever, 
as was the case with the Sparlans in 
the days of Lycurgus, than that tho.se 
employed in factorie.s should continue 
to be the slaves they now are. Would 
to G(»d these factory gentlemen would 
look at home, and see how they .have 
more than three articles of their manu¬ 
facture taken from them now to pay the

“ keep them, and universal anarchy will 
“ be the consequence.” 

Well then, Mr, Freetrader, I suppose, 
that to continue our foreign trade, and 
put a stop to our rival competitors 
abroad, and also to secure profits to our 
manufacturers, who say trade is in a 
sound and healthy state, but one and all 
of whom agree that there is an absence 
of profit, and that capital will leave the 
country unless profits be secured ; to do 
this, I suppose, .sir, we must work, all 
above eighteen years of age em|)loyed 
in factories, sixteen hours a day, in 
order that we may make the two gar¬ 
ments, two pieces, and two pounds of 
twist, we now lose, and which, you 
say, the foreigner now gets, into three 
of these things, and by this course 
annihilate our foreign rivals at once, and 
thus place ourselves in the enviable 
situation of making the subjects of 
Great Britain manufacture all the cloth¬ 
ing that is necessary to supply the 
whole world. “ Oh ! no, no, no,” says 
he, “ we must have the corn laws off, 
“ bread cheaper, and wages lower, and 
“ then our foreign rivals will grow 
“ corn, instead of going on with ma- 
' nufilcturcs, and they wil give us their 

corn in return for our manufactures, 
“ and we shall never look behind us 
" again.” 

1 am afraid this is something like the 
twaddle which is talked among the 
manufacturers, and by which their 
minds are blinded, and a view of their 
situation, utterly at variance with the 
truth, is entertained. 

Now, let us see how the case stands. 
Foreign trade, deserving' of our en¬ 
couragement, consists in this country’s 
exchanging its surplus produce or ma¬ 
nufactures for such surplus produce or 
manufactureof any other country,as may 
be exchanged without endangering the 
safety and well-being of the productive 
classes in this country. But if the 
surplus wealth created by the indus¬ 
trious classes in this country, be ex¬ 
changed or given away for foreign 
productions, of little or no value what¬ 
ever to those who created the wealth 
(and a great many almost useless 


I 
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articles of luxury, imported into this 
country, in return for our manufac¬ 
tures, are of this description), no 
justification can he set up for continuing 
a system of over-working those who 
produce the wealth in this country, to 
foster and uphold a trade so pernicious 
as tiiis. 

And, on the other hand, to place our¬ 
selves in a state of dependance on 
foreigners for articles of the first ne- 
cesaitVj such as corn, to the injury of 
the lunne grower, and without any 
permanent advantage to the mahufac- 
turer, who by such a course would 
only exchange his honte customer for a 
foreign customer } and as the former is 
more certain, and in every sense more 
to be relied on than the latter, to distress 
those engaged in agriculture and manu¬ 
factures in this country, by an increase 
of such foreign trade to accomplish 
such an object, is to be guilty of the 
grossest folly iinsiginable. Look at the 
situation, this country is now in, as 
stated by Mr. Jacob, in his evidence 
before tlie Cotnmittee on Agriculture in 
the last session,* and I am sure, you will 
require nothing more to convince you 
of the imminent danger to be appre- 
hciuled, by placing ourselves in a state 
of dependance on foreigners for supply 
of corn, instead of encouraging and 
securing a sufficient supply at home. 

Besides thetvvo objectionable branches 
of foreign trade I have alluded to, there 
is another altogether unworthy of our 
pursuit, and whicli is the result of exces¬ 
sive supply of the articles we produce; 
I mean what is paid for with money 
borrowed by foreigners from capitalists 
(as they are called) in this country, or 
foreign loans. The people of this coun¬ 
try have first to work hard to raise the 
means to lend this money, and then 
they have to labour, perhaps still harder, 
to get the amount back again Irom the 
foreign'eountry, which borrowed it froih 
this. An immense sum has been lent 
in this way by the Jews in this country, 
since the close of the warj and I cannot 
see tiiat any advantage has been derived 
by our productive classes, from foreign 
trade thus created, exceeding what they

would have had, if the goods manufac¬ 
tured, sent out, and paid for, in this 
way, had been sunk in the sea. 1 can 
see, that loans to foreigners may injure 
our foreign trade, by supplying our much- 
dreaded competitors with means to raise 
up manufacturing establishments, and 
thereby promote the declension of the 
trade, our manufacturers profess so much 
anxiety to preserve,. 

The supply of British goods sent to 
foreign markets, has been so excessive 
too, for some years back, that heavy- 
stocks have almost constantly been held 
in those markets, on which stocks im¬ 
mense losses have been sustained by the 
British merchants, from the fall in value 
that has been going on, and, perhaps, 
greater losses still, by the dej)reciatioii 
of foreign money, extended credits, and 
alterations in the exchanges j the effects 
of all which evils have been visited on 
the manufacturer, and are the result of 
his excessive production, and of his 
forcing a supply out of the sweat and 
long-continued toil of his work-people, 
for which there is no jiroper demand, 
and for which over-abundant supply, 
the foreigners cannot return us enough 
of such useful produce as we ought to 
have j and, for the best of all reasons, 
because they have it not. They there¬ 
fore remit us, in part, tldngs not worth 
our working for. They borrow loans 
of the Jews in this cotinlry, who derive 
their income from the labour of the 
people in this country, to pay another 
partj and to make up the remainder, 
which the value of those useful things 
we get from the foreigners, requires 
to balance the account, recourse is 
had to a system of swindling, and 
depreciation of their currency, and a 
fall in the exchanges j and the foreigners 
having thus settled tlie account, laugh 
to see what fools we hi-.ve been, to have 
thus cheated ourselves, by having pro¬ 
duced and sent them more of our ma¬ 
nufactures, than they were able honestly 
to pay us for. 

in support of vvhatl have said, I wish 
to observe that frqm places eastward of 
the Cape of Good Hope, including 
China, we import annually to the 
amount of nearly tea millions sterling. 
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and any one lookina; to see what those 
imports are, vill tiiid a considerable 
proportion consists of things scarcely 
Jtnown by the ftroduclive classes, em¬ 
ployed in manut’uctures i and iwpiy be 
classed among the useless thii;igs out 
worth our working for j and iuany 
Buch things come from other foreign 
parts ^ye tnule with; and as tegarils 
Joans of money to foreiguers since 181S, 
the SpanUli bonds, the Portuguese, 
Du tell, Prussian, Mexican, Brazilian, 
and Buenos-Ajrean loans, not to men¬ 
tion other, \yill be quite sulhcient. The 
Bums of money thus lent are said to 
amount to upwards af 100 millions 
sterling M And for depreciation of 
currency, and alterationsj against this 
country in the exchanges, 1 need only 
instance Brazil, Buenos Ayres, and 
Constantinople, to shuvv the losses that 
liave been sustained from such causes. 
In Brazil, the currency has been so de¬ 
bused, b }4 the substitution of paper mu- 
riey aiid copper, for gold and silver 
coin, that the milrea, wlrich at par of 
excliange is 67§, .would a few years 
ago, only remit 18d. from Rio Janeiro, 
at present, 40d. is ilie rate of exchange 
from tbence ; but at Bahia, the present 
.exchange is only 30d. per milrea. At 
3ueno8 Ayres, from the ilepreciation of 
money, an.da^ik^'' causes, the exchange, 
wliich was a few years ago at 44d,, is 
now reduced to 7t/. per dollar j and ab 
Constantinople, fourteen piastres would 
formerly remit 17. sterling, which nine- 
ty-six piastres will now only remit. 

Now, my dear sir, what part of the

The first of March has been sug¬ 
gested by the society as a desirable pe¬ 
riod for the new regulation to com¬ 
mence, this being about the time when 
the new Factory Bill retpiires that chil¬ 
dren, under eleven years of age, should 
not work longer than eight hours a day j 
and unless this limitation of the time of 
labour be extended to all, many chil¬ 
dren will be thrown out of employment 
altogether; numbers more will have 
their wages reduced one-third; and 
much sutferjng and an increase of dis¬ 
satisfaction amongst the ]»oor would 
follow, but may be avoided if the sug¬ 
gestion of the society be acted on. To 
cause this to be done, the society has 
recommended the work-people to unite, 
and respectfully, but earnestly, request 
their respective emjdoyers, to adopt the 
proposed regulation of “ eight hours’ 
work for the present full day’s vvag;es.” 

If the answers of a considerable num¬ 
ber of the masters be favourable, and 
they agree to adopt the regulation, pro¬ 
vided it be general, a meeting of the 
masters may be convened, the question 
discussed, and resolutions agreed upon 
and circulated, calculated to bring over 
the dissentient masters. Other mea¬ 
sures, if found necessary, may be agreed 
on at the meeting, which cannot fail to 
be efficient in securing the success of 
this righteous cause. Should the mas¬ 
ters, generally, resolutely oppose the 
adoption of tl)e plan suggested by the 
society, and the entreaties of their work¬ 
people to do them this act of justice, 
then it will remain for the Regenerating 
Society, and the work-jieople, to devise 
such a legal and [reaceable mode of j)ro- 
ceeding as they may consider proper to 
obtain the adoption of the regulation. 

* It is hoped, however, that tlie masters 
will not be so blind to their own inte¬ 
rests, and to the interests and comforts 
of their work-people, by whom they are 
surrounded, and whose well-being is so 
manitesily identified with their own, 
as to refuse their cordial consent to the 
measure proposed, and for which so 
Strong a necessity exists to allay the 
discontent among the work-people, and 


ensure satisfaction and security to tbem- 
selves. 

For, what becomes of our boast of 
new acquisitions in mechanical skill, 
great improvements in machinery, and 
unprecedented increase in production, 
all excellent things when rightly di¬ 
rected, if the result which has hitherto 
followed be to continue, namely, the 
withdrawal of work altogether from 
some, and their degradation into pau¬ 
pers; the reduction of wages visited on 
tliose who are left to compete with the 
improved mode of production, conse¬ 
quent upon the adoption of tlie new ma¬ 
chines; from which lessened wages, 
starvation, misery, and crime, ensue ; 
and the increase of labour, without any 
increase of remuneration of those com¬ 
paratively few in number who are for¬ 
tunate enough to get work on the new 
machines. If such consequences can¬ 
not be avoided, then of one thing 1 am 
certain, that all our boasted improve¬ 
ments in machinery arc not a blessing, 
but a curse to the productive classes, 
whose work is being constantly in¬ 
creased in intensity, and deteriorated in 
value, by the changes arising from these 
improvements. But a right direction 
may, and ought to be given, to those 
invaluable improvements ; and the mas¬ 
ters and workmen, by cultivating a good 
understanding with each other, and by 
an union of effort, ought to do it for 
themselves, without seeking for legis¬ 
lative interference on the subject. 

To effect this object, the time of la¬ 
bour must be shortened,all must have em¬ 
ployment, and the same, or more wages 
must be |)aid to each individual, for the 
reduced time of labour that he had be¬ 
fore the hours of labour were abridged. 
Then the blessingf of these improve¬ 
ments Will become manifest to every 
one ; the disputes between masters and 
servants relative to wages, and the in¬ 
troduction of the most improved ma¬ 
chines, will cease, because all will par¬ 
ticipate in the benefits which they con¬ 
fer. Peace, concord, and mutual good¬ 
will, will prevail; and an improvement 
in the physical, mental, and moral con¬ 
dition of the people, will follow, cor¬ 
responding with the increase and ira- 
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provement of the machines put in ope¬ 
ration, to aid them in producing what 
they want. . , 

I have now, sir, at considerable length, 
endeavoured to answ’cr your letter, and 
stated my reasons for supporting the 
Regenerating Society, 1 have described 
what has been the state of the cotton 
trade, during the last eighteen years ; 
what is its present state ; and what in 
my opinion would be its state, if the 
plan the Regenerating Society recom¬ 
mends should be adopted; and I beg 
again to repeat, that, although my rea¬ 
soning has been chiefly confined to the 
cotton trade, it will apply to other 
branches of manufacture tliroughout 
the country. There is suflicient evi¬ 
dence of this in the inquiry made by the 
committee of manufocturers, commerce, 
and shipping, in the last session of Par¬ 
liament, and especially so in the com¬ 
mittee on the state of the silk trade, in 
1S3^J,» , ^ j 

, The subject is one of which it is i 
difficult to convey clear views to 
those unacquainted witli the nature 
of it; and in my attempts to do this, 

I Lave repeated again and again, 
some striking and most important 


facts, which go to show the lamentable 
and rapidly declining condition, both of 
masters and workmen, engaged in the 
manufactures of this country; facts, 
which cannot be too strongly impressed 
on the minds of all who have any anx¬ 
iety for the comfort and happiness of the 
labouring people, and for the peace and 
security of their employers; and, as I 
am one of the latter myself, and being 
thoroughly satisfied that the course we 
have pursued for several years back, 
cannot be proceeded in much farther, 

I naturally wish we may in time change 
that course, and avoid the evil conse¬ 
quences, wluch, I am fully convinced, 
will otherwise befall us. 

If I have succeeded in removing your 
objections to the plan proposed by the 
Regenerating Society, for introducing 
the change, I shall feel amply repaid 
for the pains I have taken ; and if I have 
not, I am sure we shall agree to differ, 

I without thinking w'orse of each other on 
that account.

of their duty, they liad claims upon me 
beyond the tullilment of the simple 
contriict, as far as wages were con¬ 
cerned, which required tliat I should be 
the guardian of their interests and com¬ 
forts, os uell as my own. It never en¬ 
tered my mind that 1 was at liberty to 
exact from them either in extent of 
time or labour, a service that sliould 
deprive tliein of the ordinary comforts 
of life j and my pen has been employed 
many :ind many a time, in their defence, 
when I have seen attempts making to 
diminisli the fair earnings of the labour¬ 
ing man in a degree tliat would impose 
upon him bodily exertion and long 
confinement, as well as diminish tlruse 
comforts and conveniences to which 
every honest and industrious tinm h."is 
an indisputable claim. I have often 
addressed the masiers, imploring them 
to consider, both as men and Christians, 
bow far they were, by such conduct, 
deviating from that sound ina.xiin of 
“ doing to (iihers as they would be 
done iinto”j and how cerUu'nIy such 
conduct would recoil, in the long run, 
ujioii ibemsclves. I endeavoured to 
show them, that low wages and inor¬ 
dinate exertion would break down the 
spirits of tiie people, and destroy that 
bond of union which ought c\er to 
subsist between master and servant, and 
eventually entail poverty and dislre.S3 
U[>on the whole labouring popula¬ 
tion. 

We are unfortun.itely arrived at that 
period, and our rapacity has not only 
deprived us of the affectionate regard of 
our servants, but has created a feeling 
of hatred toward us, as being the authors 
of all the miseries and privations to 
which they are exposed ; and who shall 
.say tltat they are not warranted in this 
conclusion ? I have asserted many 
and many a time, that our policy ought 
.to have been to sustain the price of la- 
jbour at a point that would enable every 
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Boan with a family, to feed and to clothe i 
them, and that a moderate degree of la¬ 
bour should be sufficient to effect this. 
If this object had been duly regarded by 
the mill proprietors and master manu¬ 
facturers, would not the general 'con¬ 
sumption have sustained our home trade, 
and secured those advantages here, 
which we are so anxiously seeking 
abroad ? But suppose that, for the mo¬ 
ment, the profits had been less, they 
would not have dwindled, as they have 
done, into comparatively nothing. Ano¬ 
ther and serious evil has resulted from 
this wretched policy, which has almost 
imperceptibly broken down the middle 
ranks in society, who, in our better 
days, stood as a wall of defence between 
the rich' and the poor, and we are all 
become the prey of the speculators and 
great money dealers, who absorb the 
wealth of the country ; and then, to con¬ 
summate our ruin and degradation, send 
their over-grown wealth to other states 
and people, creating for them a capital 
by which they become our formidable 
rivals, instead of making it subservient 
to the promotion of enterprise and in¬ 
dustry at home. This unnatural state 
of things has been gradually assuming 
a complexion, whicli, when viewed dis¬ 
passionately, becomes aj)pallii)g. The 
7nany look upon the few as their oji- 
j)ressors, and as they find their appeals 
disregarded, can we wonder that there 
should be unions, combinations, and 
contests between masters and men, 
which threaten to break up society al¬ 
together, and to produce anarchy in a 
degree that it may be difficult to sup- 
press.? 

Now, my good friend, is not the asso¬ 
ciation proposed to be formed, at the 
bead of which Iseethy name,and thoseof 
some other iufluential men, one, winch 
if carried into effect as intended, must 
create a sensation of no ordinary cha¬ 
racter, and may produce a general con¬ 
vulsion in the country, and involve 
thousands of innocent persons in ruin, 
and consequent wretchedness 1 Would 
it not then be wise to pause even on the 
threshold of such a measure, and see “if 
eome other means quite as effectual, 
and better calculated to ensure success, 


cannot be devised ? I am inclined to 
think that a great number of the mill 
proprietors and master manufacturers 
are well disiiosed, and would most 
willingly embrace any plan or regula¬ 
tion by which the condition of the 
working classes through the whole 
empire might be so improved as to do 
away with the existing complaints ; for 
we all know, that one rapacious, unj)rin- 
cipled man, who may be extensively 
engaged in business, can, and not un- 
frequently has, by his unjust and 
wicked exactions, brought poverty and 
distress upon a whole district, by not 
only robbing the people himself, but 
compelling his neighbours, who may 
be engaged in the same business, in 
their own defence to adopt the same 
rate of wages. Now, if the plan that I 
have many a time recommended 
through our public papers, had been 
adopted, such attempts could never 
have succeeded, and the condition of the 
labouring classes would have been very 
different to what it is. The plan to 
which I allude, and which to me ap¬ 
pears unexceptionable, is, that in all the 
spinning and manufacturing districts, 
the well-disposed masters should unite, 
and form themselves into committees, 
for the express purpose of sustaining 
the labour of the country, and jirotcct- 
ing the workmen from those abitrary 
and unjust attempts, which are, from

Flour dull, though purchases could not have 
becu made on lower terms. Irish steady, but 
holders asking inure money than purchasers 
were inclined to give, caused the business 
Irafisactiiig to be limited.

This day’s supply of Sheep and Beasts was 
good, both as to numbers and quality : its 
supply of Calves and Porkers rather limited, 
but fully equal tu the demand—trade was, with 
each kind of meat, very dull—with prime 
small Veal at an advance of 2d. to 4d. per 
stone ; with Mutton at a depression of full 2d. 
I er stone : with Beef and Pork at barely 
Friday’s quotations. 

Nearly, or quite, three-fifths of tlie Beasts 
consisted of aliout equal numbers of l>evons 
and short-liorns ; the remaining two-fifths of 
about equal u'./iiibcrs of Herefords, .Scots, 
Welsh runts, and 1 rish beasts, with about 100 
Sus.tsx beasts, as many Town’s-eud Cows, a 
few Staffords, &c. About 1,600 of the beasts, 
cbiefly slmrt-borns, Devons, aud Welsh runts, 
with some few Scats, Herefords, and Irish 
Ijcnsts, were from Leicestershire, Lincoln¬ 
shire, and other of our northern grazing dis¬ 
tricts j about 800, chiefly Scots aud Devons, 
with a few runts, from Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Essex, aud Cambridgeshire; about 200, 
chiefly Devons and runts, with a few Here- 
ford.s, from our western aud midland districts;

from Sussex, Surrey and Keut; and most of 
the remainder,^ including the Town's-end 
Cows, from the stall-feeders, cow-keepers, &c.

A full moiety of the Sheep were south- 
downs : the greatest proportion of thefn recol¬ 
lected to have been before witnessed t—about 
a fourth new Leiccsters, in about itquM num- 
Iters of Soiith-Down and wbite-faced crosses; 
and the remaining fourth abuUt equal num¬

‘^ thought it would not be advisable in 
them to mix up the question of 
Irish poor-laws with their remonstrance 
** respecting the new act for the f)assing 
of Irish and Scotch paupers. To pre- 
pare tlie act for the removal of pau- 
pers, a committee, which was com- 
" posed chiefly of members for tlje 
*'• counties thronj^h which these paupers 
“mast pass, took the question into its 
“ most serious consideration. They had 
asked whether the Consolidated j'und 
*' should bear the whole burden j and if 
not, what portion should be borne by 
the parishes concerned. Lord Al- 
“ thorp was at the time so overwhelmed 
with business, that he could not an- 
“ swer the question pul to him by the 
“ lion. Member. The act, as it stood, 
was merely an experiment. If the 
expense was inordinate, it would be 
“ a good ground for the parish to call on 
the legislature to remove the ex- 
“ pense from the country to the Conso- 
“ lidnted Fund. The hon. Member then 
“ ohserverl, that he had seen the Report 
“ of the eommissioti a|)pointed to in- 
tjuire into tlie operation of the poor- 
laws j he had alsp seen the heads of 
the hills which it was intended to in- 
“ troduce into Parliament on the suh- 
‘*Ject) and he tliought the proposed al- 
terations, if carrietl into effect, would 
** produce great benefit to the country. 
“(Hear). This was a subject of great 
importance to this and other metro- 
“ politan parishes. He had attempted 
*■ to ascertain the cause of the increase 
“ in the county-rates, and his conclusion : 
“ was, that it w'ouUl not have arisen if 
the body who imposed the taxes were 
“ a responsible body.

“ tenant: while its financial concerns 
should be conducted by individuals

“ blame the magistrates of Chester for 
“ sporting their thouiands upon thour 
Santis, voted with closed doors ; it was 
“ the system lie coodeiuned. lie did 
** not know that there vvas any hhime 
** to be attributed to the magistrates of' 
^ Jdltldlescx, for agreeing to the ex- 
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pense of 32s. per head for passing 
“ paupers. They pi^t up for contracts. 
“ and this w’as, he believed, the lowest 
“ contract. 

3. “Mr. Rawlinson thought that 
“ the parish ought to look with the 
“ greatest jealousy upon the increased 
“ expenditure which this new act would 
“ impose. The original charge for 
" passing paupers was five shillings per 
“ pauper j now .the sum would be 
“ thirty-two shillings. This was an 
“ immense increase, even at the first 
“ blush j but even this increase would 
“ not be all, 

4. “ Mr. Hovbnden, a director of 
“ the poor, said tliat, in consequence of 
“ this act, he had been prevented from 
“ passing paupers, he not wishing to 
“ increase the burdens of this-paiisli in 
“ theway proposed by the act. 

.5. “ Sir S. Whaluky said, that if the 
“ Government had intended to try an 
“ experiment, they ought to have done 
“ so at the expense of the country in 
“ general, and not at that of the metro- 
“ politan parislies. 

6. “ Mr. Wilson also objected to 
“ the experiment being made in the way 
“ it had been. 

7. “ Mr. Hope thought that the ex- 
" pense of passing paupers under the 
“ new act would be 3/. instead of 32s. 
“ He thought the observations made by 
“ the hon. Member for Middlesex, rela- 
“ live to the division of the duties of 
“ county magistrate.?, were deserving of 
I “ the marked attention of the vestry. 

I “ In 176‘2, the rates for the county of 
I “ Middlesex were only 1,000/., now they 
i“ amounted to 75,000/. (Hear). 

8. “ Mr. Cooke was glad that this 
“ experiment was to be tried by the Go- 
“ vernmenl. He must «own that he 
“ felt that liie Irish ought to be treated 
“ by this country as aliens. (Oh!) 

9. “ Captaih Bbknton said, there 
“ should be poor-laws in Ireland, or 
“ they ought to be done away.with in 
“ England. (Hear). It was too much 
“ to call upon the people of England 
“ to support the poor of Ireland, while 
“the gentry of that country, after 
“ taking from the peasantry all they

It is 
very curious in how different a manner 
you argue witli regard to the “ hedde- 
kashnn" With regard to the poor-laws 
you argue thus : there are poor-laws in 
the country ; the people are degraded ; 
therefore, the poor-laws degrade the 
people, I migiit argue in this way, and 
very fairly, too, about the “ heddeha- 
shun, ” because the degradation bcgaii. 
with the “ hcddekasliun "; and because 
they have gone on increasing together; 
but poor-laws existed two hundred years, 
and were all the wliile called tlie greatest 
honour and blessing of the country. Tlie 
“ heddekashun," indeed, has every claim 
to suspicion ; for crime and misery have 
increased in the exact proportion that 
that has increased; and yet you call 
upon the Parliament to extend the

t al rtiore of both countries than you 
ve ; in neither is the moral condition 
so good as it was fifty years ago, or 
thirty years ago ; but, taking one thing 
with another, and all things together, 
I believe that the morals of the people 
on this side of Meriden, that is to say, 
the middle of England, to be full as 
good as they are in Scotland. This is a 
fad, the exact state of which no m^in is 
able to prove. You assume the better 
morals of Scotland ; and, if you could 
produce fact orargument, which you have 
not, in support of the assumption, there 
would still be the great disparity of the 
circumstances to be taken into view. So 
that your major proposition is not worth, 
a straw. 

If, however, I were to admit your 
major, what am I to say to your minor } 
:Wiiat am I to say to a Scotchman, who 
7s a member of Parliament, who tel].s 
the people of Marvronne that there is 
ah absence of poor-laws in Shetland ? 
Don’t tell me : “ patriot” liere, or “ pa¬ 
triot” there : “ useful member of Par¬ 
liament,” or “ not useful member of 
Parliament”: a man should not talk of 
things which he understands nothing at 
all about. Why, there are poor-laws “in 
Scotland ; only they are bad and insuffi¬ 
cient poor-laws; and the misery of the 
people is in proportion to the badness 
and insufficiency of those laws. 

- Before I proceed further, I will insert 
here two Scotch petitions, upon the 
subject of poor-laws. The* first is from 
the Political Union of DunfbBiiline ; 
and the second is from the directors of 
the Town’s Hospital qf Glasgow; both 
presented to the Hohse of Commons 
during the last/^ession of Parliament; 
and both, in teffecl, praying for more 
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rowed money of their friends j mid yet 
the Objects of misery were so numerous,

Tiie attention of Parliatnent should alfo Tw 
directed to the enormous’ittcoraeOf deaiis aitcl 
chapters. The reVeiities of these «)ve(r^rt»Wn 
»nd slng'gish eOrpevations, which iare allowed 
by nearly all the worldUujt tljeir ownsmemr 
bers to be of. nwire than questiosi!able u$efol- 
lu'ss, go to the support of' fo'me' ten or n 
dozen persons in each dioeesS), whpte sole pro¬ 
fessional duty consists 4n cbautiug the ser¬ 
vice, and utherwise olficiating in ilie cathe¬ 
dral church on 3 judays, liorulays, &c. Now, 
in the Hrstjdace, whatever be the cause of it, 
religious worthip in a cathedral is scarcely 
ever attended hy more than one in twenty 
persons, a.s compared with the congregation 
in the next parish church. Yet the ap|>aratu.s 
of all dignitaries, of all names and sorts, 
shows an cxce.ss of ten to one at least over the 
clergy of any. one parochial place of worships 
Mliiie the accurnulaiii'u of revenue at their 
disposal is ofteij as dl'ty to one. 

We piesiioie that there are no true friends 
of the chutcii who would ohj< ct to a different 
application of such riches, viz., to tiie pur¬ 
pose before referred to, of helping out the 
poorer and more Inborions clergy ; that is to 
say, after First allotting a su/iiciciit fund to the 
maiiiteuauce of the cathedral in full re|pair, 
and to the support of whateverUseful ciia- 
rities have any law/'ul claim to ashare of the 
corporation revenue, to a crumb or two,from 
the dignitaries’ table. 

But there is one head of abuse in the ap¬ 
propriation of ecclesiastical revenues. Which is 
by far the most revolting of the. ■whole. We 
arc not, as we have lejieatedly shown, iiv- 
cliiied to make the church a subject of super- 
duoiiB exasperation or derision^ or to commit 
the extrayaganco of attempting parallels ;4t>f 
which their exists no f^r fomulatlon; betwegin j 
its primitive history and i(S'actual flthte. Wo j 
do not, therefore, challenge the Comparison,.I 
So frequent with zealous and possibly very.; 
pious and excellent, though we foink iocoft- 
aiderate personsr-between the poverty.of St. 
Peter or Lis brother apuMles, and thearichi 
bishops of foe nineioeuthoentury j. but we do, 
ask in a.spirit of honest good-Wiill towards the 
reformed church of Epglaurij is it teemly— 
it in character—is it conducive to foe kindly 
influesce of religion uddev apy form of €brU- 
tianity—that an £.aglisb^^rintateI'Should<po8• 
sees a revenue nf. foorg than, gftjOOO^., pet 
annum.?, 7 ^tfaat heslmnld in.one year, besides 
that extravagant revcnuis, be au^eveU to catch

in the Vatican ? We sny nothing of the per- 
sojml dispositions, which may be mild, and 
bumble, and charitable n«y, overflowing 
with Christian mdehtlCsh eiid bentvolence by 
which J^. Howlt^’mayihe distiiignished, or 
any of 'the primatea who have preceded him. 
Wliat we complain of is, that the primacy is in 
itself a principality,—that ita revenues are all 
;b«t Toyali-“-that its mode* and halntsof exist¬ 
ence are, by prescription, such as Wnlsey, 
were he alive, might; in bis moods of most 
elated arrojjfsAitfel hlivt! affectti«f,-^that, finally, 
the condition of ihe Archbishop of Canterbury 
;is; by reason of the prodlgions iheoreo aancx- 
ed -to it, a sbaiue to that reformed cbilgch, 
wljose disci [;iiuej riott.rioes, and spirit,,>all 
fus'e to co^iitenance inch an ungodly accuihU- 
Intton of eartliiy treasures, in Vio manner 
chararjtotH'Stic of- iW ctohdiluiye to, the furfoet^ 
ance of religious endsi'; bdt: drawing down a 
host of envious and adverj^ fe.elipgs upon our 
whole cstahlishttients.

Home. 

Durham js another enormity, so is Win¬ 
chester, so is York; 

There is no j.ust reason to be alleged for 
the prodigious wasiefuiness and scandal of 
these episcopal revenues. The highest 
oflices o( the civil, judicial, or milifary admi¬ 
nistration, have nothing to compare with 
thein. Why should the First Lord oL the 
'I reasury, a renpjvable iwinisler, have no 
more than, (),fKiO,/. per annum, when there 
are ecclesiastical funetuiivaries, irremovable^ 
with considerably more than Ul),000/1? The 
Primate of Ireland was * discovered a few 
mpnfof .ago tu have a net income of more, thim 
15,61)01. a,year, 'fhe public have no cause of 
coinpidint against that prelate, any mure than 
against the Bishop of Durham, for the use 
be has made': of his splendid income, .which, 
we are told, h** been liberal towards the des- 
tifote* and munificent towards tbe tthurch : so 
here again we guard ourselves from all iin- 
putatiuas of bein^ actuated by hostile feeling* 
against iudiVidi^. But Parliament has 
declared the income of future “ Primates of

INQUIRY INTO THE CORPORATION OF 
.,LONPQN,.i;- 

(Fifteenth Day, Jan. 13,jj ; 

Wc m«ntiouetl in our rej^rt pi Softnrday’s 
proceedings^ that npticp ;^as thMn of a mf* 
fere nee between the livery aii^ tire common 
council as to the auditiiig^ 6f the chamber¬ 
lain’s accounts. Without goin^ into 'the de¬ 
tail of all the evidence given, on'this; SUlliect, 
we think it will be siifhciently understood by 
the following outline :—“ By the act 11 G^'o.i. 
a power was given to the livery of London, ill 
cummun-hail assembled. The Same act also 
gave to the livery the right of appointing au¬ 
ditors of the chamberlain’s accounts ; of these 
there are four who are elected for two years, 
two of them going out every year. The duty 
of these auditors has hitherto, or until of late 
years, been considered to be,ito ascertaiii) that 
the chamberlain has proper voucliers for the 
several sums paid by liini. In the year 1829,. 
however, two rjeforraing auditors were ap¬ 
pointed (Mr. Williams arid Mr. Barrett). On 
entering upon thrdr office, they demandted to 
Lave produced before them,, not only the war¬ 
rants or vouchers fen which the chamberlain 
paid the several sums in bis aecoonts, but that 
they should also be furuished with bills of par¬ 
ticulars of those sums, of the nature of tlie 
wi^rk done, and the prices paid. These par¬ 
ticulars having in many cases been appended 
to the arqpuiits of the chamberlain,'for the 
convenience of his office, many of them were 
produced by the late chamberlain, Mr. 
Clarke 5 but for several of the accounts there 
■were only the warrants on which they ■were 
paid. In their next report to the coinmpn- 
liall they noticed the fact, that bills of parti¬ 
culars were not produced for alTtlie accounts. 
On this a resolution was agreed to by the com- 
tnun-hall, insisting on the right of the audi¬ 
tors to have produced beforcthem full bills of 
particulars for ail the sums paid by the chani- 
berlain. The court of common-council took 
notice of this resolution, and tieferre# it to a 
committee of its own body, to examine into 
this claim of the livery, and tp iepprt there¬ 
upon to the court. That cotfemBfee, in it* 
report, protested agaips^ the right claimed by 
the livery to examine .the particulars of the 
chamlietlain's expenditure,' ahd' Btated that 
the auditors’ right of exAminatiian went up 
further than to see that the chpniiierlain pro¬

la order, therefore, to avoid reading all the 
leases, which could not be done before MiiJ- 
EUtniner-day, when the auditors were obliged 
to make their report, they endeavoured to 
obtain, this information from the city officers 
iu attendance upon them. They were told that 
the number was about 7,000 j they were asked 
if they were sure there were 6,000 ? Their 
answer was, undoubtedly. By the same pro¬ 
cess of iucjuiry, the auditors.ascertained the 
number of tliose houses situated within the 
city to be about 2,000, which are let for 
4s. averaging less than 17/. each 
per annum. The report then states the mode 
of letting many of these houses, which are, to 
a great extent, in the principal streets, and 
are worth, in most instances, from 100/. to 
2.i0/. ayear. It was ascertained by the same 
means that the Conduit Mead Estate consists 
of about 600 houses, situated in Hanover- 
square, Maddox street, Conduit-street, Bond- 
street, Saville-row, Grafton-street, Albemarle- 
street, Boot-street, and other streets in that 
neiglihourhood on both sides of Bond-street, 
which are let at 4r. Od., averaging less 

than 6/, each, subject to a premium every 
fourteen years, equal to from, five to seven 
years’ rent. The report alluded to, contains 
every thing 1 stated to the coinnaissiouers re 
spectiiig those estates, word for word, and was 
agreed to by three auditors, and signed by 
them, as may be seen by reference to it. In 
my evideju’e I have cast no reflection upon 
any one; 1 merely give a statement of the 
amounts as 1 found them, which is confirmed 
by two gesitleinen who served with me the 
office of auiiitors; and yet Mr. W. A. Peacock 
talks of itiy statement “ itaving remained un- 
c.ontradicted.” Now, sir, I call ujuta this Mr. 
W. A. Peacock, instead of dealing in insinua¬ 
tions, to prove any thing in my statement 
which he Can contradict, and then we shall 
see to whom the epithet “ foul iiiipulalioa,’' 
belongs. Mr. Peacock imputes to me iexpres 
sions which 1 have never tittered, and which he 
cannot prove to have been anywr.ere imputeo 
to me ; but if he will have a littl'c patience 
and wait the further progress of the inquiry,

viving relatives of those decen tly interred, and 
uf the whole neighbuurliuod. 

. Now you may see en the site of these, in 
every direction, newstreets, contaJaiiig hun« . 
drtds -^f new houses; and others rising «p* , 
Metbioks 1 hear you exclaim, Whatablessitig ’^ 
it is to hnve such a corporaUou! Stay a Uttle;:, 
money must he found somewhere to pay for all 
this. Now, sir, 'be patient, aud keep your 
ipraper if youcao, while 1 relate to you where 
they got the money. ! la the first place, they 
mortgaged the foidge House estates for 
750,000/.; and after expending that trifle, 
they borrowed 1,000,000/, upun the security of 
the payment of a tax, for the levying of which 
they obtained an act of the boroughmonger 
Parliament.

for the pulling down of old Fleet-market, and 
the raising up of the New Facriugdou Market.

and very soon the lastfarthiug of it, like most

Being a peaipi^hle man, aud, as people say, 
a little nervous (but nut from city guttling), 
aad having a great repugnance to violence, 1 
will not at present tell you how large a por¬ 
tion of this two millions will have to be 
paid out of the sweat and toil of the peo¬ 
ple of England, owing to the profligacy 
of Ministers—not the present Ministers—

RURAL WAR, 

AND 

LABOURERS’ FRIEND SOCIETIES. 

This war seems to rage with more 
fury than ever, ns appears from the fol¬ 
lowing article which I lake from the 
Suffolk paper. 'J’lve country papers are 
full of these horrible accounts j but, in 
this particular instance, llicre seems to 
be general consternation prevailing, 
pretty nearly as general as would be 
cccaeiqned by the expectation of the ap¬ 
proach of the tlay of judgment. Rut, 1 
will first insert the articlej and thea 
offer a,comatentaiy upon it. 

, **Halbswobth, JjscFFOLK, Jan. ?8.-— 
**:Oh:Yrida,y morning about ht’e o’clock, 
another ‘ Swing' fire in this

from Halesworth, and is on tbe

“ Mr. Taylor, whose property was thus 
“ designedly destroyed, is the father*in-

“ whose straw-stack was burnt on the 
“ night of Cliristmas-day, and for the 
“ author of which devastation the extra¬ 
-ordinary rew'urd, raised by subscrip- 
“ tion, of 575^. has been offered- That 
** reward, as yet, seems to have had any 
“ thing but the proper &n<\ desired ef- 
**fect ; instead of leading to the dis- 
“ covery of the culprits, it appears only 
- to have directed blind vengeance 
“ against "parties who were concerned in 
“ or contributed to the reward of 575/. y 
“ which is offered in bills exhibited in 
“ all the shopkeepers’ windows here, 
" and circulated largely in the county. 
“ Since the reward w'hich was offered for 
“ the fire at Mr. .Tohnson’s, athreaten- 
“ ing letter, of the most decided chu- 
“ racter, as far as words can go, has been 
sent to Mr. Johnson ; and the hostility 
“ lias been extended by setting fire to 
“ the stacks of one of the principal sub- 
“ scribers to the reward, Mr. F. Robin- 
“ son, of Dunwich. Mr. Johnson W'as 
“ also a subscriber. During the exten- 
“ sive lire at Holton (three quarters of a 
“ mile from Mr. Johnson’s of Hales- 
“ worth), where so many corn-stacks 
wereconsmned, the labourers present 
“ evincesd so much levity on their return, 
“ that it seemed as if they v/erc coming 
from a fair, and not from the destruc- 
“ tion of property that had caused so 
-■much consternation in the country 
aroW4>! While the extensive fire of Mr. 
“ Fcime,of H olton, was raging, the agri- 
** ,cultural labourers not on/// refused to 
‘' tissisf in (hefire, but they oc- 

“ cupied the time io the most wanton 
“ and riotous tnanner. They entered the 
“ house of Mr. Prime, a.n(l cimsunifd or 
“ ^rried off all the eatables that theg 
“ amid gain possession o/, consist ing of 
^‘ pickled pork» some gallons of spirits, 
&c, Ti is e^tpectedf that a meeting will 
“ take place in the cbfee of a few days. 
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“ at the Angel-itm, Halesvrortb, tp con- 
“ coct measures to arrest, if possfUl^^the 
“ progress of these dreadful aicis of iii- 
“ cendiarisin, and wliiej* liavd> iti spite 
*'of the ehorraous reward offered to de- 
tect criuiinab, so rapidly Uiultiplied, 
and spread so much alarm around thd 
neigtibourliood. It is understood tinil 
“ the Earl of StadbroUe iias agreed to 
*' take the chair on this, oechsion. His

“ namelv, 500 guineas from subscribers,

Reader, do yon kriovv any thing of 
this county of Sujfoikl It is the ctack- 
couuly of England. It has a parish- 
church in every three stiuare miles, or 
less; it is the best cultivatecJi most 
ably, most carefully, most skilfully, of 
any piece of laud of the same size in the 
wliole world; its labourers are the most 
active and most clever; its farmers' 
wives, and women employed In agricul¬ 
ture, tlic most fnigil, adroit, cleanly, 
of any in this whole world : it is a 
county of most frank, industrious, and 
virtuous [teople. its towtis are idl 
cleaiiliness, iicattiess, and good order. 
Wiiat, tlien, can these things take place 
ill such a county, without any assignable 
cause ? I'iicrc must be some cause. 
We often hear of the negligence, care¬ 
lessness, \viiste!idnc.ss, idleness, of the 
people, as being tiie cause of their po¬ 
verty and misery. Three years ago, 1 
went all, over Ihn cmiiity of Suffolk, I 
do not say, nor prelend, that I went 
into even a majority of the paiis/tes ; 
but I could not have gone through less 
than two hundred out of the five hun¬ 
dred jiarishes ; anti I never' Shut my 
eyes, except when I do it for . the jiur- 
pose, in order to go to sleep. 1 not 
only rode along the roads from town to 
town, but I went out into the villages, 
which it has always been my delight to 
•urvey. There is one distiiictive mark 
of carefulness and neatness, and that is 
unbroken windows; windows where the 
place of glass is not sujiplied by paper 
or rags ; and I could take ray oath that 
I did not see (and 1 looked very sharply 
for it) one single instance of this in this 
county of Suffolk,, Why, it is a county 
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of corn and cattle, (he far greater part 
(if which is pfrodheed by luAwtial hibour; 
for it is ah arable iteimty. It is a 
(jounty of p!e«ti!ul prodi^Se -f a jCounty 
ih whieli the laboui^s 'rtf thij'}teopie pro ¬ 
duce, I dare say, seven limeii aS' mucii 
as they consume . ' ^ 

Sutii is (he Pour.ty in whieb seines, 
like that abovo-detSWribed', are taking 
place ; and chh there life a I’iu liament ia 
the country, * tihd' that Parliament not 
inquire iktti t^e ednse such a state of 
things? ' I-bave a letter from Sufiblk, 
which quitesii filcient ly aecyju iits for these 
horrible triihsactidnS, but which I do 
riot publish, bfecHuSe it contains names, 
arid becuilse I have not jiroof of the 
facts at hand, Though I believe all the 
facts. These facts sitow, that if the Mi¬ 
nisters had foliowed iny advice in the 
latter part Of lS;iG, instead of contriv¬ 
ing, iu'tionjmictitm with the Tories to 
prosecute me, we Muvuld not now have 
iieard of these tb'iiigs ; and it. signifies 
nothing, to talk and to rail ; for, if the 
Parliament caimot fliiil out a remedy for 
this evil, it had better not meet at all 
anymore; if this thing be let alone, if 
a remedy be not' found, ami applied, 
there will very soon be an end of all the 
laws of property. 

However, I will confine myself at 
present to a- remark or two iijion the 
peculiar circumstaticcs attending tiiese 
fires in Suffolk, 'i’hey have keen at¬ 
tended, not with new circumstances, 
but with circumsUmet’s new in print. 
We perceive, tliat a man, wl;o liad had 
a straw-stack burnt on (I’.e night of 
Christmas-day, and who is the parson’s 
churchwarden of H-aleswohth, got a 
subscription for a reward of 5751. for the 
discovery of the offender. Upon twen¬ 
ty occasions I have observed, that this 
offer of high rew'ards must necessarily 
tend to increase the number of fires j 
because every labouring man know's, 
though he be perfectly innocent of the 
crime, and of all intention or desire to 
commit such crime, this rewt^rd may 
possibly bring him to the gallows,

It has been a Si n^ 
gular infatuation in the people of our 
state to permit for so long a period the 
worst violations that could be perpe¬ 
trated on this point of the constitution j' 
for if the privilege of coining had been 
usurped by the state, the coin would 
circulate for nearly its worth, or produce 
.nearly its value for sale; and if corpo¬ 
rations had been granted the privilege 
by the state, and became bankrupt, the 
holders of their coin would lose but 
little, if any, by their failure. A cele¬ 
brated writer in favour of banks has ob¬ 
served, “ A bank that keeps on hand a 
" sufficiency of specie to meet all its 
“ deijls, can never divide (i per cent. 

interest.’' A reason of this character 
no doubt influenced our first speculators 
to violate the constitution rather by 
printing pajrer than by stamping gold 
and silver. 

Our Government has not duly given 
a tremendous power into the hands of a 
few inonopolisis and speculators, but 
has consented to receive their promissory 
notes ill pavTnent of taxes ! These fa-! 
voured individuals are permitted to 
make money of paper, while oilier citi¬ 
zens are not only fnrhiddeii that, but 
even to make money frdra gold and 
silver. By controlliug the cirtuilation 
of the state; this moneyed aristocrricy are 
enabled to tax industry to an Aihbtiiit 
one third more than all the ek^ydnses of 
the stttte Governmeut, Thd bairiks in 
the safety fund realized a jlrofit: From 
18.^% to lS33'of 2,253,6«5 dollarsdyer 
and abdvt; their expenses } and if those

pay 1,440,000 dollars more to these 
privileged ciViporatiohs than tliey would 
have to pay to private individuals } and 
if we take iiitd occouiu ihat' ptJpbably 
not one third that amount in real itioney 
would be needed tcT do all our present 
business, and that fmin comja'tition 
among eaphalksts the rate of interest 
would be reduoed—-the saving to the 
people of this s^ute would be immense ; 
besides the security of a circulating ine- 
diuin which would be out of the power 
ot interested individuals to tiim{)er with 
nndfree from the danger o f beingseriously 
affected by coinnrercial vicissitudes ; to 
this might be added the proceeds of the 
useful labour of chose citizens now, by 
means of banks, subiisth^oii the labour 
of their fellows. 

One of tlie’ worst evils flowing from 
our paper money and banking, is the 
introduclion anil support of a demora¬ 
lizing iiiid'ruinous system of credit, thgt 
now governs all business, and makes 
a game of hazard of (he pursuits of in¬ 
dustry.

At the Court of Common Council, on 
Thursday lost, Mr. CuAKOEft Peaxsok 
presented a petition from titbe potato 
saleameu, complaining of tbe-bodrmons 
expense attending the landing ®f pota- 
toes.jn the port of ILandun, which was 
referred to the Committee of General 
Purposesis 

. In our report of the proceedings of 
the Common Council; we merely .men¬ 
tioned the presentation of the petition. 
\Ve untjerstandi however, that the 
statement produced a considerable sen¬ 
sation. The petitioners complained £rst 
of the meiage, which was Is. 4cf. a ton. 
Anotlier item of whicb tiiey complained 
was the excessive nmoimt charged by 
the porters for landing the potatoes, who 
had a monopoly from the corjtoration. 
Every porter {)aya34h its. for his free¬ 
dom, besides other sums, amounting in 
all to from 45/. to ;0/., and for this he 
indemnifiea hiniself at the expense of 
the community. The ftetitioners stated, 
that in Liverpool, Hull, and other out- 
ports, potatoes could be landed for Is. 
a ton, and there Wns therefore no reason 
why more should be demanded in Lon¬ 
don. As the quantity of potatoes im¬ 
ported into London was not ]c.ss tlian 
-seventy thousand tons, liere was a bur¬ 
den on a necessary of life of 3,700/. for 
metage, , and 9,(.)l)0ii. for iiorterags, 
amounting in all to upwards of P2,000l.

“ because our debt is gone, and w-e have 
“ no fixed payments to make. The la- 
" bouring man will get throe quarters 
“ of a dollar instead of a dollar for 
" bis day's work; but he will get 
for that three quarters of a dollar, just 
“ as much meat, drink, aud clothing, 
“ as he can now get for a dollar. I need 
“ not tell yem this, who have so often 
“ ridiculed the notion, t/cat thi-. quuniittf 
“ (if money ought to he in pnpoi lion to 
“ the amount of pecuniary transact ions 
“ in a country ; hut it gives me [dea- 
“ sure to tell you, that this matter is 
" clearly imder-stood by every u-orhiiiy- 
“ wan in the UailedtStutcs of America ; 
“ while they all see, clearly, that it is 
“ they wlio have to kee[) the bankers, 
“ their clerks, their cfiririage.s, their fine 
“ hou.ses, and their expensive families. 
“ This being the case, 1 leave you to 
“ guess whether there be not a strong 
“ probability of the destruction of this 
paper-system.; and, if this destruction 
“ take place, let your Lord Altuorp 
look sharply about him." 

\ So say I, my lord. If that destruction 
should take place, you must look sharply 
about you. The commercial cities of 
the-United States of America are little 
less, closely connected with England 
than Liverpool is with, London. Cash 
payments in reality taking place there, 
would have more effect upon our pecu¬ 
niary coucetos, than the total abolition 
and prohibition of bank-notes in Scot¬ 
land and Ireland put together. Now, 
what would be the effect of a law to 
sufipress bank-paper in Iceland ? A 
great drain, upon the Jdanh of fSngland 
for gold Aad what the effect of that? 
A lesBemng of the quantity of bank car* 
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fency in circuhition. And what the 
eflfect of that ? A great and general low¬ 
ering of prices, And what the effect 
of that ? The taking away of the rem¬ 
nant of the estate.? of the landowners 
and giving them to the fandholders. 

This is, therefore, a matter of prodi¬ 
gious importance to Us. The distance 
of the United States is nothing. I need 
not tell your lordship how gretit, and 
how intimate, and how naturally and 
necessarily permanent the commercial 
connexion between the two countries is: 
I need not tell you thi.s, because you 
know it as well as 1 do j but I beg leave 
to remind you of iheffjvai drain upon the 
Banlcof Enylandy wiiieh must necessarily 
be occasioned by a return to specie cur¬ 
rency in America. Your lordship is, I 
trust, not of the Petkr M‘Cui.i.ocu 
school: you have too sound a head 
upon your shoulders to talk .about the 
advantages of a “ cheap currency, 
mon and to think that a nation can 
gain, and continue to be permitted to 
gain, by using paper, wliile its neigh¬ 
bours use gold. You must see, in 
short, that a portion of the real money 
now spread over the world, must be 
drawn to America to supply the place 
of a demolished pa})er-raoney : you must 
know, too, that that portion must be 
large: j'ou must know that the quantity 
will be in projiortion to the valuable 
things possessed and dealt in by the 
United States. And, therefore, you 
must know, that, in the case contem¬ 
plated, the drain upon England for 
specie must be very large, probably 
four times as large as the drain would 
be, in consequence of the abolition of 
a paper-money in Ireland. 

The warning of ray eorrespondertt, 
therefore, and his advice, that yon 
look sharply about you,” is by no 
means impertinent. For, I would beg 
leave to ask your lordship, how this 
great drain of specie from Eitglaml is to 
be met, except in one of two ways:

meeting IN THE COUNTY OF SUF- 
FOL«, relative to INGENOlARy 
FIRES. 

A meeting, convened for the purpose 
of taking into consideration the best 
muans to be adopted to check the pro¬ 
gress of incendiary fires, which have 
btely increased to an alarming extent, 
was neld on Tuesday last, at the Angel 
Inn, HalCsworth, pursuant to the fol¬ 
lowing requisition : 

“We, the tindersigned, owners and 
<< oecuplers of land Iti the Hundred of 
fr Blything and of the parishes adjoining, 
l^wiifg with horror the unparedleled 
atlK^ties lately committed by 8otiie| 
^ vdlanons incendiaries, give it as dor 
^ that no means should be left 


“ unttied to discoyler the offender or 
'* offenders . who have thus destroyed 
several stacks by fi.re. For that pur- 
pose, We give notice that a general 
“ meeting 5f the Hundred of tliytiling 
‘' will be held at the Angel Inn, in 
“ Halesworth, bh Tuesday, the 4. of 
* February next| for the purpose of es- 
“ tabllshing a committee, to inquire 
“ into the best mode of putting a stop 
“ to such horrors.” 

The requisition was .signed by Earl 
Stradbroke, Lord lluntingfieUl, Sir Tho¬ 
mas Gooch, and about ninety other gen¬ 
tlemen. 

Lord Stradbroke (having been re¬ 
quested to take the chair) ofiserved, that 
incendiary fires having prevailed in the 
county, the meeting was called with the 
view to adopt the most effectual mode 
to put a stop to them. Several plans 
had been proposed to clieck tlie evil, 
but lie suggested tliat a committee 
should be formed, with power to act as 
they might think proper; that they 
shouKd have permission to a/iply to Lon¬ 
don for the assistance of the police •, and 
should also consult with the magistrates 
in the county. He also recommended 
that the committee should be allowed 
to'expend any sum they might consider 
reasonable' for expenses, and rewards 
for apprehending‘incendiaries. As far 
as he was enabled to trace the cause of 
these incendiary fires, it was to be at¬ 
tributed to a bad and dangerous spirit of 
combination. Though only a few persons 
appeared to be concerned in thpse fires, 
it was well known that many manifested 
a different disposition than that of sor¬ 
row, when they witnessed these acts of 
destruction. (Hear, hear). 

SirTsoMAs Goocu said he was one 
Of tbbie gentlemen who subscribed to a 
reward for the discovery of the persons 
vvho destroyed Mr. JohnSon’s property 
by flro.

Lord IluNTiNGFiKi-D observed, that 
as he held a great stake in the county, 
lie begged to submit that a committee, 
consisting of about forty-five persons, 
should be appointed. That, uiulev tlie 
superintendence of vigilant, active offi¬ 
cers, a night patrol should be formed, 
or the pre.scnt cunstnijulary force in¬ 
creased, for those who were in office 
were a parcel of old vvonicn, and could 
only say bo to a goose. (A laugh). Any 
three of the committee should have 
power to appoint watchmen or extra 
constables. A book should be kept, in 
which the chief o^cer should enfer fhe 
natties of suspicious choj acterst and any 
suspitfiovs circumstances v:kich wighi 
occur in fiis district.

A charge bad been 
brought againi^ the whole body, and as 
yet t'w'O only of that body had vindicated 
themselves. He considered it but fair 
and right that they all should be allowed 
to vindicate fbeir conduct in that House, 
and they could only do so by adhering 
to the question before them.; He called 
upon the nolde Lord m name the indi¬ 
vidual, and be hoped the noble Lord 
■would answer to his call on the present 
occasion, o ■ ^ 

Mr. Hknby Grattan contended that 
the discussion ought to he allowed to 
proceed, since there was a charge 
against a member of that House. 
If it were not allowed to proceed, he 
should feel it his duty to move that the 
speech which coiitained the obnoxious 
passage should be read. 

Mr. SuEtn. Thcinoble Lord (Lord Al- 
thorp), in answer to a question put by 
the hon. and letiraed Member for Dul^ 
lin, ami put at his (M r. Sheil’s) instance, 
stated two things. He stated tliat no, 
Irish member who had spoken or voted 
against the Coercion Hill,: rnade any;

those which the Comml.ssi()ners attri¬ 
bute to a, labour-rate. Tfils favourable 
opinion has actually been re^dmed in the 
parish of FarnbarUj where an agreement 
vvas. frqai the very cpnimeucement, en¬ 
tered into, nrecisely in accordance with 
the provisions of the said bill.

PARISH OF FAiiNHAM, SUUREy. 

At a meeting of the Parisiv Vestry, 
in the Chnrch, this llliftieth (Idy'of 
October, 1833, convened {tCcording to 
an y\ct passed in thd fifty-cightli year 
of the reign of hiS late Majesty I^ing 
George the Third, intituled “ An Act 
for the Regulation of Parish Vestries;” 
for tlie ])urpose of making a Kate and 
entering into an Agreement solely for 
eii!j)loying or relieving the Poor, un¬ 
der an authority of an Act, intituled 
“ An Act for the better"'emplotnient 
of Labourers in Agricultnral parishes 
until the tWenty-Hfth dav of March, 

It is agreed by and between us the 
•undersigned (being three-fiinrths of the 
rate-payers of the parish, the votes be- 
iiig taken according tO the provisions of 
the first-mentioned Act) hs follows: 

First. That a rate of one shilling and 
sixpence in the pound shall be forthwith 
assessed by the churchwardens and over¬ 
seers on all persons rateabie to the re¬ 
lief of the poor in this parish, for the 
purposes of the last-metuioned Act, to 
be collected on tire seventeenth day of 
March, 1834. 

Second. That for every thirty acres 
of pasture, wood, or arable land, and 
for every six acres of hop-ground, the 
occupier shall find constant employ for 
0 one man before he \vill be permitted to 
work out his portion of the above fate; 
and that every individual who intends 
to avail himself of this privilege, must 
send to the guardian on Mohduy, the: 
11 . of November, a written statement 
ofthe quantity of land in ha occiiflaUbrt; 
specifying the number of acres m 
ground separately; apd also^thfe hirhes 
(and ages, if Uader tw'Piii'or 
above sixiy-fivc) of the labourers be- 
loiiging'to- the parish" Whom he employs 
on the said I'aud. He must afterwards 
give a week^ return of his labourers by 
name. And any pe^^oha re¬ 
turn of less land than He Occupies, Or 
who shall continue to neglect sending to 
the gnardian a regular weekly return of 


his labourers, shall forfeit bis claim to 
exemption from this rate. 

Third. Landiioiders who occupy less 
tbniri tlilrty acres of ariible, &e., or si.x 
.'icres of hop-ground, will be required to 
find employment for a labourer during a 
period of the time, priijrortionable tOthe 
qniintity of land which they hold. 

Fourth. That aH persons who are as¬ 
sessed to this fate, arid are not occu- 
piefS of larui, may participate in the 
benefit of the rate, by making terms 
.with any landholder who has previously 
complied with the conditions of this 
agreement, to work >put their rate for 
them ; and they mu-st then notify to the 
guardian tire nairie of the larrdholder by 
whom their rate is to he worked out, in 
order that it may pe placed to the said 
landholder's account. 

Fifth, 'riibse individuals shall be 
exempted froih this rate, who having 
the nUmbef of lahourers appoHioned to 
them agreeably to the before-inerition- 
ed scale, in regular employ during the 
time fVvr which this rate is made, shall 
also give further employ to such a nuin- 
ber as their proportion of the rate will 
maintain 5 and though they may . not 
have occasion for so many labourers as 
will work out their old rate, yet they 
will he exonerated from the payiivent of 
so much of it, aS the adaitioniil la¬ 
bourers they employ may entitle tbent 
to. And that for «adii additional la¬ 
bourer, the .landholder will be allowed, 
as foHoWs for bojrs ffoih tvvelye to 
fifteen years of age, 9s. fid. per week;

rCeive that, if ^ 
lition of tithes, they 
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call for giving up to the proprietors of 
the land and Hie houses, that which 
the'law has allotted to the whole people, 
and to tlie poor especially, as their only 
patriijiony. I, once before, oliservcd, 
as I shall now, that, for this matter to 
be rightly understood, the church' 
-wardens of some jiarish must go, on a 
Sunday morning at the time fpr going 
into church, atid, prevent force, if 
necetskty, all those tcko do not yield 
tithes or church-rates, to come into the 
church. This would bring ll»e question 
to issue in a plain conimpn-sense shape. 
The churchwardens would say to a poor 
man, who has iieiiher land npr house, 
and who pays no rates, “ You .have no 
“ right to enter here: the cliureh and 
churchyard belong to those who yield 
“ the tithes and pay the church-rates j 
ami as you neither yield the former 
“ nor pay the latter, you have no liglit 
to enter here.” This would bring the 
thing to a point; the people would 
plead tradition and custom ; and they 
might further plead the law ; but, be¬ 
fore they could clearly establish their 
right, they must go back to the origin 
of the church and the tithes, and then 
they would find, that both belonged to 
them, and to no proprietor whatsoever, 
and that they never did belong to any 
proprietor. 

But, they would find that the tithes 
were not estahlished solely for the pur¬ 
pose of providing religious instruction ; 
but also for the piirpose of providing 
fpr the wants of ;the destitute ■, and they 
would find that they were so provided 
for out of the tithes, until after that 
epo<;h:Whicii is called the “ Iteforma- 
tiorr,'* After that the tithes were 
taken by the clergy of this new church, 
and by.the aristocnicy, under the name 
of lay-impropriators, and applied solely 
to their own-uses; and a tax was lllid 
upon, jwoprieiors at large, to make pro¬ 
vision for the destitute, and to keep the 
churches in repair; anil hence came 
poor-r:*tes and church-rales. The thing 
was thus totally changed as to the pro¬ 
perty of the church and the poor} and 
all that reniaVned to the iat,ter were the 
edificS of the church, and the mere ser- 
performed by the minister, and the 


churchyard to he buried in. This new 
a|]plicatiun of the property has, in 
time, produced all that we now hear 
and hehold rit^kitive to the church. 
When ! first read tlie .History of Eng¬ 
land, I was very much astonished to 
perceive, that, in all, the contests be¬ 
tween the kings and the pope, that is 
to. say, between the kings and the 
clergy, the comiitoii people were always 
on the side of the latter. My Protestant 
edqcatirni made me indignant at this j. 
but, since 1 have obtained more infor¬ 
mation on tlie subject, 1 can see very 
good reasons for the conduct of the 
comnion people in these cases. The 
truth is, that the clergy were trustees for 
them; and the kings were always en- 
deavoui ing to get something from hoih. 

At last came the “ lieforuiutioih,” tis it 
is called ; and then the aristocracy took 
the abbey lands, and the much larger 
part of the tithes to themselves, and 
gave the rest to a married clergy. For 
about twenty years, they pretended 
still to give relief to the destitute out of 
the property lliat they had taken ; they 
then ceased to give any relief at all;, 
and, after a long and bloody struggle, 
or series of struggles of one sort or an¬ 
other, the aristocracy resorted to poor- 
rates and church-rates. 

But, now, a new state of things has 
arisen, 'i bis Protestant church was es-, 
tablished by law; hut law was not 
enough to knit the people to it. From 
mere habit; and, iiuleed, from the dread * 
of persecution for many years, they 
pretty generally adhered to it; hut, it 
luiving become totally separated fronr 
its main object and main business, the 
providing for the wants of the deMitule, 
it gradually, ceased to be a point on 
which the, people, would rally. They 
saw that they were no longer sharers in 
tire titlies; and, therefore, they look«d 
a great deal more to the poor-rates than 
tliey did to tlie church : the pqor-r.vte9 
were their compensation fpr the loss of 
their patrimony; and, as to reliyious 
instruction, lljey very soon began to 
think, that .they could provide better for 
themselves, the church .h^i«g noihing; 
at all belonging to it in the way of 
power, or even of doctrine and disci- 
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plitie, except that which had been 
created by act of Parliament. 

Hertce people separated from the 
church j hence all the different religious 
sects which we behold - and now, be¬ 
sides the universal feeling, that the 
tithes are of no use to any body but tlie 
tithe-owners, who took them away 
from the people in the manner that we 
have seen, there are the objections of 
the dissenters to contribute towards the 
maintenance of a religion which they 
not only do not profess, hut winch they 
express their disapprobation of, and 
from wltich they have dissented ac¬ 
cordingly. If the churchvvardens of a 
parish were to act o4Pa Sunday morn¬ 
ing, as above sujtfioseil, the conjplaint of 
the dissenters would be of a different 
description from that of the poor of the 
parish, who chose to go to churcli ; or 
rather, that conduct in the churchward¬ 
ens would fully warrant the complaint 
which the dissenters now make. Their 
complaint is this; that they are com¬ 
pelled to yield tithes, and pay church- 
rates for the inaiutenance of religious 
teachers, and for the carrying on of the 
affairs of a religion from which they 
dissent, ami of which they disapprove. 
It is very difficult to (iiul an ansaer to 
them, if you contend, that the esta¬ 
blishment is for the purpose of religious 
instruction. IP, indeed, you .say ; 
“ These tithes arc a parcel of property ; 
“ they are held by certain j>ersons who 
“ hold them according to law, and those 
“ who hold ll»e property are to have it ; 
“ let the religion of the ])eople be tviiat 
“ it may if you say this, then the 
answer is, that the law ought to be al¬ 
tered; but, if you contend, that the 
establishment is, For the purpose of giv¬ 
ing religious instractibn to the people, 
then you must allow, that those who 
receive no such iiistiuciion, and can re¬ 
ceive no such instruction, ami who pro¬ 
vide religious instruction for themselves; 
you must allow, that they have a good 
and well-founded objection to yield 
tithes, or to pay church-rates. 

Thisistbequestion now; and tltisques¬ 
tion must be decided before a very long 
time shall have passed over our heads. 
The dissenters object to the tithes on 


the grouiid that I have stated ; but tin? 
chttrch-people ol»ject to them also, 
upon the ground that they have been 
diverted from their original purposej 
iind also, that they are taken by men 
Who do nothing in the way of 
ing religious instruction. Tiiejif com¬ 
plain, in fact, that they have no church; 
that the tithes are applied to quite 
other purposes. They complain, be¬ 
sides, that they tire a /linderanee to im¬ 
provement in dgricnllurc, in which re¬ 
spect I totally disagree With them ; and 
I have, in many instances, endeavoured 
to elicit the facts and arguments, upon 
which is founded this accusation against 
the payment of tithes. Before I go 
further, it will be best to insert here, for 
your perusal, tirst, the complaints of 
the DissKNTKus; and, next, the com¬ 
plaints of (he CtiUHCfi-i’EOPLK. The first 
is a paper put forth by the “ Ciimmitle^ 
of Protestant dissentersf who hold 
their meetings at 'No. 16., Bedford-row, 
London ; and the second is a pctitkin 
from the inhabitants of the parish in 
which I myself was born, and in whieli 
petition the complaints of the church- 
people are Set forth in the citing of a 
case', the facts of which are indubitable, 
and the bare stalcmeiu of which must 
make every man say. This sluinieful 
abuse ougiit no longer to e.xist. 

COMPLAINTS OF DISSENTERS. 

BRIEF STATEMENT OF THE CASE OF 
PRO rESTANT DlhSEN I’ERS. 

The Commit'ee of Deputies of the 
Three D.moininations of Dissenters, 
Presbyterian, Independent, and Bap¬ 
tist; with Dcpulaiions from the ge¬ 
neral body of Ministers, from the 
Protestaut Society for the protection 
of Religious Liberty, and from the 
United Secession Presbytfery of Lou¬ 
don ; having formed themseh'es into 
B “ United Committee to consider 
“ the Grievances under which'Dis- 
senters now labour, With a viiw to 
“ their Redress”; think it expedient 
to state the present le^al position of 
Protestant Disseritets,' and some of 
the Eeasons and Pfin<;iples on which 
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the CommiUea recormneHd united 
afTfdi'Cutionti lo the legislarare ft)r 
..relieft ■ ^ 

Religious liljerty has been hmmght to 
its present f'at’^ourable state by the slo'.v, 
but certain, advancement of society in 
knovvledga, truth, and justice. And tite 
remoral of 'penal Matutes? affeeting reli¬ 
gion, from the cotlo bf our country, fwl 11 
show tire extent of t hose improycaients 
wbich have been successively effected 
by liberal and cuUghtenefl poliovi 

Nonconformity had its origin in the 
principles njaihtaiaed and acted upem at 
the Keformirtioo; principles of the 
high^’I^Jpnvtanec to the true prospe¬ 
rity of states, uiul the Icgiitiniiate inte¬ 
rests of religion. These prirteiples re¬ 
spect the sole and exclusive sufficiency 
of the Holy Scriptiux-Sj the right of ail 
inen to judge for,thttinselvos in the in¬ 
terpretation and: use iof that Divine 
standard, and: the correlative right to 
act according to their judgment in mat¬ 
ters of religion, so long as its exercise 
interfeces not w ith the right of others. 
As such rights do not originate in hii- 
inan laws, ao human laws can justly 
abridge them. 

The exertion of political power for 
0 the suppression of error, or iheesla- 
blishmentof truth, is presumptuous and 
unjust. To the exercise of this power 
there are no defimble limits; and it 
iava^iably^ S£!Cuiari«fs every Ibrm of 
ChtiEtianity with which it is associated. 

Whenever the.! authority of law is 
brought tOi bear on the promotion pr 
the suppuefsion of tlteological opiuions 
and ;pianS ydf ecclesiastical polityj it 
must operate injuHously, whether by 
rewards or penalties. .One religious 
denominatioo is unjustly exalted* while 
tlie members of oilier dettomiuations,' 
equnlly eiitii^ed to the esteem and coiHi 
fiileti ce; ? oFitheiir tfellow-suly ects#:: sbec 
unjustlyjd^pnBSSjpd. - 

A deep , impression felt by the com* 
mittec hasp impellefl tliem. thus to slate 
their.: prmciple^ion this ptimary ground 
of rrf||ioi^in0nQq!hfo;ranit^^ They have 
speedife j^rfeyaueea of which to coni- 
plain^ and . the e;\rly removiil of which 
^ they anticip^e bn the ground of im- 
pa^tial’ jultlce; but they feel that it 


would be a violation of their duty, did 
tiiey not expregs their conscientious 
uhjection to the til!ialice Of any eccle¬ 
siastical systems with tiie civil power, 
and their conviction, that till religious 
detiomiiiattoos should be left to their 
own resources atltl arraiigcments. 

Having recorded their deliberate and 
solemn testirobhyi they leave the de¬ 
cision of the great question to the pro¬ 
gress of events and the determination of 
an enlightened k'gislatnre, under the 
providence of the Mtjst High. 

Tiie committee now proceed (o st.ite 
the practical grievances, which directly 
press on Protest;^ dissenters and re¬ 
quire immetliate iwrcss.. 

l. The want of a legal registration 
of birdts, mnrriaijes, and di'aUts, 
without .submitting to reTigioii.s 
rites to whioti they conscientiouvly 

ohjecl.—Toe vitlidily given to the 
parochial regi-sters, while those of 
disseiKers are rejected, has created 
invidious distinctions, nnd .subject¬ 
ed the whole disstmting body to 
great inconvenience, ami in some 
cases to ])ositive wrong. As all 
regi.strations of h.aptism are defec¬ 
tive, not being evidcnccof the time 
of birth, and as many hundred con¬ 
gregations of nonconformists do 
not j)ra(*ti.se infant baptism, and 
conseqnenlly cannot avail them- 
selves, even of a baplismal regis¬ 
ter, some comprehensive measure 
of a civil, and not religious cha¬ 
racter, is absohilely necessary to 
place all the subjects of the em- 
jdre upon afomirrgof just equality, 
and to furnish an efficient regis¬ 
tration of births, marriages, and 
death*, for the Whole community.

Is* it reasonable, on 
any principle of ju.stice. or of 
policy, that those’ Who cannot 
conscientiously vvor-^liip at the 
altars of the esttiblisbed church, 
sbouhi be co.nj^lled /a contribute 
la her expenditure^. Is not this as 
degrading (o her sup]>ortiefsi*:;|i3 it- 
is unriglu«fou8 to those vvho dissent 
from her elaims? Is not the dig¬ 
nity of religion best consulted, when 
its professors render voluntary ho¬ 
mage to its princlplas, and present 
free-will offerings for.its support fn 
Such is the ca.se which tVie conaitBitt®®'? 
present to the consideration of their 
friends througlioat the cuuntry, that 
measures uiixy be adopted for effec.tiv*e 
co operation in bringing the claims of 
dissenters before the attention of the 
legi-slatuve. (’onvinced that their cause 
is founded on trutli and justice, they 
are assured, from the loyalty and pa¬ 
triotism of dissenters, that no means 
will be employed by them fof the ac- 
complisimjent of their object, but such' 
as are in accordance avitii the principlesi 
of the British constitutionv'and the hal¬ 
lowed dictates of Christianity.

4. Res}iecting tlie fourth objection, 

1 haveouly to remark, that being igno¬ 
rant of ihe measures vvhieb will be pro¬ 
posed on tiie. subject of the, jmor-law 
ajnondnieat*. I cannot tell in Wdiat man¬ 
ner the r-e?»euactinent of tlie Agrieulfucal ’ 
Labour-rate Act would iuleifeic. Bat 
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I believe It Wrould-not imptise uny nddi- 
tiunal tlifficulty, at ;ttiy rate^ 'if the trial 
were litiitced to another- rear; at the 
same itiHiei think it might safely be re¬ 
sorted to as a valuable temporary tuea- 
suroinconjunclkmwitliAvliateyerHlter'- 
atioti tlt)B legislaluriei might-; deem it 
advisable toruiiike iu’tlie pi'eaent'sjstem 
of tlie poor-laws. 

If 1 have been enabled to satisfy Yo sr 
lordship that the sweeping dcrmticiuiioii 
whieh tlie Poor-Law Commissioners 
have levelled against the laljour-rate 
systena, is iwt warraiiied by experienee ; 
baton the contrary, tlvat its legiiiinale 
tendency is «/ioflys to produce conse* 
quences highly heneiicial to all parties, 
wiihoiit inflicting injustice upon any, 1 
shall not consider my time to have been 
thrown away. 

By reference to the extracts from the 
correspondence on the subjectnf lahour- 
rates, pub!i;died by authority of the 
commissioners, yonr lordsldp will per¬ 
ceive, that ! am corroborated in all the 
statements I have made in favour of the 
system : the same good eflects htiving 
been experienced in other parishes, 
where labour-rates have been trietl on 
principles similar to the Farnhani ttgree- 
itieiit, at least, inasmuch as those prin¬ 
ciples have been adhered to. 

Assuming that the foregoing obiervfi- 
tions are founded in truth, it only re¬ 
mains for me to impress upon your 
lordship’s notice the expediency of re¬ 
enacting the permissive act now in« 
force, intituled, “ An Act for the better 
“ Euqiloyment of Labourers in Agricul- 
“ tural Parishes,” &c. with such neces¬ 
sary amendments as may be required. 
X humbly submit that the bill brought 
before ParHinient last Session by the 
Duke of Richmond, for the purpose ol 
explaining and amending the said act, 
would in great measure accomjilish the 
desired ends. At the sametime J think 
it will require a lUtle alteratibn. : First, 
that a clause be inserted ’permitliny rate¬ 
payers not having lajjd to transfer the 
working out of their Ittbonr-ratej and 
secondly, that the sisith cktise slioold 
be altogether oihitledi It eaaclSf, That 
“ Itarish shall be deeihdd and taken 
“ to be an agricultural parish for the

I lie first place, that the consent of a 
majority of three-fburths of the rate- 
pay cr.s then present in vestry duly con¬ 
vened for the |>urjlose shall W obtained 
before any agreement can be entered 
into ; and secondly, that w/tlce shall be 
given for three successive Sundays pre¬ 
vious to the holding siich meeting ; this 
ensures due publicity. Thus it is im¬ 
possible for any agreement to be made 
which the majority then present may 
consider detriuieiitai to their' interests ; 
such majorily it may reasoudbly be pre¬ 
sumed will consist Of those rate-payers' 
who constitute the majorily of the pa¬ 
rish.- In parishes where a large (say 
the larger) p irtioii of the rates is paid 
by persons who are not ngrieohuriSk, 
it is manifest, that no plan could be 
carried into execution which-Would bear 
injuriously upon those partitis (they be¬ 
ing the majority); whow-ouhl naturally 
be on the alert to protect their own 
interests. The first clause therefore 
affords ample security to the whole body

LOCAL TESTAMENTARV COURTS. 

T is understood that an extraordinary 
measure is now in preparation, which, if 
c irried into a law, will ]>ruduce the most 
atarmlng alfcrations in the existing mode of 
preserying wills, and (if taking out probates- 
and letters of admlnistratiuii in every part bf| 
this kingdom, not comprised within the pre- 
oinctKol the metrupolis. j'his bill is said to 
co>D.teinplate, in the first place, the i(nmedi>ate' 
mmovai to Loudon of all original wills, from 
the places where they are now deposited 
throughout the several counties of England 
and \Vales; and to provide that in future all 
such instruments siiall be regularly trans-^ 
I'uittcd to Doctors* Commons, to be there i 
perpetually retained. Consequentily, if this 
measure he successfal, persons fiving at a 
distance from the (capital would be precluded, 
in-future, trom obtaining authentic informa- 
tioq- as to the etmteuts of any -vriU in which 
they may be interested, uuUss they submit 
to tbe^iucoiiveuieace and expense of ^ourueys 
to and from tuwQyor pav an agent spectaBy 
employed for the purjawe. Thus, in ^her 


ca^, tltey ynust incur heavy charges not 
hirtierto‘ iin'j'Kiletl on individuals resilient iri 
the counlry, and from which the inhabitahts 
t>f thcTtietrcipOlis Would 4)0 altogether free. 
How-are tlie probates and -letters of adinhiis- 
iraltisti aoViually taken out at short distances 
front-the homes of‘the‘pBi'hesy through the 
iostruidputality of the local tribunals, to be 
obtained<by country families under the new 
liill Itis impniS'blfc to devise any machinery 
for thfe accomplishment of this object, that 
will not vCry coiisulerably increase the rate of 
etpensC which it now requires.■ 

It. was stated in evidence before the Ec¬ 
clesiastical Commissioh'efs, as well as before 
a Com’iiiittee of the House of Commons, that 
wills have been proved at Doctor^’-Coinmous 
of persciuS actually living when the proliates 
were taken out; and that letters of adminis¬ 
tration have been granted to persons (laving 
-no title thereto, upon the .wurUies nf men of 
straw. By stratagems of tb s kind gre-at 
frauds have been perpetrated. Can it be 
doohted that the proposed system uj having 
all the country bnsine.ss transacted through 
that i'ourt, but at various and remote distances 
from it, would suggest irresistible temptations 
for new frauds of a still more forinidahlc 
character .* 

By reason of the present state of the law 
with respect to Oona notnbilid, and’of the fact 
that the great massof the personal property of 
the kingdom is centred in the hieiropolis, 
probates or admiuivtrations appertaining to 
effects of large amount arc now usually taken 
out at Doctors’Commons : white those dis¬ 
posing of personal chattels of small amount 
are for tlie most jiart taken out in the cminlry, 
’I'lic former arc not often under the stim of 

I, 0(l0f. ; the latter very seldom exceed that 
sum. The annual number of probates'and 
administtations taken out in tiie country 
r-jurts is about twenty-four tboHsaud ; and of 
these, twelve thousand five hundred are under 

J, 000i., Seven thousand are under 200/, and 
four thousand seven hundred are absolutely 
under lOOf. Therefore the new bill is de¬ 
signed to impose iip-in the small properties of 
the country, a new species af taxation, which 
is nutto he levied on the riches of the higher 

1 orders ! — abd for what pur|)oSe ? 'Siini)1y that 
I the Prerogative Court may monopolize all the 
testamentary jurisdieliou now distributed over 
the face of the kingdom. 

By way; of finding a pretext for this un¬ 
warrantable innovation ui>on the ancient 
usages of the realm; the report of the Eccle¬ 
siastical Commissioners, who seek the ag- 
graudiaement of the metropolitan 'Court, has 
charged the local tribunals with ignorance 
and carelessness iu making grants of probate 
or administration. But even those commis¬ 
sioners have-not Beiii able*-to found that 
charge-upon a tfingle statement of Tact. It 
was necessary to i^ir purpose ta anuibilatc 
thelucal tribunals; and, acting in judges iti 
their own cause, they have pronounced these 
testablisbmeuts guilty, withunt callseig for any 
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defeace^ or bftviag before them even 
shadow of any evidence to justify their eeil- 
teuce.

every point of view be atteoded with {^reat 
iiicouveuience and expense to all persons 
resident in the country parts of England and

(Kbsolotions :) — 1, That the charges 
brought against the local courts of testaiHeut' 
ary jurisdiction in the report of the Ivcclesi- 
astical Cnmmissiotiers, dated tlie 15. of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1B32, are founded on tlie mere unsup¬ 
ported opinions of iudividuals nut having 
actual pcrsotal knowledge on the subject, and 
whose evidence would, on that accouut alone, 
he iiiadiiiissible in any.cuurt of justice in this 
kingdom. 

2. That it is shown by the evidence of the 
Solicitor to the Bank of England, that the 
Prerogative Court of the Province of Canter 
bury li.is already exceeded it.s jurisiliction in 
those cases, where the alleged honu nolabilia 
consisted solely ol slock in the Public Funds ; 
although it would appear that the title to 
such stuck follows the person of tlie testator, 
and, therefore, lliat the grant of the couivtry 
courts as to such stock would lie perfectly 
valid. Hence, it follows, that the due autho¬ 
rity of the eoiuifry courts has been already iiir 
vadid ; aud tliat, instead of being further li- 
initi'd, it ought to be fully protected by clear 
dehoitiuu of the law upon this subject. 

3. Tbatif tlie legislature cuusider the country 
courts now existing to require cuusolidatiun. 
or iinpruvenient, we hereby pledge ourselves 
to render all the assistance in our power, in 
order to etlVet those olijects, and thus to in¬ 
crease as uiucb as possible the manifold edr 
vantager which local: tribunals for the aUmi- 
iiistraciou of justice inevery shape are calcu¬ 
latedto coiifer upon the people of this kingUoni. 

4. Thai if any such local estahlislinieuts he 
in want ofsuitahle depositories lor rlie safe cus¬ 
tody of willsj and for allowing easier access to 
the same, we hereby resolve that suclt depo-. 
situijes and facilities of refemtee shall be.pru- 
vided without auy expense jtothe country. 

5. That the committee do meet from time to, 
time, ill order that they may Brmly resist any 
clauses, in the proposed hill which may teuu 
to iuipaif iheeilicacyuf theiocal testamentary 
tribunals, and St) to/ditninish the great ,public 
advantage of brioging houje justice in a cheap 
aud cuaveuieut'form to every man’s door.

This is a very cu¬ 
rious thing; it is as iritercsiing a point 
in the history of mankind as any that 
that history, presents. It shows that,

Who, tb.at recollects the state of Eng¬ 
land fifty years ago, as 1 do, can h*!lp 
being astonished, when he carries him¬ 
self buck to tbatperiod} can heljxbeitig 
astonished at the present universal out¬ 
cry against the tithes ! Why, the tithes 
used to be taken generally in kind; 
the tithes used to be taken out of the 
fields of my father, and carried to the 
parsonage-barn, without our thinking 
that there was any thing unjust in the 
thing; and so far, in our particular 
case (and it was tlie general case in a 
large parislv), were we from feeling hos¬ 
tility towards the tithe-owner (a lay 
impropriator, too), that I have been 
sent, many a time, when we were in a 
hurry to carry ti field of corn; tp itick 


the houghs into the cocks or the shocks, 
while the old hobbling tithing-man, by. 
moving about the field a little, counted 
the shocks, or tlte cOcks, and pointed 
out thi>se into which I was to stick the 
boughs. What a change! Now, all 
is has.tility betweea the parties; all is 
grudging on one side, and greediness on 
the olhei:. By degrees the tithes haVe 
become commuted aU over the king¬ 
dom ; and it i.s thi.s circumstance, added 
to the shameful pluralities, and conse¬ 
quent non-residence, that has been the 
cause of the overtiirow of the church ; 
or, rather, they hav^e been the cause of 
alienating the at'achuieiit ofthcpeople 
to it; and have marked it out as a some¬ 
thing to be sacrificed to the money- 
monster created by the French war. 
While tithes were taken in kind, tlie 
parson had his foot U|)on the land ; his 
right was not only not disputed, but it 
was obvious i it was visible to all eyes; 
and, ubserye, he had lubouftrs to em- 
jiluy in the thrashing and carting, and 
the foddering of cattle ; and he was a 
good employer, because, his corn was 
constantly going to the market, and he 
had constantly the means of employ¬ 
ment and of pay ment. lie must be a 
v'ery unobserving man, a very poor 
feelosaferf vvlio does not know liow 
rtiucii more willingly men part with 
tiieir produce, or their goods, tlian they 
part with money. It is very curious, 
but it is very true, that a man ihiiiks very 
little about paying you a sum, if you 
will take it out in goods. How rejoiced 
I should be if Lord Ai.tiiorp would 
take my sliare of the taxes out in books.

more than one half Of thfetti are withOaS^ 
resident tacwjnt^tS j and, if we incllldfe' 
one half of the parishes that havehecn 
what is called united., -^ shall fih^, that 
two thirds of the parisftes are wiihont’ 
resident'irtcumbents; a Fourth part, per¬ 
haps, without any resident clergymahi 
at all; and is it not equally notorious that 
there are thousands of parsons each of^ 
whom has more than one living ; is it 
not also notoriomthat those who do the. 
work oi the church have hardly a bare 
sufficiency to eat and drink; is it not 
notorious that, while tltcre are bishop* 
rics worth from ten to forty thousand a 
year, one flaiilion and six hundred thou¬ 
sand pounds have, within the last thirty 
years, been voted imf the taxes on our 
malt, soap, candles, sugar, &c., “for 
“ the relief of the poor clergy of this 

chftreh” •, is it not notorious that 
many of the present beneficed clergy 
received militari/ and naval half^pny 
for many years, and tlie income of their 
benefices at the same time; and is it 
not notorious that, in Ireland, the case 
is still more llagrant than it is here ? 
How, then, do the parsons fulfil the 
pronnses made at their ordination ? 
How do they obey the injimctions of the 
apostles : “ Preach the w’ord ; be instant 
“ in season, out of season ; reprove, re- 
" buke, and exhort with all long-suffer- 
“ ing and doctrine.'’ Tlie apostles tell 
(he teachers to teach publicly, “ froin 
“ house to house ; to show themselves 
“ in all things patterns of good works; 
“ to be exaiDples in word, in cotiversa- 
" lion, in charity, in faith, in purity; 

“ to warn every man, to teach every 
“ man in wisdom, thUt they may pre- 
“ sent every man perfect in Jesus 
“ Christ.” The teachers of the Gospel 
are called ambassadors, stewards, shep¬ 
herds, watchmen, guides, lights, ex- j 
amples. But how are they to be any' 
of these, if they seldom or never see any 
of those whom they have pledged thetn- 
selves to teach ? 

This settles the matter as to the 
church as it now stands ; and then, the 
next question is, Can it be restored to 
what it ought to he t If It could be, 


do not perceive it, it is a serious change 
to the country ; a serious chUnge to the 
fbur hundred and sixty-five parishes of 
Devonshire, for instance j to the six 
liuhdred aud^ twenty-Uine parishes of 
Lincoln, ’the Seven'hundred and thirty- 
one parishes OF Norfidk, the four hun¬ 
dred ahdeleven parishes of Kent; a se¬ 
rious change to take dWay omlitUe gen- 
tietnan out of every one of these |)arisTi es. 
No hamti tef take away from the parishes 
the lireserit miserable curates, perhaps; 
but a serious thing to order, by law, 
that there never shall be these litide re¬ 
sident gentry again; ami a serioustbing 
even now to exiitiguish inenuibents, re¬ 
sident as well as non-resident, for ever. 
Religion has nothing at all to do with 
this question ; it is a question of pro¬ 
perty, and property only. My Lord 
Althobp has intimated tliat he is going 
to propose a commutation; that is to 
say, to make the. tithes an affair of niere 
money. Tliis scheme may be enacted j 
but acts of Parliament can be repealed, 
or altered, and when once this becomes 
a matter of mere money, it will be, and 
must be, viewed as a and being 
viewed as a tax, that tax will be a thing 
to be repealed as much as the malt, nr 
any other taxes. The properig will be 
gone. It will not only have changed 
its cliaracter and its nature, but it will 
□o longer be considered as property. 
Once dissevered from the land, it be¬ 
comes a tax ; and there can be no earthly 
reason produced, after this change in its 
nature, for the continuation of it. The 
dissenters will assert, and with reason, 
that it is a tax for purposes, the benefits 
of which they do not share. They al¬ 
ready petition, ex[>ressly, for #n exemp¬ 
tion from church-rates, tih the ground, 
that the churches are of no use to them, 
and thdt they build and repair tlieir 
own churches. I believe that, they will 
carry this point j and, if they^do, what 
reason is there to be fouild fbjf reqtfiiing 
them to pay that which Will fealFjir and 
truly^ a tax to suppOtt chardh par¬ 
sons.'

On the High Sheriff puttittg the peJ

H. Stoddy, Ksq., stood forward, and 
was received with the warmest accla¬ 
mations. He said, having been long a 
practical agriculturist,• I appear here 
to-day for the purpose of supporting the 
petition (Put on your hat), in order that 
1 may do my part in gtitting ri(l of that 
tyrannical practice which has hitherto 
been exercised over us, in the spoliation 
of our pi O|terty, by taking away the 
tenth of our capital and of ouriiulrtstr)'. 
It has been held out to you, that if the] 
landlords succeeded with tills c mniutn- 
tion, tiie Avhole of the difference will goi 
into their pockets; that I tleny (hear, 
hear), most positively deny. (Cheers) 

I have been a practical agricuUnrist for 
tliirty j'ears, for the purpose of iinprov- 
Ing my laiid, and 1 have experienced the 
robbery and spoliation of the system, in 
the biking aivay of tlie tenth of .the 
crops which have been produced by the 
care and ihdnstry of my self and tenants. 
'J'hat never wiis the intention of the 
tithe laws; bO they established eight 
hundred yeai'S ago, or w hen thOy might, 
their object was to maintaiu the clergy, 
and also the fabric of the cliurOh, anti 
also the poor (Hear, hear). The poor 
have been thrown upon the land } the 
church has been .supported by a Sepa¬ 
rate tax ; and the clergy have appro¬ 
priated tke whole teiiih. These were 
the abuses' that 'had ' crept in. Mon^‘ 
paytnents w*ere honV rtiade for that that 
was original(y estabHshed before nipdey 
was known. (Hear, hear). I frdk the 
abuse will not laSt mdeh fdogfer (hear) ;

B^as brought up in the early paht of my 
life in fevtilfftidn :■ I’spcni three years in 
the* American vCai, and have seen many 
persons who siapporteil this doctrine of 
tithes, falling before ptiblic opinion, and 
compelled to retire tp Etigland, anti live 
as pensioners bn the British nation. Mr. 
Stucldy then went In to a feeling picture 
of liis own situation as a tithe-payer, 
every thing was taken in kind from 
hinii. This iu' the parish of Stoke 
Gabriel, a pecaliar parish, for they had 
lost their yicarage-iiouse.; aud though 
ilsey paid four or five hundred a 
year for the parson, all the benefit they 
iiad fr()m him Was wliep he caihe over 
once a week to; preack to them ; but 
one of the greatest grievances was this, 
that the mail who took his titlie wa.s a 
middleman, a class that had proved the 
greate.‘it curse of Iceland, living in 
Exeter, who had the lease of the great 
tithes,wliilst the vicar, who had the 
siniill tiilie.'i, wa.s- compelled to make 
the most of it, and they wore ground in 
every way. The hon. Gentkuiiatj was 
imderstond to .say, that he had taken 
every pains to come to a just comptjsi- 
hut could not succeed ; and be¬ 
cause he would not give way, he had 
now to pay every thing'in kind, and 
even the tenth egg was taken aw^ay from 
him. (Hear, hear). He condemned the 
bill of the last sesion, because itwas not 
final j for, under that, at the end of 
ttvfeuty- one years, the pa^et would be 
lighle to a new valuation, which would 
then be a direct tax upon the cnltiva- 
tlon and improvement.

abuse of every thing tending re¬ 
store that liberty to Etigland. ‘‘Ybu 
recollect this, and also, that I concluded 
with exhorting ydti idbt to suffer a little 
knot of political intriguers to obtain a 
mastership amongst yoii, and then to 
Ztftnrfr/oMOBer to the TIllNG. 

3. In spite of this vVarning, solemn 
as it was, the intriguers have, I sec, 
pretty nearly effected their purpose;

3. You have been " lectured " on the 
qualities and powers of _(/n,s, of s/enni, of 
iialcr, of ivindy and of various other 
elements, simple and compound ; but, j 
your Scotch lecturers have taken spc-l 
cial care never to advert (o the qualities| 
and jiowers of paper-money, a thing, 
however, which affects you, and every 
other creature in the community, more 
closelif tlian you can be affected by any 
other thing oil earth ; begause it imme¬ 
diately relates to the means which are 
absolutely necessary to sustain you in 
existence. I will endeavour to sup|>ly 
this deficiency ; apcl let me beg of j oa, 
not to believe l)r. IliUKpiccK and Mr. 
UuoooriAM, if they should tell you, that 
you have nothing to do with paper- 
money, while as they say, you are 
deeply interested,in “ |he. f/ieor?/ of the 
winds” and in the “procreativeJacul~ 
ties,*’ of docks, thistles, cockle, and 
nettles. There is a man now working 
for me, who ha.s a SAFFRON^IyAnoEN 
bank note, which he had, poor fellow, 
saved to pay his rea? with ! What is 


this ])oor man to dp ? What is the 
theory of the Wind^*’; What are the 
qualities and povver^'hf giis and steam 
add Water and wind to Tiitn, eompared 
with'the qualities hhd |‘)Owers of p^pfer- 
mqney ? England, onfch happy* fthd 
plentifiil England, contains, at tms 

meut, hundreds of^thousand^6t^en''‘0S 
Womeri in a sta^elike this; atulfhl^ 
sands Upon t||0Uiiaht1S in a great dent 
worse statd';, oldj uien, bid wonient 
widows,orphans, vvho have, in the 
twinkling of an eye, been reduced from 
competence to pauperism; aiid solely 
through the means of the accursed 
paper-niOuey ; a cur.?e, which, like the 
pestilence, is no respecter of persons; 
it .spares neither high nor low ; ileUision 
marches in its front, and general de¬ 
struction comes close upon its heels. 

4. You have seen, and, indeed, 

the effects of the stoppage of only six 
banks (out of seventy) m London ; and 
of about a AtfMdrcd (out of eiykt hun¬ 
dred) m the country. What would 
you have seen and felt, if the whole had 
stopped ! This was not only possible ; 
but this is what must have t.aken place, 
if one-pound notes from the Bank, and 
other measures the most extraordinary, 
liad not been resorted to. If it hatl 
taken place, there would, at t!ie ehd of 
four days, have been, w’ilhin live miles 
of St. 1 ‘aux/s, more than half a miliion 
of people wiiliout bread to put in their 
mouths ! Is not this a matter, then, 
that concerns every man 1 Ought we 
not to inquire, whether ihepf/per-/»f ney 
be a tlting necessary in a country ? Ought 
vve not to inquire,icAi /have it at ali^ 
Ouglit we not to inquire, w-Ae/Acr we can 
get rid of the desolating curse, more de¬ 
structive far than war and pestilence, 
and than any famine, except tiuit famine 
which paper-rnoney itself juTuluces ? 

5. IVhen a thing produces such enor¬ 
mous evils ; when such ma.sses of hu¬ 
man misery are scew to proceed imme¬ 
diately from the paper-money; when 
you can speak to scarcely any min, not

facture in periods when the demand,

REFOHM in the POOR-LAWS. 

[from a Corresp<fn<lml.) 

Last Wt'drie^ilay evening Mr. J. H.' 
Elliot, from London, a gentleman of 
hnown respectablUty, delivered a Lec¬ 
ture to the member.s of the Mechanics’ 
Institute in Norwich, oh the above sub¬ 
ject, anil detailed the plan for reforming 
the poor-IavVa, which Ministers intend 
bringing forward ‘in tbe,present session 
*of Pul liamc,nt. We have, been inforhied, 
on very e.vcellent authority, that .there' 
is no question us to the correctness of 
his triforniatipn, vyhicipwe have reaspn 
to believe has hceh received ‘ directly 
from One of the 'PooprLaw Commis¬ 
sioners. The propoised reform 1$ cer¬ 
tainly a most Sweeptrig one; 'but not 
more sweeping ihah necessary. If car¬ 
ried into effect, we are strangely mis¬ 
taken if paUipers will not soon be .as uii- 
comrhnn as they were fifty years agOj 
and if the same disgrace will not be at¬ 
tached to receiving parochi-il allowance, 
as was once attached to it in the esti- 
matiou of our rural population. We are 
happy to find that it comprehends al| 
those essential cli.anges winch we Have' 
so loiig Contended tor, which we%ere 
amongst thp first to suggest, and with- 
out which We are sure ho real reliM<v' 
improvement cah eVer be eiperienceff.: 
The dilficuUies with which the slibjeht 
had always'appeared enveloped, in oiif ' 
opinion, disappear before if. Its prac-; 
ticability and efficiency most, we thinlc, 
appear obvious to every one who has 


thought deeply on the matter ; atid' we 
are snfeits tiecessity cannot be di^jfited.

The lectoifer coftinqenced by noticing 
the article in the (^Uarlerty Iteviev^ and 
from whihh ah’ ejltract appeared in onr 
last, and said He was much gratified that 
the subject liad been brought before tb& 
world on such authority. The poor- 
laws, he stated, originated with Henry 
the Eighth, and. were soon after ex¬ 
tended by Elizabeth j but provision was 
then only made fof the sick, the old, 
and the infirm; and it was not until the 
year 1793, in the time of Mr. Pitt, tliat 
tiie plan bf redneing wages and making 
them up out of the parish-rates was in¬ 
troduced. He was quite aware that he 
sbould make .some rather sta>®i*g pro¬ 
positions ; but the present laws were 
quite unsuitable to the preseht age, ami 
instead of p'romOtitig tbe happiness of- 
the greatest nutt'iber, they had an efTect 
quite the reverse. ItWas right that there 
slibnld be sbeh an in.stitution for the re¬ 
lief of hitligeht persons, as would pre- 
vehf tlieur from starvation, when not ’ 
able to support themselves ; but it w'as 
ordained that man sliould live by the 
sweat of bis brow, and each was bound 
to provide for himself when no longer 
able to work, W'hich would be done if a 
Comfortable asylum in the workhouse 
did not form part of their expectations. 
If four htiiifs’labour was enough to ob¬ 
tain food and clothing for the present 
timej or if four days in the week would 
do it, the obligation to work the other 
part of the tirrie was too often forgotten, 
the labbufefs calculating that the poor- 
laws lyould supply their iVStots when¬ 
ever there was a necessity.

A reform in tlte poor-laws would be 
one of the first subjects to which t^ 
legislature would turn its attention in 
the present session of Parlinment, and 
from the astounding mass of evils etin- 
nected with tto ipresent syateni, col¬ 
lected by the Poos-Law Commissmiaers, 
if jHToperly supiwrted by the people put i 
of doors, he had no doubt but, these 
evils would be efifectually reformed. 
There was no doubt buttbe mopbid and 
sickly sensibilities of some would lead 
them to oppose the plan of .Ministers} 
and it was therefore the duty of the 
people to examine well the matter, and 
give all possible (Support to the Govern¬ 
ment. it was the duty of the public, 
on all occasions* to urge them on to the 
adoption of meftsures calculated to betie- 
lit the country, and he had no doubt but, 

. if thus urged and supported by public 
opinion, they wouhl do mote good than 
they liad done. 

The plan which the Government pro¬ 
posed to introduce, was to establish a 
General Administrativelioardin London, 
and to take the, rnanagement of the local 
funds into tlieir own hands by also esta¬ 
blishing local boards. Out-door relief 
would no longer be allowed, and in the 
workhouses every sort of mismaisa^e- 
nieut, peculation, and extravag.ance 
would be done away with. It was well 
known that the tradesmen were in the 
habit of making from ten to twelve 
j)er cent, by what they supplied to 
tl>e parish. The present method of| 
supply was a system of local jobbing, 
that certain influential individuals se¬ 
cured for themselves or tiu'ir friends ; 
but the Govenitneiit would establish 
paid officers, and it was thought better 
to employ two or three in a district, and 
pay them well, rather than have a great 
number. To raaintaia the poor,, a na¬ 
tional rent or tax would l>e proposed, 
and there was no reason that the eoun- 
iry should not keep all the pauperaaa 
well as the army and navy. And in 
case those persons who lived in villages 
not now burdened with poor should obr 
ject; it would be proposed to aUow 
their present^rates to remain for four or 


five years*-at the end of which period* 
if the plap worked wdl, they would be 
obliged tiO;I<puaie into the general ar¬ 
rangement. Another important part of 
the measure would be to abolish alto¬ 
gether the interference of the magis¬ 
trates, which ,vyas found to be very luis- 
chievous. The overseers were certainly 
the best judges of the Avants of the 
poor; but the magi|trateB had always a 
strong sympathy ; with paupers, who 
were always running to them on every 
trilling dispute between themselves and 
the overseers; the consequence was 
that orders were given to increase their 
allowances. A shilling or eighteen-pence 
per week was added to their wages, 
which was too frequently a full and 
complete bounty on idleness. He knew 
a person who received such uTi allow- 
anee that spent Is. 2<i. for snuff. The 
magistrates too treqnently judged of 
the vaiue of money by their own ex¬ 
penses. He was last night talking- 
on ■•the subject vvitli a Norfolk 
agriculturist, who told him he never 
would allow any appeal to go before 
the magistrates; for lie vvas sure if he 
had it would have been decided against 
the parish, and tljatthe evil consequence 
OH the rest of Die parish would liave 
been great. Whenever, therclure, any 
(leraand of an advance of allowance vv.as 
made by a pauper he granted it- Mr. 
W'^alker, the magistrate of Lambeth, 
would never interfere in this matter, 
and tlje consequence was that {):iupers 
were very few there, and the ptior-rates 
low. The Government were also aware 
that the boundaries of parishes wore too 
small, and they would tiieretbre propose 
that several should form ii district, that 
there should be a workhouse in each 
district, and tbiit all indigent persons 
who required assistance should be at 
once taken into the house. Suitable 
provision would be made for the sick, 
and there would be a strict separation of 
the sexes.

POOR-LAW COMMISSION. 

THE following are the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Poor-Law Commissioners. 
I beg my readers to have the patience 
to go through these recommendations 
with aUerition: they will see what a 
* brace of bishops, a brace of lawyers, 
and two couple of newspaper reporters, 
or something of that sort, are capable 
of recommending, as the suitable treat¬ 
ment for the most unfortunate part t)f 
the working, people of England. There 
is no bill brought in upon the subject as 
yet; and I should liope that there 
wmuld not; for I by no means Wish to 
hold the King's servants in detestation, 
which I should do, if they were to 
sanction and adopt these barbarous re-^ 
commendations. 

I. That except as to rne'dical attend¬ 
ance, and subject to the exception 
rtispcctSng . apprenticeship liereinafter- 
stated, all relief whatever to the able* 
bodied persons or to their families, other¬ 
wise than in weil-regulaied worMbuses 
{i. c. places where they may be .set to 
work according to the spirit and inten¬ 
tion of the 43. of Elizabeth) shatlbc de¬ 
clared nnlawfal, and shall, cease, in 
Eta- ner and at periods hereafter speeifi- 
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ed ; and that all relief afforded in respect 
of children under the age of Id, shall be 
considered as aflbrtled to tli^r parents. 

2. AVe recommend the appointment 
of a Cf^atral lioard, /o cfflMtrof the.adnu- 
ni.stration of the poor-laws, with sucli 
assistant Comrnissioners as mag be foMnd 
requisite: apd that thh Commissioners 
be empowered and directed ta frame 
and enforce rcgidations for the. goi'erit-^ 
menl of workfwuses, and as to the nature 
and amount of the relief to be given,’ 
and the labour to be exacted in them, 
and that such regulations shall, as far as

3. AVe recommend that the Central 
Eoard be empowered to cause any num¬ 
ber of parishes which they may think 
convenient to be incorporated for the 
purpose of wprkhouse management, 
and for providing new workhouse.s 
where necessary, to declare their work- 
homes to be the common worklmuses 
of the incorporated district, and to assign 
to tliose workhouses separate classes of 
poor, though composed of the poor of 
distinct parishes, each distinct parish 
paying to the support of the permanent, 
workhouse establishment, in propoj tioji 
to the average amount of the expense 
incurred for the relief of it« poor, for 
the three previous years, and paying- 
separately|for the food and clothing of 
its own paupers.

RURAL MATTERS.

T»b following is tb® copy of a wUcr 
which I have Just, ,|sent: to a geotlBU||lb^ 
who asked me to give 1^ some aecounk^ 
of the Cobbett-coirO. The sea?oo is ap¬ 
proaching when those who intend to 
plant this corn, ought to provide them¬ 
selves with seed; but 1 insert the letter 
here as containing roalter useful to every 
person in England, and useful at all 
times. 


I send you, agreeably to mV promise, 
a plant of the small (’obbett-corn. We 
must not call it Indian corn, because 
that is the name common to the corn 
Ufiach comes from America, from Spain, 
alp ftom other hot countries: and that 
VviU not ripen in England. Of my 
cortt there arc two sorts, the latge and 
the smatK Both these sorts were brought 
fri)m the Cfintincnt by iny eldest son : 

Jatge in 1B9G, the small in 1S30. 
The small com ripens earlier than the 
large, and is totlie large corn wh.at the 
early frame-pea is to the nisirrow-fat- 
pea. We tliink it will bear as great a 
crop as the large, e&pecially if we calcu¬ 
late by Hour and not bv grain. I grew 
them both last year, as I have done tor se¬ 
veral years; hut 1 had not an opportu¬ 
nity {o take an exactaccotiut of the 
crop. 

1 send along with the corn-plant 
(which haX six ears upoti it) one ear of 
the large corn, and one of the small, 
both raised by hic last jear. If you 

f 'ausc the grains to be rubbed off, and 
lave them jilantod in your garden, in a 
very shallow drill, and buiy the grains 
carefully, not more than ati inch deep, 
and cause this to be done any time 
between the lo. and 20. of May ; arid, 
if yob have more than one row, and put 
the rbws of the large four feet apart, 
add tho4e of the small two feet apart; 
and if you put the grains of the small nt 
six inches apart in the drill, and the 
grains of the large fttu ftiof apart in the 
drill, your experience in the matter will 
be complete The ground between the 
rows artdttie plants should be kept cleitn 
all tlrts summer, and oHee pretty deeply

I am half inclined, to think these geh- 
tlemcn in jest, whe^they talk so largely 
of sufjplyiiJg the triple with casks ffbpi 
the Victualling Officq; 'Wliy, sure, they 
could never expect to sumily the trade, 
■whieli it takes 400 or 5W nieii to do, 
•with about fifteen or sixteen young men 
and apprentices, and about thirty-pobr 
old fellows almost past labour. But }o 
my subject, from which I have strayed, 
toconlemplatefor a moment this mighty 
project, I shall relate a fact or two,; 
which will show the enormous wages 
coopers really do earn on the average. 
In 1830 several of our brother trades¬ 
men were out of employ, and wishing to 
spare them the painful necessity of ap? 
plying for parochial relief, which, by- 
tbe-b» no member of our union has 
ever been allowed to do, to my know¬ 
ledge, since •we Vaive been unitetl, ^ve 
voluntarily laid a tax on every shilling 


we earned for ^x' tnonthe, to support 
these meti p dnd 'bhy taking the average 
of the earnings, it did not amount to 
ySih ])er Vveek ^er ma,rt, ’stlthbugh mahy' 
of them had sons Ur apprehtlii^ to assist 
them. And ib 1833jon a likebceasion, 
the average of caoper’s wages through¬ 
out the trade did' not amount to 2.^s. per 
week, and we Were pdid by the list of 
1825, too^ and, added' to this, we are 
at least one-fourth of our titUe unem¬ 
ployed. 

It may not be amiss, here to state, 
that ive have expended upwards of 
'Oyol. ])er year in relieving the distresses 
of our fellow-worknien, this being one 
of the objects of onr much-hated union. 
Now, Our rriaSters have asserted, that 
their resolutions must convince any rea¬ 
sonable mind« that they have no 
wish to ha^'e the men’s labour, without 
a remunerating price of wages. I think 
I have proved to any reasonable 
mind that the reverse of this is 
the fact. And now, as to their resolu¬ 
tions which are so convincing, I will give 
you a specimen, it runs thus :—“ l\e- 
" solved, That the list of prices present- 
•“ ed by the journeymen, be rejected.”' 
This is convincing enough; there can he 
no mistake here. It was placed in my 
hand as an .answer, when I asked for the 
meahs of existence, tiie just reward for 
my labour; and a very pretty answer it 
is truly. 

Now, the masters complain we do not 
meet them. Wluit good can result from 
meeting them when they arc determined 
to reject our list entirely! But their 
conduct to us in 1825 is a suflieieui rea¬ 
son why we do not meet them. 

Bat, indeed, tliey have no cause 
for such complaint, for the men liave 
been all along and are now willing to 
meet UieiTi. The men in each master’s 
employ will meet their respective mas¬ 
ters when they please What more do 
these gentlemen want of iis ? 

1 will state a fact, as an additional 
proof that we,pave reason and justice on 
our sidej namely^ that the masters who 
pay our advanced prices, are not mere 
tiieorists, but practical coopers, most of 
whom have been journeyman theni- 
sclves, and know the value of labour^ 
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and are vviUin^ to Siipp|y jttprchants op; 
brewers tO; any .^aiount at tbp ugnal 
prtces. J have iia\(V, only to say that the 
question ought iiot to have beeotahen 
oat of the hands it coinmenced with—- 
the masters; and niea. It jivcudd jhave, 
been better |b,r boUi parties^ aiid ,would

CASE OF THE J0URNE?%EN‘ COOPERS. 

'I'o Joseji'h Home, Esq. M.I*. 

PiiEvious to the repeal of the laws 
against combinations of workineii, to 
regulate tlieir wages and hours of work¬ 
ing, tlieiewere. many di.sputes, much 
ill-will, atid some ouirageous proceed¬ 
ings. 

These laws were repealed in 1H24, 
and a !>ef,t(;r understaiuling between the 
masters and men has evCr.sinee prevailed. 
Ill iS'io, a list was made and agreed to 
by masters and men, of wages to 
be {laid for each (larlieular kind of work. 
-An agreement was also made as follows, 
viz.: That if at any time anew ar¬ 
rangement of prices heeame necessary, 
which could not be readily settled, nei¬ 
ther masters nor men should strike with¬ 
out giving fourteen days’ notice. The 
riotice to expire on the 1. of Febnxary, 
and on no other day. Tliis agreement 
bus never been broken. Some time ago, 
a change was made in some sorts of 
work j and butts and barrels were made 
of stouter wood and heavier iron hoops, 
and ilie consequence was, that the jiiur- 
iicyinen who were paid a certain sum for 
making a butt or barrel, not being able 
any longer to make a butt or a barrel in 
the same number of hours they, were 
aecustomedto do, their weekly earnings 
were considerably reduced, lids can 
be explained, so as to be understood by 
everv both'. The increase of labour in

Thus the earaings of such a man are 
reduced on,B-sixth. , jt seemed to the 
ipen but reasonable, that when the la¬ 
bour was inereased, their wages should 
haye' increased, wjtfi it, so. that their 
wetdily .earning.^ shotild rennain as they 
were. It seemed .to the nien utterly un- 
reaspnablp' that, when a belter article 
was made by theni for the advantage of 
others, that it siiquld be raadc.a disad¬ 
vantage to them-selves only. The men 
therefore requested an arrangement to 
be made by which their w,ages should 
remain as they had been ever since the 
year 183.5. 

Tlie men, therefore, gave the fourteen 
days’ notice before alluded to, and on 
the 1. of February struck for such an 
adv.'mee as would prevent their condi¬ 
tion lieing deteriorated. The reader is 
requested to bear in mind that the men 
have not' .struck for an advance of their 
weekly wages, but to procure an ar¬ 
rangement: by mbins of which their 
weekly wages riiay not be reduced : and 
that their request relate.s only to those 
particular articlc.s which require more 
labour, and consume more time, than, 
■uhtil llte late change, was usual. 

The men now conijilain that a third 
party, namely, ‘' the Lords Commi-s- 
“ sioners for executing the ofliee of Lord 
“' Hiih Admiral,’’ have interfered be- 
tvVeen them and their emjdoyers.

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My reaflers nre aware that 1 have, for 
many years, contended that this tax was 
the most mischievous thin^’ existing in 
the country; and, being in Parliament, 
they would naturally expect that I should 
do' my utmost to get it rejiealed and 
Hbolished. I’did my utmost, during the 
last session of Parliament; and I am 
now about to lay before my readers in 
general, and my constitueiUs in particu¬ 
lar, an account of vvhut has been done, 
as to this matter, during the present 
session of Parliament, and jnir’icularly 
the part which I have taken in the dis¬ 
cussions relative to it. 

On the '27* Feb. Sir WilHano Ingilby 
made a motion for the House to go into 
acoujuiidee of the whole House, to con¬ 
sider whether there ought to be a repeal, 
partial and entire, of this niisRhiel-doing 
tax. I spoke upon that occasion, against 
the further continuance of the tax ; but 
I did not vole, because the motion was 
not direct, and because it was not posi¬ 
tive as to a repeal of the whole of tlie 
tax. There was, upon that occasion, a 
division, when there were I 70 For the 
motion, and 271 t’gtdnst it. 

Things standing thus, and I, seeing 
the ground all forestalled until the 27- 
of May, gave notice that I vvoultl make 
a motion on that day, for a repeal of the 
whole of that tax ; but, uptm further 
consideration, I withdrew that nulice, 
and fixed the notice fur a similar motion 
on the 17' of March, to be made upon 
the motion for the House to go into a 
committee of supply. My mption was, 
“ Resolved,thai ttls,expedient,\lhalfrom

and after the 5. of October next, all 
“ the. duties on malt shall cease and dc- 
“ motion I made on the 

March ; and this motion was de¬ 
cided in the manner hereafter to be de¬ 
scribed. It would be irksome to myself, 
its well as to rny readers, for me to be in 
the habit of reporting my own speeches 
in tlie Reguter ; but, this is a subject of 
such vast importance, that I shall give 
as correct a report as I can, of the speech 
.made upon this occasion, and also an 
analysis of what other gentlemen said in 
the same debate. I shall put the speeches 
one after the other, just as they occurred, 
f>,ivii)g them all with as much accuracy 
as my memory vvill enable me to do it, 
with the assistance of the reports in the 
uevv5:pa])erS, ’ 

Mr, CoaBBTT ; Mr. Speaker, I rise to 
submit a motion to the House, for the 
total repeal of the malt*tax, which mo¬ 
tion is in the following words : “ Re- 
“ solved, that it is expedient that from 
“ and after the 5. of October next, all 
“ the dutie.s on mult shall cease and de- 
“ termiue.” 

Gertainly, sir, such a mbtion ought 
not to be submiitetl to the House, with¬ 
out reasons given for tlid^ measure of 
which it proposes the adoption ; and 
yet, to give those reasons will require 
the consumption of a much larger por¬ 
tion of the time of the House, than I 
shall like to call upon it to bestow; but, 
when duty bids nte to proceed, and re¬ 
luctance to occujty the I ime of the House 
wonld draw me back, t feel myself under 
the nece.ssity of obeying the former. 

Before I proceed to the rca.sons which 
1 deem more than sufficient for the total 
repeal of this tax, it is ray duty to en¬ 
deavour to remove two very gross and 
mischievous errors, which, from what 
we have heard recently jn this House, 
appear to me to be generally prevalent 
throughimt the country ; or, at Iciut, 
amongst almost tire whole of those who 
ure prominent jin dlscuBsiiig- puliticfti 
affairs'.

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The first of those errors i«, that the 
landlords, the fanners, and all llie [ler- 
sons inimodiatoly concerned in the cnl- 
tivatio:) of the land, would be exclusively 
benelited by the repeal of these duties; 
and that the inhahitants of towns are 
very liiile interested in the niatterjth/it 
they have an interest in the repealW the 
house and window-tax, hut that they 
have scarcely any interest at all in the 
repeal of this tax ; that the tax being 
taken off, the honourable Member for 
Bridport recently told us, would only bo 
so much money put into the pockets of 
the landlords, who would be the sole 
persons lhat,would gain by the change. 

An error so monstrous as this, ha.s 
scarcely ever found its way into the liu- 
man mind. What, sir ? do not the people 
in towns, and, particularly, the hard¬ 
working people in towiKs, drink beer? 
And, is not their beer made of malt, as 
well as the beer of the country-people > 
The fact is, that the repeal of the malt- 
tax would be greatly more benelicial to 
the tradesmen and workmen in towns, 
than the repeal of the house and win¬ 
dow-tax, bmh put together. Seldom do 
working people pay any part of the 
hoiise-lax nr window-tax; but the malt- 
tax lies heavily on them all, causing their 
beer, which is alisoluiely necessary to 
them, to(cost more than twice as much 
as it would cost if there were no tax 
upon malt. Further.nineteen twentieths 
of the tradesmen, though they may pay 
from three pounds to twelve pounds a 
year, on account of house and window- 
tax, pay, on an average, a great deal 
more on account of the malt-tax. 

This gross error is, then, backed up 
by another, if possible still more gross; 
Namely, that the persons owning, occu¬ 
pying, labouring upon, and deriving their 
subsistence out of, the land, are a mere 
nothing in number, compared with those 
who are employed in manafactiirea, 
trade, and commerce, and, especially, in 
manufactures. The right honourable 
Member for Manchester has called upon 
fIB to thank (iod, that England was the 
great manufacturing shop of the world; 

noble Lord, who is one of the tepre- 
xientafivea of the West-ridiug of York- 
ttffirej Cafis’ those who are bbstile to 


the corn laws, the body of the people; 
the honourable Member for Middlesex 
has told us, that this is now a manufac¬ 
turing nation, and that England was 
poor before it was a manufacturing na¬ 
tion. I wish, sir, that the honourable 
member for Middlesex had drawn a little 
upon his .store-house of knowledge, and 
had named the time when England was 
poor, and when she was not a manufac¬ 
turing nation. I state, sir, without fear 
of contradiction from that honourable 
Member or any other, that England was 
always the richest, and always the most 
manufacturing nation in the world. 

The ground-work of this great error 
with regard to the number engaged in 
the different pursuits, are and have been 
for many years, the population returns, 
Irdd before this House,which, by reckon¬ 
ing all persons as manufacturers, traders, 
&e., except the mere occupiers and work¬ 
ers upon the land; that is to say, except 
tlie mere husbandmen, the ploughmen, 
the reapers, the mowers, the thrasiiers, 
and woodiben; by considering all these 
as not belonging to agriculture, have led 
!to the conclusion that the husbandmen 
and all belonging to the land, are 
a mere handful, compared with the 
rest of the community. I can give 
an instance with regard to the village of 
Botlky, a village in Hampshire, with 
which I am well acquainted. The re¬ 
turn states, that there are fifty-five fa¬ 
milies belonging to agriculture, forty- 
four to manufactures, trade, &e., and 
thirty-five of all other sorts. Now I 
Like upom me to assert, that there is not 
a soul in that parish, who is not either 
husbandman, miller, or tanner; the mil¬ 
ler to grind the corn; the tanner to dress 
the hides; or, parson or doctor: the 
parson collects the greatand small tithes 
of the parish, and he lives upon them ; 
the doctor bleeds and sets the bones of 
the husbandmen ; and as to other sorts 
of persons, there are nnn6, who arc not 
employed in purchasiing the produce of 
the land, or in selling clothing or other 
necessaries, to those who raise that pro- 
ducc. 

To the parishes of THUBStRy and 
WdiTLEY, in Surrey,aneiticribed eighty* 
threie families, engaged in trade, mahu« 
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factures, commerce, &c. If the hon. 
Member for West Surrey were in his 
place, who lives in one of those parishes, 
which are united by law, I would ask 
him, what sort of manufacture these 
eighty-three families carry on ; from 
what foreign country they receive the 
raw material upon which tliey work ; 
to what foreign country they export the 
produce of their looms or their otlier in¬ 
genious contrivances ? Sir, these re¬ 
turns make up a mass of fallacies such 
as never were before heard of in the 
world: in these two parishes, there is 
not a single soul (except, perchance, 
there may be a fundholder or two) vvho 
is not either husbundnian, wheelwright, 
blacksmith, carpenter, butcher, or who 
does not follow some pursuit or other, 
immediately connected with the laud ; 
not a soul who could live upon the spot 
for a week, if there were no produce 
arising out of the produce of the land of 
those two parishes. 

But, .sir, there is one instance which 
is quite conclusive as to this point; and 
the matter can be settled at once, by 
only three words from an hon. Member 
whom I see sitting on the opposite 
benches. There is a parish in Surrey 
called Wanb(»rough, and the return tells 
us that it contains twenty families chiefly 
employed in agriculture, and one family 
chiefly employed in commerce, manu¬ 
factures, &c. Now, sir, tliere sits the 
hon. Member for Guildford, in Surrey j 
he is the sole proprietor of all the houses 
and all the land in this parish of VVan- 
borough ; and 1 call upon him to have 
the goodness to tell us whether this fa¬ 
mily of manufacturers have any con¬ 
nexion with foreign parts, or whether 
their manufacture consists in making or 
new laying of ploughslmres for his 
farms, and of shoes for the horses which 
work upon those farms ! Short-sighted, 
indeed, must tliat man be, who cannot 
see far enough to know, that these ma¬ 
nufacturers are husbandmen in fact, just 
as much as those who plough and reap 
and mow and thrash out the corn. Yet 
these ridiculous fallacies have led to the 
mischievous conclusions which wc jiave 
heard in this House j they have led the 
right h<^». Menabcr for Manches^r ,td 


tell us, that there arc nine hundred thou¬ 
sand families only, belonging to the 
land, while there are fourteen hundred 
thousand families belonging to manu¬ 
factures and trade. 

Tlie hon. Member for Marybonne 
has frequently asse.ted the great pojia- 
lousliess of the borough which he has 
the honour to represent; and, when 
speaking of what he has been pleased 
to call the oppressions of the corn laws, 
be has invariably reftresented his nu¬ 
merous constituents as liavitjg an interest 
flistinct and independent, relative to the 
part of the community, immediately and 
obviously coneerned in the land. The 
returns tell us, that there tire, in the bo¬ 
rough of MAaVHONJVK, a hundred and 
forty-three persons; chiefly employed in. 
agriculture ; that is to sny, in the gar¬ 
dens and the hay-fields, which lie on 
tl>e outskirts of the borough or parish; 
but is this all 1 I verily believe, that I 
speak very far within compass, when I 
say that there are a thousand families; 
and I think 1 might say, thousands of 
families, all the males of which are em¬ 
ployed, and solely eraphiyed, in making 
and selling ploughs, harrows, drags, 
drilks, chaff-cutters, butter-churns, 
cheese-presses, spades, prongs, rakes, 
sieves, locks, and other implements, 
tools and necessaries for husbandry. 
Were there no husbandry, these people 
would not be in the borough of Mary¬ 
bonne ; and were the land to produce 
nothing to send up rents into the fine 
I streets and the squares, what would,be- 
come of the tradesmen of Marybonne ? 
And look, sir, over tlie whole of this me¬ 
tropolis : look at the seedsmen, the 
salesmen of meat, the lightermen that 
bring up the corn, the multitudes whose 
centre is at Mark-lane; the hop-mer¬ 
chants and their people; look at all 
these, and imagine, if you can, the ex¬ 
tent of the madness, or, rather, the 
blindness and absurdity of those who 
would attempt to designate any part qf 
the people as not having an interc^ m 
agriculture* ' 

But, if these gentlemen wiU insist 
upon the eeparatign,. I yrllV face thena, 
even with the adjaiissipn of their 
absur4U^ to he ; and I wiU.^e

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the statement contained in the summary 
of even these fallacious returns. AVhai 
says this summary ? why this : tliat tlie 
male occu]>iers and lahourcrs in a»rk‘id- 
turc, twenty years of age and upwards, 
are one miUioH, and seveiily~Jive thou¬ 
sand', and that male persons of tiu' 
same age engaged in manuhictures,&c., 
are three hundred and twenty thousand. 

Thus, then, if 1 were to adopt that 
erroneous view of the matter, according 
to which the n:ah-tax is considered as a 
burden to nobody but persons belonging 
to agriculture, 1 should say that there 
■were three for one, at any rate, and that 
therefore they were worthyiof our par¬ 
ticular consideration. 1, liowever, scout 
this idea as unworthy of the mind of a 
man of sense: Isay that ail are equally 
interested; and as such I must speak 
of them as likely to be benetiled by tbe 
adoption of the measure which I have 
had thfc honour to propose to the House. 
In stating the reasons which I have tf) 
offer for the adujition of that measure, 
I must lirst observe, that 1 do qot object 
to the tax on account of any jiartiality 
of pressure which it lias ; because lam 
fully aware, that every tax, lay it w here 
you will, finds its way, first or last, to 
every person in the community. I must 
furtiier observe, that 1 dp not object to 
the taxon account of its money-weight; 
because, if fJie tax be wanted to carry 
on tbe affairs of the Government; and 
if it be collected at something .near the 
ordinary expense of collection, and 
beiug«unproductive of any mischiefs be¬ 
yond those arising out of its mere bur¬ 
den,money-burden, it w ould be improper 
to propose its repeal. But, sir, if a tax 
be, as I contend this tax i.s, peculiar as 
to its expenses of collection j and if it 
be productive of great moral evils, then 
it ought not to remain, even if a pro¬ 
perty-tax or a poll-tax were necessary 
to be imposed in its stead ; and 1 think 
myself capable of proving to the House, 
that this tax is of this description, and 
that therefore it ought to be repealed. 1 
beg it to be observed, that I urge not 
the repeal as peculiarly beneficial to the 
lanffb**'4,or the farmer. As consumers 
of malt,, they would share in the benefit 
with thereat of the CO mm unity j fe great 


sufferers from the immoralities produced 
by this tax, they would certainly derive 
an extraordinary degree of benefit} but 
in tills benefit liie rest of the cominu- 
riity must necessarily share, though their 
share might not be so obvious. It is 
iinpo.'isible for the morals of millions of 
working people to be mended without 
the effect being felt in every part and by 
every person of the community. 

The FIRST objection to this tax is, the 
extraordinary expense of collecting and 
managing it. 1 liold in my hand a 
stalfiuent, wiiich I received last year 
from a genllemun at Nottingham, many 
years in the excise} and he proves, to 
my satisfaction, that five-sixths of the 
expenses of the whole of ihe excise 
establishment may be fairly ascribed to 
the malt-tax. Now, I have mo means 
immediately at hand for ascertaining 
how much the whole of the cxpen.ses of 
the excise establishment is annually. 
At a guess 1 should say it amounted to 
a million of money or more} so that, to 
begin with, liere is a million- to be paid 
out of five millions and a half, before the 
money comes into the Exchequer. I 
believe this to be the fact} but the 
noble Lord can correct me here, if I he 
in error. At any rate, we know tliat 
the expeu.se is very great; much great¬ 
er than the collection of any other 
tax or ta.xes, to three times the gross 
amount; and, therefore, this is a good 
objeciion to the tax. In the case of the 
stamps, for instance, all that the people 
pay goes into the Exchequer, except a 
mere trifle, comparatively sjicaking. 
The six millions cost only 168,0(X)Z. in 
the collection nnd management, while 
here are five millions and a half cost, as 
I believe, pretty nearly or quite a mil¬ 
lion in the collecliuo and management. 
The SRCGXD and still greater objection 
is, the monopoly which the tax neces¬ 
sarily gives rise to. Upon the same 
authority, which I have just meatioried, 
1 state to the House these astounding 
facts ; that, taking barley af twenty- 
eight shillings a quarter, and suppose 
four millions of quarters, which is about 
the quantity, the amount of such barlej^ 
would be five millions six buodral thou¬ 
sand potmds } that ei^ht quarters of 
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barley make nine'quarlers of maU, and 
that tills increase pays all the expenses 
of malting. So tliat the four millions | 
of quarters of barley made into malt/ 
would, were it not for the tax, cost the 
people five millions six hundred thou¬ 
sand pounds in the year ; that the duty, 
added to this, would make the cost nihe 
millions seven hundred thousand pounds 
a year; but that,in consequence of the 
monopoly, created hy tlie tax, tlie malt, 
before the result of it reaches the lips of 
the people, either by private brewing or 
public brewing, docs cost the people 
fourteen millions four hundred thousand 
pounds a year, instead of costing them 
five millions six hundred thousand 
pounds a year. When, a few evenings 
ago, I stated the price of malt at Ss. 
a bushel, an hon. Member for the Tower 
Hamlets produced a Mark-lane account, 
showing, that large quantities of it had 
been sold that week at about six and 
sixpence a bushel; but 1 spoke of the 
price of malt as I could get it for my 
use. 'i’he tax enables rneu with large 
capital to get the malt at a price at 
which men for private brewing cannot 
get it. And here 1 beg leave to refer 
to a part of the evidence taken be¬ 
fore the beer-shop committee of last 
year. Mr. GooDCAitr., a, magistrate of 
Berkshire, stated to the committee, that 
there was a beer-shop set up by a very 
respectable man in hi.sown parish ; that 
this man bought his beer of a brewer, 
until the beer which he brewed himself 
should have attained a proj)erage; and 
that then he sold his own beer: — 
“ But the brewer thought it so good 
*' a thing that he set up another beer- 
“ shop in the parish j and he can brew 
“ it so much clieaper than the publican 
“ who has to go to a dealer in mull and 
“ buy it at 9t. 6d. a bushel, tclieti the 
“ brewer can make it at about 6s. 3d., 
“ that the publican cannot compete with 
“ him; and the second beer-house being 
“ set up, the man that set up the other 
“was obliged to give it up after the 
*'first twelvemonth, and to leave the 
“ brevver’s beer-house in the parish." ' I 
Mr. Edward Orren, who is a malt¬ 
ster, but also a farmer, of Waroravb, in 
Berkshire, gave the committee this in¬ 


formation : “ If there is so much advan* 
“ tage attending brewing, howisittha^ 
“ the ale-housesse/lbreuers'beerl-^There 
“ are very Few of them that have capital 
“ enough to buy their malt at the first 
“ hand; I could now furnish malt at 
“ 6s. 3(1. a bushel; and our poor people, 
“ if they go to buy malt retail of a 
“ maltster, are charged B-s. 6rf.” 

Mr. Stock, a brewer of Essex, gave 
tlie following information: ** What is 
“ the cost of your malt to you ?— FiJ’iy- 
“ ttco shillings a quarter, covering every 
“ expanse .—What have you given for 
“ your barley ?—The highest |)rice of 
" our barley has been 30*. to 35s., and 
“ the lowest is 24.s.’’ 

But, after all, no one stated any of 
the grounds for believing that this mo¬ 
nopoly arose directly out of the tax. One 
of its effects, however, I will state to 
the House, The malt-duty is paid in 
every six weeks. A mati possessed of 
ap|)arent great means can obtain bonds¬ 
men, to a certain amount, for the pay¬ 
ment of tlie duty ; and in this case, the 
collector permits tlie maitsler to be three 
collections in arrear, while the maltster 
with'small means is compelled to pay 
up. 'i’he man who has the benefit of 
the first, i.s enabled to enter largely into 
ijusiness, and the greater his duty the 
more he iiijures society in the end. In 
numerous instances, these large malt- 
■sters have been known to crush the 
little ones entirely; and thus it is that 
the malt-houses, formerly so numerous, 
arc now become comparatively very few 
in number. I remember, tliat at 8tow». 
in-tlie-Woi.n 1 learned, that formerly 
there were fourteen malt-houses, and 
that now there is only one. In the 
countie.s of Norfolk and Suffolk, there 
used to be a malt-house in almost every 
village. The monopoly created by this 
tax, has demoli-shed, perhaps, nineteen 
out of every twenty. Large brewers arc 
also maltsters. The monopolists, in fact, 
carry on their trade withpK/j/»c mmieg: 
they have always two collections in their 
hands to carry on their trade with : so 
that the people arc placed/it their mercy, 
and so placed, too, by the wse of the 
people’s own money, whiiih they havft 
paid firr the serviced df the state, and 
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which is allowed to he kept, in the hands 
of thesemonopolists. It is not,then, tiie 
tax itself, but the evils that arise out of 
the tux at every step that it takes, and 
here, on account of this monopoly alone, 
the [teople pay, as I liave, I think, very 
clearly shown, four millions, seven hun¬ 
dred thousand pounds a year j which is 
an evil, an injustice, an oppression, aris¬ 
ing entirely out of the tax. If I be asked, 
what is to become of all the capital now 
employed by these monopolists in this 
way, i answer, in the fitst place, that it 
is the people’s capital in great part, as 1 
have just shown ; and, in the next place, 
if the monopolists have any capital, 
which is really their own, there is the 
land, there is lawful commerce ; there 
are plenty of honest means for the pro¬ 
fitable employment of this capital. 

The third objection to this lax is, that 
it prevents people, and particularly the 
poorer part of the people, from brewing 
beer in their own houses, and thereby 
drives them to beer-shops, and other 
places of resort, for the purpose of get¬ 
ting beer, a drink which they ought to 
have, which ihey always have had, and 
which, let gentlemen think or say or do 
what tiiey may, they always will have. 
1 know it has been contended, that the 
poorer sort of people have been so long 
out of the habit of brewing at their own 
houses, that they would not take to it 
again, even if this lax were taken off, 
and if they could get the malt for a mere 
trlde, as they then would. It is a great 
mistake to suppose that this is one of 
the case.s in which habit becomes second 
nature. In nnoralsand in manners, there 
is great submission to the power of 
habit. Early rising, late rising, sobriety, 
drunkenness, love of ease, love of acti¬ 
vity ; in these and numerous other in¬ 
stances, habit has a great deal to do in 
determining the conduct of men ; but, 
when you coute to eating and drinking, 
when you come to the met'os of provid¬ 
ing a bellyful, the case is wholly dif¬ 
ferent. When you are witKhcild from 
Eoy natural eRjoyment by force, you 
return to it the ntoment ihh fbree is 
removed, from having constuntiyi a 
plenty to eMi ynu raay^j-by coitipulsipn, 
bneottfioed to « quturtemf?nfor 


years together; but when the full rhed. 
returns, you instantly take it, without 
consideration had of the small quantity 
of food upon which you have recently 
lived. For a long time the labourers 
have been cobijtelled to do without the 
bits of bacon in their pot; but, does any 
man imagine, that, if they had the bits 
of bacon again, they would not boil them 
and cat them ? But it is said, that they 
want the utensils for brewing ; >'aid, in¬ 
deed, only by those who cannot know 
any thing at all about the matter. It 
was asked, by the committee of last 
year, whether the utensils could not be 
had for a few shillings ? There are no 
utensils wanting, but tho.se which they 
have. A gallon of malt can be brewed 
in a porridge-pot which will hold five 
gallons of water ; and twelve quarts of 
good beer 1 have seen made out of a 
gallon of malt in that very way. It is 
a great mistake to suppose that there 
requires large quantities of malt to be 
brewed together, in order to get the 
greatest proportion of strength. Malt 
is, in this respect, like tea : whether you 
put little or much of the latter into the 
pot, you get all the strength out of it in 
one case as well as in trite other, and it 
is strong or weak in proportion to the 
quantity of water as compared with the 
quantity of lea. As to the expense, in 
tlie case of the labourer, it is absolutely 
nothing at all. The old maxim was, “ If 
“ you would have good beer, you must 
“ go to bed with your brewer.” The 
wife is the brewer ; the v’^ery cheerful 
undertaker of this part of the duty of the 
family : she likes the beer herselfbetler 
than water; and she has the other most 
powerful motive, that of keeping her 
husband at home. In support of these, 
my opinions, the House will permit me 
to read the evidence given by several 
persons,before the Beer-Bill Committee 
of last year. At the head of these stands 
Mr. 'Simeon, a magistrate for Oxford¬ 
shire and Berkshire, who, in order to he 
aide to lay accurate opinions upon the 
subject before, the commUtee, sent a cir¬ 
cular to the oversewfS and ministers of 
fifteen parishes} and itlw atisvSer of git, 
eace(it one, was, -thirt the cui C foi- the 
eials of beer-shops, and the greatest 
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possible advantage to the country,would 
be, to enable the poor people to tiiake 
their malt, and to brew at home. The 
evidence of thesegentloinen, every word 
of which is worthy of the best nttention 
of the House, was in the following 
words: 

Mr. Simeon, a magistrate for Oxford¬ 
shire und Berkshire* The last question 
is, “ ‘ Would great advantages result 
“ ‘ froqi euabliug the poor people to 
“ ‘ their mall and brew at home, 

" ‘ both as regards their comfort and 
“ ‘ morality J’—That is the most im- 
" portant question of all. The answers 
“ are, fourteen parties say it would be 
highly desirable-, one fears it might 
“ lead the labourers to steal barley. 

“ Are those answers indiscriminately 
“ the aiiiwersof the overseers and mi- 
" nisters of ihe different parishes, or is 
there any difference of opinion' be- 
** tween the ministers and the over- 
seers ?—1 should say that generally 
'* tiiey all agree in their accounts. I 
" believe that the answers are indiscri- 
nunately the same from the ministers 
“ and from the overseers. 

“ Are the answers from the overseers 
*' and the ministers jointly or sef»a- 
“ rately ?—Separately : the application 
“ was made separately to each of them, 
" and neither knew that the other had 
“an application to the besf of my 
“ knowledge.” 

Mr. Goodcakb, a magistrate for 
Berkshire.—“ Did the cottagers brew 
“ beer in consequence of that public- 
house being put down?—Noj cot- 
“ lagers have not an opportunity of 
“ brewing beer, on account of the 
price oj malt.’' 

Colonel Blaokavb, magistrate for 
Berkshire.—“ Do you contemplate the 
“ absolute necessity of taking away the 
“ power of selling beer in this manner ? 
“ —I think it would be a dangerous 
“measure, without the repeal of the 
“ tnalMax, and the tax again put upon 
the beer; 1 think if the tax were put 
upontbe beer and tAe >n<HMoz repeal- 
ed, it mmM wduee ike lower dau of 
** people to ^ewdwir own beer” 

Will you state why*' witboutithat 

ikecgti^,^ you Ibiiik it would be 


“ dangerous to repeal the present beer 
“ bill ?—Because I think it lias (ended 
“ to increase the price of barley, and 
“ to give a little fillip to agriculture. 

“ Do you think that it lias any effect 
“ in checking the consumption of 
“ spirits, and giving tlie lower orders 
“an inclination to drink beer rather 
“ than spirit.s ?— 1 think the lower orders 
“ have had an inclmation to drink beer 
rather than spirits; but it has been 
“reported tome, that smuggled spirits 
“ have been introduced into those beer- 
houses, but to my knowledge 1 do not 
“ know it. 

“ Do you think that the greater faci- 
“ lity of drinking beer inis rather con- 
“ duced to encourage the love of beer 
“ than the love of spirits ?—I think it 
“ has, and the lower order of people 
“ have uM idea that beer is much more 
“ wholesome fur them.'’ 

Brkdb (Sussex) Barish Vestry.— 
“ Had the mail-duty been Iftken ojf, the 
“ agricultural labourer would have hud 
“ beer at home, and we think he 
“ would seldom be seen at the beer- 
“ shop; small beer is the natural 
“ beverage of the labourers in agricul- 
“ lure ; at, once the most nutritious, the 
“ most wholesome, and the best sup- 
“ pint to the labourer, being part of 
“ the subsistence for the prucluction of 
“ bis physical powers, to enable him to 
“ perform a fair day's iiork.” 

I-JooR (Su sex) Parish Vestry. — 
“ We are decidedly (f opinion if the malt 
“ duly had been repealed, it would have 
“ been far preferable to the. beer.” 

Play DEN (bus.sex), Parish Vestry,— 
“ W.e also bey to observe that the aboli- 
tion of the malt-duty would have had 
“ a far more beneficial effect upon the 
habits and morals of the labouring 
“ class.” 

There was, indeed, one witness, who 
gave a different opinion, and (hat was 
Mr. Thwxnau. of Cambridgeshire, hut 
he is a great maltster. His evidence 
was as follows: “ Do you, or do you 
“ not Tielieve, if the nialt>duty was 
“ taJienoff so us to enaUe every man to 
]>re«V ‘ at Imme, that the evils com- 
“iplostied of would be greatly reduced, 
“ aiul «»>l}etter laondity suuwBgst the 
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poor be ohtaiiieci ?—T do not tlunk it 
“ is poirsible for the liibourer to brew 
" his own i*t‘.er; I am not sure they 
ivould not in «i// county 5 in the first 
phicc he could breiv so small a yuan- 
tity, and there are very lew cottages 
“ where the whole house is above the 
“ size of litis room ; he is not furnished 
“ with a copper ■ it is totally impossible 
“ for a labourer to brew his beer in the 
“ districts I liave been in. 

“ Hotv was it done fvrmerlu, do you 
know ?—Persons brewed their own 
“ beer, but I should think not a tithe of 
“ the population brewed ; but their 
“ habits have altogether altered. 

“ U it not a serious thing for a ])Oor 
“ man if he brews a quantity of beer, 

“ and tliat beer turns sour} —Yes. 

“ He avoids that risk, does he ne.t, 
by purciiaslng his beer ) — Undoubt-" 
“ edly. 

“ You are aware that a brewing; ap- 
“ paralus would co.st to a |)oor man 
“ oidy ^s. ?—I am aware it would cost a 
small sum ; but half of them would 
“ jj'»< he sober while the beer lasted) 
“ they would drink it in a dag.” 

[Mr. CuiLOKRS, a member for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, observed, that I had read 
only a part of the evidence of this man 3 
that thi.s man was his tenant, and a 
very respectable man. It is very true, 
that I read tmly a part, and I cited the 
evidence merely to contradict the notion 
of the habits of the people having 
changed. If I did not read the whole, 
it w'as merely to save lime 5 and if the 
orders of tiie House would have per¬ 
mitted me to reply, I should have ob¬ 
served, that Mr. Chilokks left out, in 
his reading, the first of the two nols 
which will be found in the second mem¬ 
ber of the first sentence of the answ-ers 
of this witness. I believe that Mr. 
CniLDRRS gave the correct meaning of 
the witness, but that meaning is just the 
contrary of that which is found in the 
print 3 for, in tire print the witness is 
indde to say, that he is not sure that the 
labourer would not brew his own beer 3 
and Mr^CumuBits made .stiy, that 
he was tnre that he would not .brew,it I 
the context shows that Mr, Chilpe^s’s 


reading was correct, but not according 
with the evidence reported by the cotii- 
mittee. If I could have replied, I should 
have an»we.%(l the opinion of this man, 
that not a third of tite people formerly 
brewed their own beer, by citing the 
positive evidence given by Mr. John 
Clcman, before the committee of lb2l, 

“ that when be hceame a farmer, forty- 
“ five years before that, every man in 
“ his parish had his own beer,^ 0 nd en- 
“ joyed it by his own iire-siue”; and 
that this evidence vvas then corroborated 
by a magistrate of Somersetsliire, and 
by a gentleman who was then sheriff of 
Wiltshire. I did not like to waste 
time, as I never do, setting a very high 
value on time myself, or I should have 
observed, on the latter part ,of the evi¬ 
dence of this witness, the tenant of Me. 
j Cuii.DRRs, who tells us, in one breath, 
that the labourers’ beer “ would turn 
sour,” and in the next breath, “ that he 
would drink it in a day ” ! However, 
no observation from me wjis necessary 
here; a gencr^il smile in the House 
showed that they smelled out the 
maltster, and rendered any reply to Mr. 
Childrks wholly unnecessary.] 

In short, sir, 1 am satisfied that there 
is no argument to be offered in support 
of the belief, that labourers would not 
again brew their own beer, if this tax 
were re'pealed, and wholly abolished; 
nn<l of all the benefits arising from this 
change, I defy pen or tongue to give an 
adequate description. But, there would 
be another great cliange take place 3 
that is to say, that farmers would have 
beer to give to their men who workout 
of their house, or rather to men who 
are not inmates of the house. On this 
subject we have the following evidence, 
taken before the agricultur.al committee 
of last year, of Mr. Sanders of Lan¬ 
cashire, and of Mr. Brown, a large 
farmer and a surveyor, of Wiltshire, and 
this evidence, in the following words, is 
very worihy of the best attenuon of the 
House. : 

Mr. Sandbrs.--** Poes not the malt- 
j*' tax press more immediately on a man 
l'‘ who gives 6eer to iits labourers, directly 
. as well as indireetiy Ir—i. have no 
\‘f doubt ij the malt-'tax were removed,it 
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“ would be a great improvement in his 
“ emtdition. 

Mr. RuDDEi>r. Baown.—“ VVouItl the 
“ labourers in your neighbourhood, if 
“ tlie law were to abolish tlie beer- 
“ shops and restore only the piiblic- 
“ house, be likely to complain ?—T!>ey 
“ would like it quite as well. The 

greatest possible that could be 

“ given to the agricultural labourers, 
*• would-be liy putting- on thebeer-dn(y 
“ again, and faking off the mall-duty, 
“ which would enable them to make or 
“ buy small quantities of malt, and brew 
“ their own beer. 

“ Do you not think if that were the 
“ case, the farmer.? would be mare ready 
“ to give their labourers beer in agrieulln- 
“ ral districts }—I am quite .sure of it; 
“ it is nothing but the high duty u hicli 
“ has kept them fr om it ; the taking oflC 
“ the beer-duty has been no relief to the 
“ agricultural labourer. 

“ What do think the peojile of De- 
“ vizes would say to the putting on the 
“ beer-duty again ? — IVobably if the 
“ niall-duly were not taken off at tlie 
“ same time, they would complain ; but 
“ ;f tlie uiak-iiiity were taken off, lam 
“ sure they mould refaiee. 

“ Is there, milhanl them, convenience 
“ for a labouring man to obtain beer for 
“ liis dinner?—1 liave myself given my 
“ labourers beer, thougli it has cost 
“ me an immense sum for my malt bili 
‘'every year; but still / know a man 
“ cannot icoi/i well without beer, and 1 
“ wish as much as possible to keep 
“ my laliourers away from the beei- 
“ shops.” 

The advantage to the farmer, as well 
as to the labourer, from giving beer in¬ 
stead of money, is of so ni ueh i mporiaticc, 
as hardly to admit of exaggeration in 
the statement. Every one acipiainied 
with these matters knows well, that, in 
times of pressing haste, particularly in 
harvest, a farmer can do more with one 
pound’s worth of beer than with four 
pounds in money. Money is too far 
from the lips to produce Immediate ef¬ 
fect. 'I’ben, as to regular hard work in 
hot weather. Set a company of men to 
work at mowing: they ask you for 
beur, and, as is generally the case, you 


.illosv them si.xpence an acre, or some¬ 
thing !in acre, in lieu of hccr. 'J'he hot 
.‘tun comes and clogs the spittle in their 
mou'lis, and draws the sweat from their 
bodies. Away tliey go, perhaiis a mile, 
to lay out tlieir sixpence in beer. Being 
there, they do not stoji wiili the six¬ 
pence. V'ery likely the ficitl does not 
see them again for that day : then fol¬ 
lows the lo.ss of time, .so precious llieii 
to the fanner, and they li ive to thirst 
for the remainder of the hart! woik of 
mowing, or to slake that thirst with 
wa'cr, which coinmunicate.s weak¬ 
ness instead of strength. Wiiorea.s, if 
liiey had beer from the farai-hoii.se, they 
would go to the bottles deposited in the 
hedge, take, tlieir drink and return to 
tiieir work. The ficer would be wliole- 
•somc and strengthening; ati<l it is the 
deeply-interested niaster wdio would 
tiien determine the quatilily. Mr. Hcn- 
nicLL Bhown told the coniniittec, ihat 
he docs this now; but Mr. Budokll 
Buown’ is a tricat farmer and a rich 
mail ; it costs him, he tells the com¬ 
mittee, “an imniGiise sum” for malt 
I every year. That immense sum it is 
lint in the poiverofa common farmer to 
cN))encl; and, tlierefore, geiierady. tool 
almo.st universally, speaking, ti.Tnd» 
winking men, tiiid the liesi of hibourers, 
too, are driven to the beer-shops IVotu 
thi.‘> eau-se ; or to some ^ihice or otlier 
where they have to swallow the adulte¬ 
rated stuff niade by the brewers. 

Besidc.s all these evils, there is the 
great evil of evils, the driving of the 
young people from the farin-houscs. 
Great as the otlier objections to this tax 
.ire, this obji’ciion is greater thim all the 
rest put together. 'I'iiis it is, whieli has 
been the great cause of the laineiuablc. 
change which has taken place in the 
manneis and the morals of the working 
people of England. Every gentlemau 
must know liovv slender the anllmrity of 
])Oor and indulgent piirents must neces¬ 
sarily be over young people fpoin the age 
of vvelve ycais upwards. In jiropor- 
tion as (he parents are poor and miser¬ 
able, in that same proportion, in nature'a 
spit.?, their authority will be small. To 
have good grown-up rhen and women, 
you must begin the work when they are 
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young. The haiiil of the jioor parent i? 
not strong ennugh ; and if the hand o‘ 
the parent were strong enough, the 
heart would not he stout enough, for 
this work. Besides, there is no room 
in the cottage for any body hut the 
father and nu)llu*r and little children. 
In the farm house is their proper place! 
from the age ('f twelve to that of twenty, 
or some years more. 'J here tiiere arc a 
master and a mistress, not liable to in- 
induigenco on lUX'ount of kindred ; hut 
bound hy tiie law to provide for the 
parties in siekness and health for the 
whole year through ; bound still more 
stronglv hy the most weighty interest, 
to 'attend, not only to the good habits 
and the indnslry, hut to the morals and 
manners of the young pcoi>le living m.- 
der ll)c .same roof with themselves. L.ci 
gentlemen fniure to tliemselvcs a parish 
with a Imndred young people, distri¬ 
buted amoii'istt hefurm-houses,sulyecicd 

to the control of masters and mistresses, 
who, of necessity, will com|H‘l them to 
keep good hours, to rise early, to he di¬ 
ligent during the day, to be cleanly in 
their persons, to go to church on the 
Sunday, and wlu) have the magistrate 
always at hand to pnnisli disoheilienoc 
of tlieir lawful commands. 'J hen sup¬ 
pose these young people all to be turned 
out and to he tipon their own hands; 
Strolling about the .Sunday, withoui 
any regard to the decencies of dres.s^ 
assembling in group-s, eitiier in hecr- 
sht)])s, or t)Ut o!' heer-sViops; a'^scmhlc 
they will, and whoever saw such an tis- 
fembbige, wiihnut seeing nii'Ohiof oI 
some, suit or otlicr being’ the ultimate 
oonsecpu'ncc. In short, tbi.s is tlte main 
Cause of Umt fatal change which has 
taken place in liie manners, the morals, 
tlie expertness, and the bodily strength, 
of the lahourer.-; of lingland ; and every 
man, who is a jnilge ot the matter, 
knows well, that this lla^ been produced, 
in very great p;u t, by the lieavy expense 
m|uirr(i to funii.-ilt beer for the servants 
in hushar.drj j and tlial this heavy ex¬ 
pense arises from tlie tax upon rnail- 
imd solely from liiat tiix, no man will 
attempt to tleny. Tliis evi! is so great 
that, unless it can he removed, tillhope of 
restoring the countiy to a state of good 


morals and happinessy and even of safe, 
ty, may be abandoned at once in despair. 
The right lion.Member for ManciiivSter 
drew an astounding picture of the awful 
consequences of rejecting the proposi¬ 
tion for an alteration of the corn laws. 
Me seems to have thought little of the 
present really awful situation of those 
who are concerned in the cultivation of 
the hmd. But 1 trust that this House 
will liave that situation constavit/ly in its 
mind, till it has done its best to restore 
content to the labouring millions, and 
restored somethiog like peace and se¬ 
curity to the property and the dwelling 
of the farmer J and, sir, 1 am perfectly 
satisfied that nothing would so power¬ 
fully assist in the accomivlishing ot this, 
so desirable an object, as tlie atloptioli 
of the motion which I now inive the ho-' 
nour to submit to the House. 

Gladly would 1 see the work perform¬ 
ed by the noble Lord and his colleagues. 
Then, indeed, would the Government 
have slvenglh ; for then it would be¬ 
come dear to the hearts of the whole 
people. The honourable Gentlemen 
seem as firmly fixed now as is the .scat 
upon which thev are ; but thi.s measure 
would fix (hem firmly as the hills. 

T here rend vtif motioii, irhich wni sf- 
cojided b>j viy collcdyve, Mr. Fiiolokn. 
It was my inteittinii to ff>re the mere 
points in the other speeches made, upon 
this occasion ; bvt fu avoid n charge of 
imfairness in. doing this, J wilt give the 
report as I Jind it in. the J lines, ichichf 
to the. best of my reco h cHan, is sub- 
slaniidihj correct. H hetln-r the country 
be destined to he plunged into conjrisinn 
or Hot, is more than I can say ; but if it 
be destined to be savedfrom that horrible 
slate, I know that amongst the means of 
salvation there must he n total aholitioH 
of this tax- Por my own part, as hug 
as I have a seat in ParUami nt, I will 
never cease my endeavours to cause this 
repeal. I wi^li the. matter to be well 
and clearly understood by the whole of 
the people, and I shall, therefore, re-' 
publish the above speech, and the whole 
of the other speeches, as given- below, in 
a separate pamphlet, which I shall sell 
fur fourjtence^ and which I shall have 
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ready for publication on Tmaday the 
2bth oj this month. 


Lord Althohp said, tliat as tlveques¬ 
tion had been so reoeiitly discussed, it 
was hardly to be supposed that the House 
had chanered its opiuion upon it. He 
therefore did not feel hiiuseU' called 
upon to enter mrnutely into its merits. 
The hon, iVIover liad stated, that had it 
not been for the malt-tax the hibouriuj;- 
agriculturists would have been able to 
brew their beer and drink it in their 
own houses. There could be no ques¬ 
tion of the advantage of the revival of 
such a practice, but it might be a ques¬ 
tion, whether it was ilependeot on the 
tax under discussion. The real question 
was, in what way in the present .state of 
the finances of the country, it was pos¬ 
sible to reduce the nudt-tax. It had 
been very truly staled, that while the 
present amount of the establishments of 
the country was maintained, it would 
be difficult to effect any material reduc¬ 
tions in taxation. He entirely .-igrccd 
with the lion. Mover in the prefeieiice 
he gave to a repeal of the whole ratiicr 
than half of the doty ; but with regard 
to his assertion that it would benefit the 
people liv ing in towns as mucli as thoa; 
in the rounlry, he would remark, tha! 
the only advantage the agriculturist.s 
would gain from a reduction of the duty, 
would he in their capacity of coosumers, 
but undoubtedly every other class would 
profit in a likedcgree. He had stated, 
however, in a former debate, and he 
now repeated it, lliat the effect of car¬ 
rying u resolution like that licfore the 
House, and founding a hill upon it, 
would be to produce a total slagnaiiou 
in every financial measure which had 
been introduced to Parliament, Uiuier 
these circumstances, therefore, be vvouhl j 
refrain from following the hon. Member, 
in detail. If the taking off tbs tax on 
malt were considered merely abstract¬ 
edly, the arguments in favour of it would 
apply to the repeal of every other tax. 
With regard to what had fallen from 
the hon. Mover on the advantage la¬ 
bourers would derive tVom brewing their 
beer in their own houses, he (Lord Al- 
thorp) confessed he did not believe it 


likely that labourers would^ ever brew 
their own beer again. Whatever altera¬ 
tions were to be made in tlie malt-tax, 
lie was still convinced that they would 
he able to buy beer chea|>er than they 
could brew it. It was quite certain that 
|)eople ‘vith large capital could make 
tlie article at a cheaper rate than those 
with small; and in the present state of 
society, he confessed he ha<l no hope of 
seeing the practice in question revived, 
rln opjiosing the motion he was only 
sorry that he felt it , to he his duty so 
frequently to do so. 

Mr. H. OtriixKis S lid, that had it been 
in accordance with the fvirius of the 
House, he would have moved, as an 
amendment proposed by liie hon. Mem¬ 
ber for Oldham, that from and after the 

of October, ISli-bjOne half of tlie duty 
on malt should cease and determine; and 
he thought Goverameat would have 
consented to it. The hon. Member foe 
IJridport (Mr. Warburton) had on a 
former occasion accused the agricul¬ 
turists of wishing to put their haiuls into 
the jiockcls of the manuf icturers ; hut 
this was not surely the case,since the land¬ 
ed projirielorshad been as forw ard as any 
in recommemling’ the lejieal of the tax 
on beer. It was true a deficiency would 
be esiicrieiiced i;i the Exchequer on the 
reduction of tlic malt-tax ; hut tlicn how 
many eligible modes wu-re there not 
only of I'ciiairing that dclicicncy, hut of 
still further increasiog the revenue ! He 
hiul no licsitation in avowing his opinion 
that a tax on lotteries wool.I he a most 
legitimate impo.sl. Jly such a tax, 
10,000,000/. a year might he raised.

Member for Oldham thought [iroper to 
divide tire House, it vyould he his duty 
to vote with him, and aithougli lie might 
go out in an extremely small minority 
(“No, no,’' from the opposition), as he 
used to do with the lion Member for 
Mixidlesex, he foresaw that tliat minority 
would ere long rule the Uouse. (“Hear,” 
and a laugh). 

Mr. Romh-ly would vote with the 
hon. Member fur Oldham on this occa¬ 
sion. 

Mr. T. Attwooi) thought it his duty 
to vote with the hon. Member for Old¬ 
ham, and he trusted he sliould do so not 
in a couteu)))tibIc hut in a considerable 
minority. No man could look at any 
breach of national faith, or at an unjin-t 
leduclion of the interest of the public 
debt, witli greater disapprobation than 
himself. He wishctl that the ho». Mem¬ 
ber for ICirkciidbright would display ti 
little sympathy for trade uml commerce, 
ns well as for the fundholder. The mily 
“ public faith” to which he (Mr. Att- 
wood) objected, was the unhallowed 
support of the fundholder in the posses- 
stoi) of enormous, and unnatural wealth, 
while the farmer, munufocturer, and 
merchant, were beat down to the earth. 
Take JEngland thro«ghout, nt this pio- 
ment, aitd you will finil three faruiers 
opt vfuiour in a state of Jnsolrency. 


When he saw the wbolesole destruction 
of other classes of the comipunity, he 
could not perceive any irppropriety in 
taking up the case of the foniihoUlere. 
The noble Lord had imposed a heavier 
burden on agriculture tlian Pharoah did 
upon the Kgyptians (a laugh), he irieant 
uiron the children of Israel, when they 
were required to make bricks without 
straw. The noble Lord asked the agri- 
cnltuiisls to pay rant without money— 
yo meet their mortgages without the 
means. He called upon tire noble Lord, 
as a man with a heart in Iris bosom, and 
a head, which he had (a laugh), to bring 
j down the public burdens to a level with 
I the public means of .sustaining them. 
He (Mr. Altwood) wanted to make all 
[classes llourLsl), happy, and united 
under the shadow of the King’s 
throne. Was there any clas-s, with 
'the exception of the fundholders, 
mortgagees, and placemen, that was 
now contented ? The noble Lord’s mea¬ 
sures had placed industry, capital, trade, 
;in(l agriculture, at the feet of tlie mo¬ 
nied interest. 'J’he monied interest itself 
must linally sink if the present .S 5 'stcin 
ncre eontilined. He ctilled upon the 
noble Lord to do justice to all parties; 
that WHS the true way to preserve the 
public failh. The tax in question was 
about .5,000,000/. per annum, but he 
was saiislied (hat in order to produce 
that amount 10,000,000/. per annuia 
was cii.irged upon the English people, 
lie paid Ss. i>d. per bushel for malt: the 
barley cn.sl 3.s'.(>s?. ,:tndthe tax was2s 'jid., 
mukiug in all Os.Hr/ ; instead of vvliieht 
as before stated, he hud to pay Ss.bcZ. It 
would be seen Irom this how much 
above the amount of the actual doty the 
cost of malt Wiis tiugmented by the pre¬ 
sent system. Tlie removal of the tax 
Would probably raise tlie frrice of bailey 
from 3s. Gd. to 5s. par bu.shel, and the 
people would put 3s. Gd, in their poo- 
kets, and the farmers perhaps 1 #* 6 if. 
riris was a quesfion in which|the peo{>le 
at lai-ge, and not merely the agricultu- 
rist-s were inieresied, a^d as the repre¬ 
sentative of a great, bhlly manufae- 
lurers, he Joined heart and hand with 
the flgricultiuisf^ urging the great 
buon of the toytal; aholitioii of the tault- 
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tax. The hon. Member proceeited to 
touch upon the Subject of Wages and 
aubsistence, and argued, that if the 
■wa^s of labour Were to be reduced, the 
taxes which chhauted the prices of the 
irecessariesoflIFeougbtto beproportion- 
ably diminished, if We wished to see our 
population i n comfortable circu rrt stances.

In defiance of all the trades’ unions in 
the kingdom, the wages of labour would 
sink under a metallic standard to tlie 
level of 1792. Such being the case, 
must not the jirice of necessaries be 
retluced; and, m order to effect, this, 
must not the taxes upon necessaries be 
lowered or removed ? “ liot,” said the

of taxation, how are we to get on ?” 
He (Mr. Attwood) knew that in tiie 
event of such a reduction the noble 
Lord could not go on with the present 
fiystem j but had the noble Lord con¬ 
sidered how the landholder was to go 
CHI with his mortgages, and the neces- 
BUry provisions for his family ? How, 
with his benevolent and manly mind, 
could the noh1e Lord sec this great na¬ 
tion “ swept with the besom of destruc¬ 
tion” ?

intx> which all Sorts of extraneous topics 
bad been introduced. He slmuld not 
attempt to follnw the bon Member for 
Birmingham through dll the tojdcs upon 
which he had commented, nor to com¬ 
ment opon the language he had in¬ 
dulged in with reference to the noble 
Lord sleeping in the same bed with his 
victims (hear) ; but he wished to recall 
to the attention of the House the feet 
that tiie present question has been fully 
discussed within tiie last fortnight in a 
very large House, when the repeal of 
the malt'tax was negatived on the clear¬ 
est proof being adduced that without 
that tax or a substitute It was impos¬ 
sible for the Government to carry on 
the affairs of the nalkm. Would the 
House then now reverse its decision 
ujion a subject, which every individual 
admitted could not be done without a 
substitute being found and adopted ?

Mr.RoiiNcoN had no wish to protract a re¬ 
discussion of the question of the repeal of the 
malt-duties, though he was surprised the ar¬ 
gument that it had already been discussed, 
should 1)6 urged by a Government which last 
year, after a vote of the House had been given 
in favour of an interference with those im¬ 
posts, came down a few evenings afterwards, 
and by a mbtiuu called upon the House to re¬ 
scind that decision. [Hear, hear}. For him¬ 
self he was prepared to denounce the malt- 
duties as the most onerous and exceptionable 
tax pressing upon the country, but he at the 
same time deprecated the demand made upon 
the Governoieut to repeal them without a sub¬ 
stitute being provided. (Hear, hear). He 
contended that a substitute could be found 
and adopted with safety to (he revenue and 
with benefit to the whole community. He 
did not allude to any interference with tlie 
currency, though all the difficulties of the 
country arose from its depreciation in the 
year 1797. (Question, question). He was 
clearly of opinion that only one remedy ex¬ 
isted by which the country could he relieved 
from itsptessiiig difficulties. It wa^ a remedy 
which he feared the House was not at present 
disposed to adopt, but it was a remedy whicti 
would effect no injury upon one class of capi¬ 
talists to the beuelit of auo'her—a remedy 
that would uiFect the fundholder in coniniou 
wi^ other capitalists ; that reuiedy was a tax 
upon the wealth and property of the country, 


by which alone Parliament could repeal all 
those taxes which were admitted to be impoli¬ 
tic and uiijust. (Hear;, hear), 

Mr. CuMMiNO Bkucb bad no wish to pro¬ 
long the debate, but was anxious inerely to- 
state to the Hotrsie a» few facts> which would 
show that the agricultural iutrrests of that 
part of the kingdom, with which be was con- 
iiecteJ, were now under great depression front 
the operation of the present system of taxatioa 
generally. In the first plaqe, htiwever, lie 
must call the attenlion of tlie. House to tlw 
coiTiparisQO of the average prices of wheat 
now and at former [leriods, and he had taken 
the average price at present obtained in coun¬ 
ties in tlie southern diitricCvas well as in the 
northern coiiutias. of ..Seotland. From the 
years 182:) to 1833, the lowest average was 
Sis. 3d. perquartcr, and from 1797 to 1801 the 
average was 47s. Irf. At present the average 
prices fixed in February last, in tlie county of 
Stirling, where'there existed ail the adroa- 
tages of a ready market, and .of a great manu- 
fecturing population, the average prices of 
agricultural produce were asfollowsWheats 
4(>s. bd.i barley, 2GiJ. 4d.; and' oats, Kis. 8d. 
At the same period iu a uorthern county (tbs 
county of Moray] the average prices were, 
wlieat, 43s. fitf.; barley, 25.t.; and oats, 
15s. lOd.; and in the county of Banff, wbeat> 
.37s., barley, 2.3s., and oats, liis. per quarter. 
Now he must remind the House that it had 
been stated before the agricultural committee 
of last year by one witness, Mr. Low, that 
unless the farmer in Scotland could realize ia 
the market 58s, per quarter for his wheat, 32s, 
for his barley, and 24s. for his oats, he would 
be unable to meet his engagements without 
eacriticlug all tlie profits which ought to ap¬ 
pertain tu him for bis skill, industry, and his 
capital employed. The committee, which bad

This beiug presentation day, a great 
number of memorials, cliieHy from 
Pennsylvania and New York, were pre- 
sutited, in rchuion to the puldic distress. 

Mr. Camhreleng {wesenled the me¬ 
morial of merchants of New York, en¬ 
gaged in the foreign trade, in,favour of 
a warehousing system, and prefaced Jt 
with some animated and correct views 
in regard to the policy of the mecsiire 
advocated by the memorialists. He did 
not fail to. represent that >a«ch of-the 
present distress greMr out cf the 
iitipn of long credits on fifties without 
j a, commensurate extenwuP ot lhCi ware¬ 
housing system, and.he cdkd.ron. 
who were so clamorous for relief, to 
join him in affording it, through the 
I means pfai))Osed by thei xuemofialists. 
M*. -Cttuabreletig l^rp^n^d fhe 
memoFjsJ of tl>e wounds bten. of New 
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York in favour of the, abolition of paper 
currency, aiui of o tetar'n consti¬ 

tutional *’ or hard-mb»ejf:-Currency; 
Here Mr. C. launched oiit4n'sh]i})ori of 
the metallic currency eystew^ to the 
great edification, no tioiibt, ®# the Phila¬ 
delphia merchants in the gullery. His 
plan was, that wO siiOuid take things 
ns GeneralJaekaon lMlsmade them, and 
" enlarge the metallic basisi*’ Mr. C. 
also presented the TtihiUiany resolu¬ 
tions, with some remarks. 

Mr. Selden presented the mechanics’ 
xneiTiorial with some ap^ropriaie re¬ 
marks. Among other things, he said 
that, in ninety days, we should have 
the mechanics from every part of the 
country knocking at our doors and 
praying relief. This memorial, at the 
request of Mr. Selden, was read from the 
clerks' table. Mr. Haimegan,^a Jack- 
son member from Indiana, interrupted 
its reading and requested its suspension : 
but he was overruled. 

Mr. Detinyi of Pittsburgh, made a 
long speech in presenting the proceed¬ 
ings of the citizens of that place on the 
subject of the (,ublic distress- Three 
fourths or more of the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh concurred in the opinions ami 
wishes expressed in the meniorial. It 
seems that they threaten to tar and 
feather Mr. Wilkins, for representing 
their distress as artificial or feigned. 
He has retracted the offensive expres¬ 
sions, but persists in the opinion that 
they have mistaken both the cause and 
the remedy of their embarrassments. 

Mr. Binney presented the Pliiladel- 
pbia memorial, in the presence of the 
Philadelphia committee, wlio were in 
the new gallary. His remarks wCre 
brief and highly interesting. He anti¬ 
cipates from the contitMiaivfeof the e.x- 
isfingrelations between the Bank 0‘f the 
U.S. and the admiiustration, the general 
and sj^edy sU9|>ensiOB of specie fjay-^ 
meats by thestate bunks.

December ‘.^5^—-We do not hesitate 
to say that the pressure not only ex¬ 
ceeds all former examples, but such is 
the panic that prevails in consequence 
of tlie removal of the deposits, the 
weakness of the state banks, and the 
general derangement of the currrency, 
that there is too much reason to appre¬ 
hend the most serions consequences to 
our local institutions, if a speetly remedy 
l>e not devised to restore tlie confidence 
of the community in thier ability to 
maintain specie payments. 

'J'he effect of a panic is to produce 
hoarding, and hoarding is always in 
specie. In Philadelphia the hoarding 
has already commenced to an alarming 
extent j and, we have it from a source 
which cannot be questioned, that the 
immediate cause of alarm among the 
Philadelphia banks, was the fact, that 
(he country people are daily repairing to 
the city with their five, ten, tvveoty, or 
fif'ty-dolhir bills,and demanding for them 
the specie lor safe keeping. • These are 
'facts; and they should not be without 
their influence upon our local insriiu- 
rion.s. They know wot how soon a 
similar course may be adopted in 
this state; but they do know, that 
once resorted to; every man who holds a 
bill will rusli forward tb realize his pof- 
tion of the little specie the banks have, 
and then a single day will blow Up Half 
the banks in the state, and a week more 
all that remains of them. It matters 
not how solvent they be, a suspension 
of .specie payments vvill inevitably take 
place if the (Trtvernment deposits be 
not quickly replaced In the Bank of the 
United States. ^ ‘ 

Dec. 30.—A failure for a Wly' 
awrount took place in Witlli'^ti'etet'on 
Saturday, and two or thrUC’btliert of 
minor conscq:uence,' irt^^tHeir 'business 
parts of the city.

J. 'C.] ^ • The distress is besides 
now not confined to the mercantile com- 
mnnity ; it unfortunal»!ly extends to the 
mechanic. One house on Saturdiiy dis¬ 
missed no less thait' fifty of their 
hands. • • • In Phiiatlelphiaour ac¬ 
counts represent the state of things as 
still worise> if possible. 

• Jan. 14. —Yesterday afternoon, at 
half-past two o’clock, a stage-wagon 
arrived in town from Albany, loaded 
with specie in kegs and barrels, for one 
of the pet banks. Every exertion was 
made to bring this specie on with cele¬ 
rity, but it still readied wall-street half 
an hour later than the |>erio(l fixed on. 

Jan. S2. ''riie pressure ufion the money 
market is not only greater than it has 
been for ten years past, but it has been 
and is daily increasing. And what is 
worse, the public mind appears to be 
settled down into a state of apatliy and 
gloom, wliich too plainly proclaims that 
there is no prospect of relief in future. 
A deep conviction prevails that if the 
representatives of the peoplcshould ap¬ 
prove of the removal of the deposits, 
itwottld become the imperious duty of 
the Bank of the United States to com- 
lUtence irmuediately curtailing its dis¬ 
counts, with a view to tlie ultimate 
winding up of its affairs. Its charter 
expires in March, lb36, and .should 
they, as they most certaiiilv will, 
immediately commence a curtailment 
of two millions per month, there will 
still remain an ontstancling balance at 
tbeexpiraUon of the charter.

“ and from that place constant and large 
“ sums may be expected.” 

Aye, “ l.,ondon is4he place ” ! Lon¬ 
don is the place to get dollars ; and 1 do 
pray you, good folks, send for them 
very quickly, or else you will not get 
them. It is very curious that the ship 
“ Napoleon" should be the first to carry 
out a cargo of dollars j the ship should 
have been named “ Andrew Jackson’’} 
or “ PoKccPiNK “} or “ WijuLiam Co»- 
bett” } or “ Tom Paine the last, 
perhaps, the most appropriate of all} 
for it was old Tosimy that taught me 
how to give the monster heavy and 
deadly blows. The rw« goes on very 
deligiitfully in all parts of the coontry- 
Even the rag-rook paper, from whi(]|i I 
have been quoting, gives us the follow¬ 
ing : 

“ From five hundred to a thousand 
“ dollars in specie are now daily paid 
“ out by each of the city banks, to per- 
“ sons who come with sums in 

“ bills which they are afraid to hold.

What man will be 
fttol enough not to get the silver while 
he can. To be sure, it deprives the nier- 
chants of discounts ; and, to lie sure, it 
will break the fraudulent ;villRius up : 
who does not know that I Tlve President 
knows it well j and he it determined 
that men shall >not aiay donger have the 
profits of capital^' vwilhbut in reality 
pussesbtag any cafiital. H« is deter- 
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nained that these villains shall no longer 
take away men’s farms, merely in ex¬ 
change for bits of paper which are 
worth nothing.

Again, it Is well known that the rates 
of foreigu exchange have been on the 
dccUae,,l«r luore Uum a year. From 
the,se fiiota it , appears that our mcrcan- 
Idv and tr-atbug community, have ex- 
acomiHendahlie, caution and that 
uupv(^rb'«ding^ as a nation, cun be laid 

Again, iproduck of.pur rich Stale 
were .greater in amoaut during 18’.3, 


than for many preceding years. So far 
was the product of labour beyond the 
wants of the producerj that owe-half of 
the products of the soil arc now re- 
malniiig in tlie haods of the producer, 
nncKcumbcred and ready for remittance 
at the opening spring. 

Again, throughout our inland coun- 
tie.s we find the banking institutions 
with noxious care providing for the 
iia}tt*nding storm, utul they have been 
eiiublf'.l to fortify themselves without 
inoonveiiirnco to their customers, by 
reason of tlie over-abundant returns 
vouchsafed by Providence to our indus¬ 
trious peojile. By the report of the 
bmk commissioners, it appears that the 
amount of S[)ecic iti the vaults of the 
.safely fund b.-tnk.'-, is greatiT than the 
previous year by the suuiof ■104,.5()4 dol¬ 
lars 9.S cents. Tlie amount ofaccumulated 
banking capital lias been increased since 
(heir |oevious re[)ort, by a sum of 
2,554,464 dollars 

'I he amount of the fund paid in to 
meet ariii del'ray any loss is now 25)0,000 
tioliars. Tlie amount of surplus profits 
held by the safety fund bunks, is 
.4,005,560dolIars77 cents; we may tiiere- 
fbre reiterate the declar.ition.s ofthebaiik 
eonunissionets, that if there is any so¬ 
lidity in the credit of the country, any 
value in what we have been in the 
habit of rlenominating propert}', the 
banks in this State cannot be otherwise 
than Side. With these facts before us, 
and believing them to be substantially 
tnie, we arrive at the conclusion that 
any agreement or arriingement entered 
into by the safety fund banks, for their 
mutual protection, under any appeaf- 
iince or threatening of a specie run, 
cannot he attended by eventual loss to 
either of the instituiinns. 

If an agreement can be entered into, 
whereby the banks shall be made to 
feel an entire confidence in .sod reliance 
upon each other, it will tend to prevent 
any material curtailment of their exist¬ 
ing loans or circulation. It will tend 
i tu induce confidence between man and 
man, and once more s&tafioat tlie depo* 
Hits now held in unprofitable durance, 
f^pital will resume its wonted purpose, 
-die prutlueis of the several Stales will be 
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ititerch.ingeJ, and tlie system of ex¬ 
change willbe rt-estaldislitid. 

Oae (*l)jecti()ii sonly pi esents itself, and 
that is, the coven nr (»peii liosiility of 
aoy powerful monied instimtioii. 'niree 
guards, however, are |o he found 
against this supposition: hist, in the 
common-sense of njen wliose actions are 
to be scunned and judged by the 
lic; second, in the inlicreiit power of 
the safely fund hanks, as exiiibited in 
the bank coiumi-sioncrs’ return, more 
especially, when drawn inlo action foi 
self-preservation and public good ; and 
third, in the self-interest which any 
one institution would or ought to feel 
naturally, inclining it not to interfere 
with the welfare of corporations, living 
as they must all live, by popular fa¬ 
vour. 

With these views, it is proposed that 
the banks of the State of New York 
shall be convened' by delegates*at New 
York and Albany, with autliority from 
their respective bojirds, to enter into an 
agreement with each otlier, to the fol¬ 
lowing effect: 

1st. That under the existing state of 
alarm and uppreliension, tlie hanks will 
pledge I hern selves, respectively, in pro¬ 
portion to their capital, to afford aid and 
succour to any safety fund bank, which 
may be placed in jeopardy, by reason of 
a; su«lden run or demand for specie at its 
counter. 

2nd. That the banks shall not, with¬ 
out tlie consent of tvvo-lhirds of the 
banks, respectively, enlarge tlieir issue 
of notes beyoml the amount reported by 
th« bank couiinissiuncrs, on the 1. of 
February insr. 

Y«rur excellent suggestions in regartl 
to prohibittDg the issues of small notes, 
and the substituting in their stead a me- 
tollib currency, for tlie convenience of 
travieJlws, and esipecially for the protec¬ 
tion of the poor against loss by coun¬ 
terfeits and the notes of broken banks, 
will be responded to by the whole na¬ 
tion. The recommemlatioR of the ge¬ 
neral governovent may: infiuencei the 
etates to co-e^rate. and effect this de¬ 
sirable object..' But beyond, :the use of 
sjpecieTpibsmaU change, metdlic currah- 
cyi'is entirdy inapplicable to the pur<< 


poses of our vast amount of currency 
circulating over thousands of miles of 
territory. 

1'lie impossibility of breaking up our 
esiabli.shcd system of paper and substi¬ 
tuting metallic currency, is so manifest, 
that no practical man can entertain such 
a scheme for a moment. The local 
hanks may afford the needful facilities 
to commerce so far as loans are con¬ 
cerned in their immediate vicinities, 
hut are they not absolutely incompetent 
to regulate the exchange, by thdr limit¬ 
ed charters, and by being, as they are, 
circumscribed within their respective 
states ? The supposition that the local 
banks can safely regulate a domestic 
exchange, amounting to three or four 
millions annually, is delusive ; and such 
an opportunity, if persisted in, will af¬ 
ford another illustration of the opinion 
that nations ns well as individuals are 
prone to pay dear for experience. 

Tlie inevitable consetjuence of the ab¬ 
sence of a national institution to regu¬ 
late the immense currcni^y and exchange 
of the country, is, that it will be con¬ 
trolled, regulated, and governed by a 
few private^ bunkers. Yea, sir, bro¬ 
kers, your'Rothchilds and Barings. 
They will purchase up a few local banks, 
spread themselves in the principal towns, 
and acting in concert, will coil round 
tlie wealthy and large operators by do¬ 
ing their exchange allow rates of pre¬ 
mium j but the life-blood of small deal¬ 
ers and the necessitous will be constant¬ 
ly drawn to their coffers, and it would 
not be marvellous if in some reverse of 
times, these gentry should enact auch ti 
frightful breaking iipof rtmnied iusrftii- 
tions as was perpetrated iti New IToffc 
in 182G. 

The vast extent of our country and the 
magnitude of its Increasing wealth, pre¬ 
sent a most inviting field for a few in¬ 
satiate brokers under the protection ^ 
law, but not controlled by law Within 
any limiis as to rates of premium OT Ox- 
tent of business. Althougih pur Go¬ 
vern men t is beyond the^ reaoih' of fodebt- 
ed ness to eut^ lord liPgth'M^ mak^ the 
inonarehs of Europe tremblei yet, lesile 
them ^kmmtonal' tn^tu- 

tion, and they%^)-^sily trequlre siich 
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an entire control over the naonietl sys¬ 
tem as to enable them to op|jress the 
Jieople at their jrfeasurc, and thns to 
endanger our inestimable liberties. 

Finally, sir^ if the foregoing views are, 
as I firmly believe, incontrovertible, it 
follows that a national bank is indispen¬ 
sable to the true interests of the country. 
And it is most respectfully stibrnitted 
Whether it is not expedient for Congress 
forthwith to charter a bank to occupy 
the place of the existing objectionable 
institution, provided it is competent for 
Congress to do so before the expiration 
of the present charter; and if it is not, 
that they do satisfy public sentiment by 
indicating their disposition to charter a 
bank hereafter. If the plain construc¬ 
tion of the constitution confers upon the 
Government the power to use local 
janks to fiicilitate its fiscal operations, 
and provided Congress is not authorised 
to establish a bank in either State, it is 
submitted whether it is not expedient 
forthwith to locate a national bank in 
the district of Columbia, and that it be 
restricted in its charter so as to prevent 
a recurrence of the evils that have been 
experienced. Suppose it be restricted 
as to the rates of its domestic exchange, 
and to five per cent, interest upon its 
loans ; and also to discounting paper not 
having over four months to run. And 
suppose also it be proliibited from issu- 
hg any bank notes of a less denomina¬ 
tion than twenty dollars, and that it be 
prohibited fromestablishingany branches 
far the States without as.signing a per¬ 
manent aniountof capital to each branch, 
arid obtaining the consent of the State 
Ijegi^ature iii each case.

accursed paper-money, Which is now 
rendered the more necessary, in cbnse- 
tiuence 'of biir measures tot/A regard to 
negirffsla^y. A eortvtilsion, such as 
the pa)»er-niortey must have produced, 
first or last, if not arrested in its pro¬ 
gress, would liave rendered the danger 
extreme in those States to which the 
slavery of the blacks is absolutely ne¬ 
cessary. Our measures (malignantly 
merciful) must necessarily make a stir 
in those slave States. There is no dan¬ 
ger from that stir, unless in case of con¬ 
vulsion produced by some other cause. 
It was, therefore, necessary to guard 
against that other cause; and that 
cause is guarded against by the demoli¬ 
tion of the paper-money; and, now, 
let the “ humane” gentry congratulate 
themselves on their achievement. We 
had a right, no doubt, to be urged on by 
the cracked-skull county of York ; we 
had a* right to make a new debt of 
twenty millions, in order to make our 
negroes free ; we had a right totlu this, 
without consulting the United States; 
and the United States had a rigiit to 
abolish paper-money without coiitsulting. 
us; and without consulting the cracked- 
skull county of York. Thus this mat¬ 
ter rests ; and we shall see, in the sequel, 
which party will sustain the least injury. 
In conclusion, let me observe, that a 
short time, comparatively, will show 
us, that he is the wisest man who 
relies least upon 'paper-money, stocks, 
funds, shares, or any thing dependent 
upon the duration of this present sys¬ 
tem ; for, by the time that hard money 
has been completely restored to tlie 
United States, this system must give 
way, and then we shall see whether 
Lord Althorp can keep on themalt- 
tox; and whether the two bishops and

{Frmntht New York If'orking Man’s 
Jdvwat^. 

On Wednesday evening of last week, 
a public meeting of the opponents of 
paper-money was held at the bhakspeare 
Hotel, Fulton-street^ “ to express their 
“ opinion in relation to the measures of 
the acimmistration with regard to the 
“ United States Bank, and concerning 
the further measures necessary to re- 
** store the constitutional currency. 

Mr. WiLtiAM H. Hai.b was called to 
the chair, and Mr. John Windt was ap¬ 
pointed secretary. The call of the 
meeting was then read, and some re¬ 
marks in relation to it from the*lFir>rA- 
inp Man’s Advocate, when several reso¬ 
lutions having been handed tutlie chair¬ 
man, a committee of five was appointed 
to select from the resolutions offered 
«uch as they might tlunk proper to pre¬ 
sent to the meeting. 'J'he committee 
having retired for this purple, a gen¬ 
tleman present read Cobbetl’s “ latro- 
duclion” io Jtisrepubhcaiiaa in England 
af tbit new work of Mr. Gouge oh Jiank* 
ing and Paper Money in the United 
States. 

Tlie committee reportetl resolutions, 
which were read, collectively; and then, 
on motion, were read separately, and 
carried unanimously. The following 
are the resolutions, together with the 
remarks made by the different speakers 
on the second reading of them: 

"Whereas money, or the standard of 
value, is one of the most important ob¬ 
jects confided to the care of government, 
and being so intimately connected with 
civil and political interetts^ it is the life¬ 
blood of the community, the purity and 
stability of, which are of the utmost 
consequence to society, particularly of 
that portion to whh* we belong, the 
pe^dSTmerv ofintefiii 'labour^' ^ tfke- prbiiu- 
fxm oF ’"tht real’wealth mf 4be>' Dot«nn ij 
aBd^wberrau there appears to h8?ain idea 
laev^agFtthat^tlm^elara'af^eliiMae'f^ 


not aware of the true cause of much of 
the injustice and oppressipn they suffer, 
while on the contrary, we feel saibfied 
there is scurcelyaa kieiligeilt labouring 
man but knows that a great portion of 
the burdens he endures iiows fronY an 
unconstitutional, ifalse, and deeply inju¬ 
rious system of paper-money, and a train 
of evils it has engendered. Now, tliere- 
fore, wishing to call the attention of 
Congress to our case, not to grant us 
favours or privileges, but to reinstate us 
in our riglits, we ask leave to be heard 
in the following resolutions, authenti¬ 
cated by our chairman and secretary: 

Resolved, That the course pursued by 
the President of the United States, and 
the administration of the gcneralGovern- 
ment, in changing the place for depo¬ 
siting the public money, is entitled to, 
and has, our entire approbation, and 
our greatest gratitude. That the charter 
of the Bank of the United Stat^, was 
granted in violation of the very plainest 
injunctions of our conslUutinn, and, 
were there no other reasons than this 
for its speedy annih.ilation, the adminis¬ 
tration would have.been faithless in the 
discharge of the duties confided to them 
had they failed to take this step towards 
its entire destruction. 

^ Resolved, I'hat as no money is recog¬ 
nised by the constitution but gold and 
silver, no other can be legally received 
in payment of Government dues, nor 
disbursed by officers or agents of Go^ 
vernment, and that the oouatenancB 
given to fictitious money by a contrary 
practice, has been an essential cause of 
flooding tlie country witli a patWiiOur- 
reiicy, wliich is not only. worUdesi, and 
fluctuating in itself, but hns .eaused a 
great depreciation in tlte value of veal 
money (us much as cotild have been 
caused by allowing the State.s to issue 
debased coin), and nullifies the power of 
Congrese ” to regulate the current,'’ 
while it forces the> pc^le into etibgirae 
tJon and slavery to a ' pspcr^raoneylaciB*

Resolved, That it is expedient for Con> 
gress,to establish sub-treasury*otRccs in 
the principal cities and towns in the 
United States, for Hie receipt and dis¬ 
bursement of tievenuo and iho accom¬ 
modation of the public in the transmis¬ 
sion of money from one point to another, 
by receiving specie in deposit and giving 
a cheque or draft for’ the amount, (so 
franved, howev^jr, as not to enter into 
the circulation), on payment of a slight 
per ceiitnge; the oflicers to be elected ] 
annually by the people, hut responsible; 
to, and under the control of, the trea¬ 
sury department; the funds not to be 
ioimedi. ■ 

Resolved, That the thanks of this 
meeting be presented to Messrs. Benton, 
Reeves, and Wright, of the senate, Mr. 
Cambelengi of the house, and the uthef- 
members of Congress who have so op¬ 
portunely proposed measures for restor¬ 
ing tfiaoonstUutionul currency. 

Resolved, That the senators and re- 
pBCfientfitives dn the’ legislature of this 
State,j^earnestly requested not to grant 
ally oTOie One hundred and five petitions 
for charters of new banks, nor any for 
the increase of bunk capitals, that are 
now pending before that body, “and 

that they be requested to co-operate

principle, nor because tlvelr exisfehi^ is 
injurious to the working people. 

I now come to -sh^W th©; want of 
knowledge discovered in tiie Glasgow 
petition. The petitioners fepreserit the 
corn laws to be the sole cause of the 
miseries of the country; it represents 
that they make bread, dear; arid, there¬ 
fore, prevent the working peojile from 
having as much ofjt for their wages as 
they otherwise would have. It is curious 
that this is not the doctrine of Mr. 
Hume and Mr. BouLErx Thomson", 
who want the corn laws altered, iji 
order tliat the WAGES OF THE MA- 
NUF.ACTUKINGOPER.4TIVESMAY 
BE LOWERED ; so that if I had 
voted for Mr, Home’s motiori, I should 
have voted for the lowering of the 
wages of the ojierative manufacturers of 
Glasgow and Baisley. 

However, leaving the Glasgow peli- 
tioners to praise Mr. Hume and Mr. 
PooLEi'T Thomson for their efforts to 
lower iheir wages, I will now' proceedr, 
The petitioners of GL.Asoovy want 
cheaper bread. They should then have 
petitioned for sonic law rehitiyc lb the 
charges aimillers and bakeis -, tor, tlie 
wheat is as cheap now as it was . in tlie 
time of their granclfatliers; takiJ^, the 
average of the kingdoni thfoug^jt is 
not more than fo/ty shillings the quarter. 
How, then, wouicl they get cheaper, 
hread by repealing the corn laws?’ 
Tliis is a matter from whicli these corn 
law gentry always fly off. It is dear 
focftd and cheap wheat I and 
turn away from the truth, arid pitch in

is. At this time, a bushel of the very 
best wheat costs, at the most, six shil¬ 
lings and elglitpencc; that is to sa}', 
eighty pence. Tliis bushel of wheat 
wUl make sixty-four pounds of the best 
bread. So that the FOUR-POUND 
JjOAF (for there is no quartern loaf 
now) of the very best bread, made from 
the very best wlieat, costs, as far as the 
wheat is concerned, fivc|:encej and it is 
sold for eightjrence-haUpenny. A^l that 
the landlord, the farmer, the labourer, 
the poor of the parish, tlie high-way¬ 
ward, the parson or tithe-owner, tlie 
county-rale to preserve the peace of the 
country ; all that they' charge upon this 
four-pound loaf, even on their very best 
wheat, is fivepevee, and the loaf costs the 
eater eiyhtpenca halfprnng. What a 
foolish, or what an excessively base man, 
then, must this quarter-loaf gentleman 
be ! What pretty knowk dge he circulates 
about; and what a sin it is to have a 
tax to prevent such knowlet'ge from cir¬ 
culating ! 

One would hope that this exposition 
xvould sufHce for honest and sensible 
and, industrious p<-*i'sons, like the peti- 
tibMrs of Glasgow, who liave been de¬ 
luded by statements of this sort, only 
because they have not taken lime, 
or had opiiortunity to look into the 
matter. '1 he knave, or fool, or both, 
who circulates this rubbish, dues it for 
the purpose of picking up a few pennies, 
caring nothing at all about the conse¬ 
quences ; but so fur fromsixty thousand 
men being to be found in Glasgow, en¬ 
tertaining dishonest designs, I would 
ipjedge Qiy life that there are not sixty 
men of Unit description to bq found in 
thaiindtiHb’iqus city, taking Paislev in- 
Iptheitrcoiint.

Let u": now take another look at the 
matter. The Glasgow petitioners seem 
to look npon corn laws, us somethmg 
so tyrannical in their nature; so obvi¬ 
ously tyrannical, that the faAt ought to 
be taken for granted, unsupported by 
any argument, either of authority or 
assertion. As these sensible persons of 
Glasgow (and 1 allow them to be 
amongst the most sensible persons io the 
kingdom) are not amongst those docr 
trinaveSf who deny that Uiere ever were 
any such things us real liberty and good 
laws in England, they will please to recol¬ 
lect, that we have, in the statute book, 
still preserved, corn laws, from the 
time of Edward the Third to the pre¬ 
sent day ; which shows, at any rate, 
that corn laws and free institutions 
and liajjpy people can co-exist j and it 
shows, besides, that in all times sucli 
laws have been deemed consonant with 
the princijiles of freedom and of josticB;

They 
will allow, too, I think it possible, that 
America is a [irosperous country, 
thriving in all sorts of ways. Indeed, 
Mr. Poui.ETT Thomsox, who appears 
to be the chief of tlie doctrinaire gene¬ 
ration, told the House of Commons, 
tliaf, if we would have taken American 
corn ; if the landholders would let us 
have a trade in American corn, 
God only knew what masses of pros¬ 
perity would have fallen tipon us. 

Now, my friends, whieli shall we 
follow, the prccppt, or the example, of 
America ? Ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred we are to judge of what people 
think, with regard to what they recom¬ 
mend to us, l*y what they do them¬ 
selves, with regard to the same matter. 
In ticklish times, kings used to 
ha’i'e faster*; that is to say, some¬ 
body to taste the thing first before 
they ventured to eat it. Now, these 
Americans shall be tasters for us. 
We will talce their last list of duties j 
and we will see whether they have a 
landlords’ lax.’* ' We will begin with 
the divers sbrt& of corn; and t hen we 
go to the ether eatahles arid dtink- 
irbliai trad other products of the laild, 
«hd just' tike' tf lobk at their “ laarcs.

I'he purpose of the. holder js thus bettor 
ensured by receiving a draft at sight 
upoii' the city) than it would be by re¬ 
ceiving specie, which wbuM subject 
him to the expense pf transportation. 
The operation has been simply this 
The broker in New Ywk fmrehases the 
billsi and sends them to his correspond¬ 
ing bat)k in Albany j the bank in Al* 
hany remits in return a draft upon-New 
Vork for the amount, then sends the bills 
home, and receivestn return a draft upon 
New York or Albany. 

Tins mode of redemption has been 
found so perfectly convenient to all par¬ 
ties, that the banks in the interior have 
scarcely been in the habit of relying at 
all upon their specie as means of re¬ 
demption, but have de]>ended upon their 
funds in the city provided for that pur¬ 
pose ; funds wliich at any time are sus¬ 
ceptible of being converted into specie. 

For the purpose of showing t he means 
of the country banks to redeem their 
paper, we have compiled the following 
statement from tlie returns made to us 
on the 1. of January last. 

Leaving out of view tlie banks in Al¬ 
bany which keep accounts with the 
Wesiern banks, which is in fact exclud¬ 
ing all their resources beyond what may 
he necessary to pay the amount deposit¬ 
ed vvitli them by other banks, the state¬ 
ment is as follows :

And therefore, that the necessary ex¬ 
penses of farming (measured in the quan¬ 
tity of produce sold to pay them) have 
exceedingly increased. 

That consequently the quantity, as 
well as the price, of the remaining pro¬ 
duce iias been exceedingly diminished. 

That this remaininst produce consti¬ 
tutes the farmer’s means of subsistence, 
his profits, and his rent. 

Thattliis reduction in thequantity and 
the price has been so great, that, when 
the means of subsistence have been 
subtracted, nothing has been left fur 
profit, and hardly any thing for rent, 
except on the best lands, or in favourite 
situations. 

That this inability to pay the rent 
from the sale of produce has obliged the 
farmers to make up the deficiency by 
the annual sacrifice of their capital. 

That thus their means of employing 
labour and of cultivating the land to 
the best advantage, have been rapidly 
diminishing. 

The consequent diminution in the de¬ 
mand for labour has thrown large por¬ 
tions of the labourers on the rates for 
support. 

That thus a heavy and rapidly in¬ 
creasing burden has fitllen on the land,, 
which has again, in its turn, exceedingly ^ 
increased the previous difficulties. 


That thus the nscesBByy.«Epen8eaimd 
burdens now swaiinwed up nearly the 
whole proeeedsvoFshe land^ 

That, consequently^ ^already many 
farms of good land, #hieb'the ex¬ 
penses are Itcovy, have been thrown ojit 
of cultivation. < s ^ 

That, wHh present prices,' iatge tracts 
of fair land mutt cease to pay .for culti¬ 
vation, even if rent be altogether re¬ 
mitted. 

That, consequently, the power to 
supply the increasing population with 
food must be rapidly diminished. 

That though a considerable portinn 
of rents have been paid out of capital, 
yet that these rents have not ^been ob¬ 
tained by any unfair means on the part 
of the landlords; but by the scarcity of 
other employments, and by tfie decep¬ 
tive hopes which have, till lately, ren¬ 
dered the applicants fur ffiitns nu¬ 
merous. 

That the landlords have been reducing 
their rents lime after time. 

That retail prices in general.have not 
been reduced to them at all in propor¬ 
tion to the reduction made in their 
rents. 

That the landlords contracted mort¬ 
gages, settlements, and debts, and con¬ 
sented to (axes under higher prices, and 
on the understood pledged national as¬ 
surance, thatagricuitural produceshould 
retain its remunerating price. 

That these taxes and money engage¬ 
ments have not been reduced. 

That, consequently, hundreds of land- 
owners have been ruined, and many 
are suffering most severely—and all are 
obliged to adopt a system of economy, 
extremely injurious to the welfare of 
every interest in the country. 

That a large proportion of the capital 
possessed by those able and willing to 
take farms, has passed into other hands, 
by the process previously described, so 
that, already (except in favoured situa- 
tion.s), it is found very difficult to ob¬ 
tain tenants whose capital will enable 
them to keep the land in cultivation. 

That the inevitable results of causes 
and effects, operating as tlwy do at the 
present time, must bean almost entiae 
loss of income to the laadowoer, jn- 
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cunrus-

to :meet> their present expense ; to em¬ 
ploy labour, cultivate the land with pro¬ 
fit to IhemselvEs, and to pay fair rents 
to their landlords. 

That thus the present ruin, and the 
state of impending destruciioii, may be 
exchanged for a ^ate of general pros¬ 
perity.
